of  God  ?•  Heb*  v.  12.  Knowledge  is  an  accompliihmeiit  fodefirc- 
able,  that  the  devils  themielves  knew  not  a  more  taking-  bait  by 
which  to  tempt  our  firft  parents,  than  by  the  fruit  of  the -*  tree  of 
'  knowledge.  So  fhall  yon  be  as  gods,  knowing  good  andeVil/ 
When  Solomon  had  that  fevotfr  fhewed  him  of  the  Lord,  ihalthe  w«ii 
made  his  own  chnfer  what  to  aflc,  he  knew  no  greater  Jti^rcy  tt)  beg 
than  Wifdom,  i  Kings  iii.  5,  9,  The  underftandlng  is  the  guiie 
and  pilot  of  the  whole  man,  that  facnity  which  fits  at  tbeftem  of  th« 
foul :  But  as  xht  moft  expert  guide  may  miftake  in  the  dark,  (b  may 
the  underftandlng  when  it  wants  the  light  of  knowledge  ;  *  Without 

•  knowledge  the  mind  cannot  be  good,'  Prov,  xix.  2.  Nor  the  Hfs 
good,  nor  the  eternal  condition  fafe,  Eph.  iv.   18.    *  My  people  are 

*  deftroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge,'  Hof.  iv.  6.  'Tis  ordinary  la 
fcriptarc  to  let  profancnefs  and  all  kiild  of  mifcarriages  upon  the  fcore 
of  Ignorance.  Difeafcs  in  the  body  have  many  times  their  rife  from 
diftempers  in  the  head,  and  exorbitancies  in  praf^ice  from  errors  in 
judgment :  And  indeed  in  every  fin  there  is  fomething  both  6i  igno- 
rance and  error  at  the  bottom;  for,  did  finners  truly  kinow  what 
they  do  in  finning,  we  might  fay,  of  every  fin,  what  the  apoftle 
fpeaks  concerning  that  great  fin,  *  Had  they  known  him,  they  would

A  Codfeffiob  of  Faith  for  the  Kirks  of  God,  in  the  Three  kingdoms, 
•*^  beiug  the  chiefeft  Part  of  that  Uniformity  in  Religion,  which,  by* 
the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  we  are  bound  to  endeavour;  and 
there  being  accordingly  a  ConfefTion  of  Faith  agreed  qpon  by  theAflem*^ 
b\y  of  Divines  futing  at  Wedminiler,  with  the  Aiiiilance  of  Comifli- 
occrs  from  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  ;  Which  confeiSou  was  fent  from  our 
Commiflionccs  at  Lgndon,  to  the  CommiiTioners  of  the  Kirk  met  at  £- 
dlnbnrgb  in  January  laft,  ai^d  hath  been  in  the  a/Tembly  twice  publick- 
iy  read  over,  examined  and  coniidered  :  Copies  thereof  being  alio  print- 
ed, that  it  might  be  particularly  perufcfd  by  all  the  Members  of  this 
Ailembly*'  cmto  whom  frequent  Intimation  was  publickly  made,  to  put 
in  their  Doabtsand  Objections,  if  they  had  any  :  And  the  iaid  Confef- 
fiOQ  being,  upon  due  Examination  thereof,  found  by  the  Affcmbly  to 
be  moA  agrceeable  to  the  Word  of  God,  aud  in  nothing  contrary  to  the 
received  Do^rine,  Worfliip,  Difdpline  and  Government  of  this  Kirk, 
And  laftly,  it  being  fo  neccfTary,  and  fo  much  longed  for,  that  the  faid 
Coofe/Hoa  be,  with  all  poilible  Diligence  and  Expedition,  approved 
and  edabiifhed  in  both  Kingdoms,  as  a  principal  Part  of  the  intended 
Uniformity  in  Religion,  ai^  as  a  fpecial  Means  for  the  more  efieClual 
fuppreffingof  the  many  dangerous  Errors  and  Herefies  of  thele  Times. 
The  General  AfTcmbly  doth  therefore,  after  mature  Deliberation,  agree 
«nto,'and  approve  the  faid  Confcffion,  as  to  the  Truth  of  the  Matter  ; 
(judging  it  to  be  moQ  Orthodox,  and  grounded  upon  the  Word  of  God) 
and  alfo,  as  to  the  Point  of  Uniformity,  agreeing  for  our  Part,  that  ic 
be  a  common  Confcflion  of  Faith  for  the  Three  Kingdoms.  The  Al^ 
fen^bly  doth  alio  bkts  the  Lord,  and  thankfully  acknowledge  his  great  - 
Mercy,  in  that  {o  excellent  a  ConfeiTion  of  Faith  is  prepared,  and  thus 
far  agreed  upon  in  both  kingdoms;  which  we  look  upon  as  a  great 
flrcngtheniogof  the  true  Reformed  Religion,  ngainft  the  common  Ene- 
mks  thereof.

A  Lawful  oath  ia  a  p^t  of  religious  worfliip  a^  wherein 
upon  juft  occafion,  the  perfon  fwcaring,  folemnly  calF*^ 
eth'God  to  witncfs  what  he  afferteth  or  promifeth;  and  ta" 
judge  him  according  to  the  truth  of  what  he  fweareih  *. 

IL  The  name  of  God  only  is  that  by  which  men  ou^c  tct 
fwear»  and  therein  it  is  to  be  ufed  with  a  holy  fear  and  revc- 
renter:  therefore,  to  fwear  vainly  or  raflily  by  that  glorious 
and  dreadful  namei  or  to  fwear  at  all  by  any  other  thing,  h 
finfql,  and  to  be  abhorred  d.

^hom  they  are,  not  to  be  jnftly  flnmbled.  The  meians  are  efpecially 
thde  four;  i.  The  word  of  God.  1.  The  facraments*  3  Kirk- 
government.  4.  Prayer.  In  the  word  of  God  preached  by  fent 
neflengers,  the  Lord  makes  offer  df  grace  to  all  iinners,  npon  con- 
llition  of  faith  in  Jsfns  Chrift ;  and  whofocver  do  confcfs  their  fin,  ac- 
cept of  Chrift  offered,  and  Inbmit  themfc!ves  to  his  ordinances,  he  wiU 
have  both  them  and  theii  children  received  into  the  honour  and  privi- 
lege? of  the  covenant  of  grace.  By  the  facraments,  God  will  have  the 
covenant  fealed  for  confirming  the  bargain,  on  the  forciVtd  condition. 
By  kirk-government,  he  wHi  have  them  hedged  in.  and  helped  forward 
Unto  the  keeping  of  the  covenant.  And  by  prayer,  he  will  have  his 
iown  glorious  grace,  prorailed  in  the  covenant,  to  be  daily  drawn  forth, 
Acknowledged,  and  employed.

BY  theie  oorward  ordinances,  asf  our  Lord  makes  the  reprobate  mr 
excttfable,  fo,  in  the  power  of  his  Spirits  be  applies  unto  the  ^ 
left,  eflPcftually,  all  faving  graas  porchafed  to  them  in  the  covenant  of 
redemption,  and  maketh  a  change  in  their  perfons.  In  particular,  x. 
'  He  doth  convert  or  regenerate  tbemt  by  giving  fpiritual  life  to  tbcm» 
in  opening*  their  underftandings,  renewing  their  wills,  afieftionsi  aod 
faculties,  for  giving  fpiritual  obedience  to  his  commands.  2»  He  ^ves 
them  laving  iaith,  by  making  them^  in  the  fenfe  of  deferved  coodcm- 
aation,  to  give  their  confeot  heartily  to  the  covenant  of  grace,  and  89 
embrace  Jefus  Chrift  unfeigoedly.-  3.  He  gives  them  repentance,  Iqr 
making  them,  with  godly  (brrow,  in  the  hatred  of  fin,  and  love  of 
righteoufnefs,  turn  from  all  iniquity  to  the  fervice  of  God. .  And^  4. 
He  fanftifies  them  by  making  them  go  on  and  perfevere  in  faith,  aod 
fpiritual  obedience  to  the  law  of  God,  manifefted  by  fruitfulnefs  in  all 
duties,  and  doing  good  works,  as  God  ofTereth  occafion. 

)I.  T<^ether  with  this  inward  change  of  their  peribns^  God  changes 
alfo  their  ftate  :  for,  fo  (bon  as  they  are  brought  by  faith  into  the  co^ 
venant  of  grace,  i.  He  juflifies  them,  by  imputing  unto  them  rhsit 
perfeA  obedience  which  Chrifl  gave  to  the  law,  and  the  fatisfadioo 
alio  which  upon- the  crofs  Chrift  gave  untojuftice  in  their  ftame.  a. 
He  reconciles  them,  and  makes  them  friends  to  God,  who  were  before 
enemlbs  to  God.  3.  He  adopts  them,  that  they  ftiidl  be  no  more  chU- 
dren  of  Satan,  but  children  of  God,  enriched  with  all  fpirituM  privi* 
leges  of  his  ions.  And  laftof  ah,  after  their  warfare  in  this  life  is 
ended,  he  perfeQs  the  holinefs,  and  bleflednefs,  firft  of  their  foul  at 
their  death,  and  then  both  of  thdr  iouls  and  their  bodies,  being  joy* 
hilly  joined  together  again  in  the  refurreAion,  at  the  day  of  his  glori*

become  penitent ;  and  partly  by  die  gofpel  or  covenant  of  grace,  tbat 
he  may  become  an  unfeigned  believer  in  Jeibs  Chrift>  and  be  ftrengthned 
in  his  hith  upon  fblid  grounds  and  warrants,  and  give  evidence  of  the 
truth  of  his  faith  by  good  fruits,  and  fo  be  &ved. 

The  fum  of  the  covenant  of  works,  or  of  the  law,  is  this,  '  If  thoa 
*  do  aU  that  is  commanded,  and  not  fail  in  any  point,  tbon  (halt  be 
'  iaTed :  but  if  thou  fail,  thou  (halt  die,  Kom,  x.  5.  Gal.  iit.  10,  12/ 

The  fum  of  the  gofpel,  or  covenant  of  grace  and  reconciliation,  is 
this,  <  If  thou  flee  firom  deierved  wrath  to  the  true  Redeemer  Jeios 
Chrift,'  (who  is  able  to  iave  to  the  uttermoft  all  that  come  to  God  thro^ 
him)  *  thou  fhalt  not  peri(h,  but  have  eternal  life,  Rom.  x.

That  by  reaibn  of  our  natural  finfuhiers^  the  impoflibirity  of 
spy  man's  betag  jnfiified  by  die  works  of  the  law,  is  To  certain,  tbti 
whoToever  do  (eek  juftificatioQ  by  the  works  oi  the  law,  are  liable  to 
the  curfe  of  God  for  breaking  of  the  law ;  *  For  as  many  as  are  of  tbc 

*  law,  are  under  the  curfe.*  fatth  he.    . 

2.  That  unto  the  perfcA  fnlAirmg  of  the  law,  the  keeping  of  <w 
or  two  of  the  precepts,  or  deing  of  fbme,  or  of  all  duties  (if  it  were 
poifible)  for  a  time,  is  not  fuflficient ;  for  the  law  reqnireth,  that '  a  maa 
conttnoo  in  all  thkigs  which  are  wrimn  in  the  book  of  the  law,  to  do  them. 

3.  That,  becaufe  no  man  can  come  up  to  this  perfe£tion;  evoT 
man  by  nature  is  under  the  curie;  for  the  law  iaith,   '  Curied  is  eveff 

*  one  that  continaeth  not  in  all  diogs  which  are  written  in  die  book  or 

*  the  hw,  10  do  them.*  ^ 

Now,  to  be  under  the  corfe,  compreheodedi  all  the  di^leafore  <* 
God,  with  the  danger  of  the  breaking  forth  more  and  more  of  h» 
wrath  upon  k>ul  and  body,  both  in  this  life,  and  after  death  perpetuaUyt 
if  grace  do  not  prevent  the  faU  execudon  thereof. 

Hence  let  every  tnah  reaiun  thus ;  . 

**  Wiiofoever,  according  to  the  covenant  of  works,  is  liaUcto^ 
*•  curie  of  God,  for  breaking  the  law,  times  and  ways  out  of  number.

WhereiA  we  are  uught,  that  our  Lord  Jefos^  who  now  bl&rs  to

oofiM  armed  with  fhtimng  JSre,  to  judge,  cobdema,  and  deAroy  all 
ihem  who  haire  not  bdieved  God,  have  not  received  the  oSkx  of  grace 
Blade  in  the  gofpd,  nor  obeyed  the  do£lrii)e  thereof;  but  reotain  in 
their  natural  (late,  under  the  law  or  covenant  of  works. 
'    Hence  let  evisry  man  reafim  thus;

•ags  ;  I,  That  not  believing  ia  JqTus  Chrift,  or  refulinj  of  Uie  cove- 

nnnr 
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'naot  6i  girace  offered  in  him,  is  a  greater  and  more  daogax>as  fio,  ^ 
ail  other  fins  againft  the  Jaw ;  becauie  the  hearers  bf  the  golpefj  sot  be* 
Iteviag  iQ  Chrifty  do  rejeA  God*t  mercy  in  Chrifti  the'  ooly  way  cf 
freedom  from  iia  aad  wrath^  aod  will  not  yield  to  be  recoodled  to 
God.  2.  Next,  He  maft  uoderftaad^  that  perfect  remil&oQ  of  da 
and  true  ri^teouroefs^  is  to  be  had'  ooly  by  faith  in  Jefus ;  becaoie 
God  requireth  no  other  cooditioos  but  faith;  and  teAlfies  from  h^Tco 
that  he  is  well  pleafed  to  jnftify  fiooers  upon  this  coDdirioD.  3.  He 
muft  miderltandy  that  upon  righteoufiieis  received  by  faith  \  judgoeat 
ihali  follow,  OD  the  one  hand,  to  the  deHroying  of  the  works  of  tbe 
devil  in  tbe*  believer,  and  to  the  perfeAing  of  the  work  of  laoftifiati- 
on  in  him,  with  power:  and  that,  upon  refufing  to  take  righteoot 
nefs  by  faith  in  Jefus  Chrift,  judgment  (hail  follow,  on  tbe  other  hM 
to  the  condemnation  of  the  misbeiiever»  and  deftroyicg  of  him  with 
Satan  and  his  fetvants  for  even 

For  this  end,  let  thefe  pailages  of  fcripturei  among  many  odieis, 
ierve  to  make  the  greatnefs  of  the  fin  of  not  believing  io  ChriA  appetf ; 
or,  to  make  the  greatne/s  of  the  fin  of  refuCng  of  the  covenant  cf 
grace  offered  to  n&,  in  the  offering  of  Chrift  tmto  us,  let  tbe  fair  of* 
fer  of  grace  be  looked  upon  as  it  is  made.  Iia.  Iv.  a.  IncUne  ycmr  ear,  ani 
come  unto  me,  (fiuth  the  Lord)  iear^  and  your  foul  Jball  Sve:  audi 
ttfiil  make  an  everlafting  covenant  with  you^  even  the  fure  m^des  4 
David.  That  is,  if  ye  will  believe  me,  and  be  reconciled  to  one,  i  wiilf 
by  convenant,  ghre  unto  you  Chrift,  and  all  favinggraces  io.him:.i^ 
peated,  A&s  xiii^  34. 

Again,  confider,  that  this  general  ofler  in  fubftance  is  equivakot  to 
a  fpedal  of&r  made  to  every  one  in  particular;  as  appeareth  by  the 
apoftles  making  ufe  of  it,   A&%  xvi.  31.    Believe  on  the  Lard  J^ 
Chrifi^  and  thou  Jhalt  be  faved  and  thy  bouje.     The  reaibn  of  whkh 
ofier  is  given,    John  iii.  16.    For  God  fo  hvedthe  worU^  that  he  g^ 
hit  only  begotten  Son  that  vfhcfoever  belteveth  in  hnn^  flmdd  tHft  perifi% 
hut  have  everlafting  ttfe.    Seeing  then  this  great  falvatioa  is  oficred  io 
the  Lord  Jefus,  wholbever  believeth  not  in  him,  but  looks  for  h^fP' 
nefs  ibme  other  way,  what  doth  he  dfe  but  obferve  lying  vamt^^t 
andforfake  his  ovm  mercy,  which  he  might  have  had  in  Chrift  ?    Joiul' 
ii.  8,  9.    What  doth  he  elfe  but  blafpheme  God  in  his  heart  ?   as  it  is 
faid,    I  John  v.  10.    He  that  believeth  not  Co4  hath  made  him  a  hafp 
'  hecauje  ne  believeth  not  the  record  that  Cod  hath  given  of  his  Son :  ^ 
this  is  the  record  that  God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  lifiSf  and  this  &fe  it  ^ 
his  Son.    Aod  that  no  fin  againft  the  law  is  like  unto  this  fin.  Cbriu 
teftiiies.     John  xv.  22.    //  /  had  not  come  and  fpoken  to  them^  they  bad 
not^  had  ^n :  but  now  they  have  no  cloak  for  their  fin^      This  way  coa- 
vince  a  man  of  tbe  greatnefs  of  this  £n  of  not  believing  in  Chrift* 

For  convincing  a  man  of  righteoufnefs  to  be  had  only  by  feith  in  Jo^ 
Cliift,  confider  how,  Rom.  x*  3,  4. 
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^  Ttt^  \i  fildi  ^ttidt  f*f  Je^i,  being  ignorant  of  Cod^t  rightiot/ke/u  and 
JL  g^ng  Mbcut  to  eftabhjb  their  own  righteoufnefs^  have  not  fubmitteil 
-themfelves  unto  the  righteou/nejs  ofCod^  (and  fa  they  peri&cd)  for 
Chri/i  is  the  end  cf  the  law  for  righteoufne/s  to  every  one  that  believeth* 
-And,  ABs  xiii.  39.  By  Chri/i  Jefus  aU  that  beiierte  are  jufttjied  Jroni 
alt  thineiy  from  which  ye  eouid  not  bejultified  by  the  law  of  Mofes.  Aodf 
I  John  1.  7.  The  blood  rf  Jefus  Chrijt^  his  Son^  cleanfetb  us  frcm  allfin*^ 

tot  coovinciog  t  mao  oi  judgment^  if  a  mao  embrace  this  righteoo^ 
kieis :  Gonfider,  i  J^n  lii.  8.  For  this  purpofe  the  Son  of  God  was  mani* 
-Jiefted^  that  he  might  deftroy  the  works  of  the  devil.-  And,  Heb,  ix-  14. 
How  much  more  /ball  the  blood  ff  Cbrift^  who^  through  the  eternal  Spi* 
tU^  offered  hutrfe^  without  /pot  to  God,  purge  your  confdence  from  dead

Boty  if  a  nan  embraoe  aot  this  rigbtcotiiheis,  his  doom  is  protioua<« 
ced,  JcbnvLX.  18.  He  that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already ^  becaufe 
be  bath  not  believed  in  the  name  (f  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  And 
this  is  the  condemnation^  that  light  is  come  into  the  world^  and  men  lovetA 
darknefs  rather  than  light  4 

Heiice'let  (he  peoitetlt,  defiring  to  t^elieve,  reafbn  thus  * 

**^  What  doth  fvffice  to  coovtoce  all  the  ekA  in,  the  world  of  ttiei 
^'  ^eatnefe  of  the  fin  of  not  believing  in  Ghr|ft,  or  refdfing  to 
**  flee  to  luffl  for  relief  from  fins  done  agatnll  the  law,  and  from 
^  wrafh  dne  thereto;  and  what  fufficeth  to  convince  them,  .that  rtgb<* 
**  teonfneis  and  eternal  life  is  to  be  had  by  faith  in  Jefd«  (jhrifi,  or 
*  ^  by  Gonfetiting  to  the  covenant  of  grace  in  him}  and  what  fnfficcth

Seek  ye  m^ 
facet  my  Ibol  aniwereth  unto  tbee«  Thy  face^  Lnrd^  will  I  feek  s  I  h^vd 
hearkened  unto  the  dfSst  of  an  everlailing  covenant  of  ail  fiivlpg  mer^ 
des  to  be  had  in  ChrUlf  and  I  do  heartily  embrace  thy  ofier.  Lord# 
let  it  be  a  bargain;'  Lerd,  /  believe^  help  my  unbelief  i  Behold*  1  givQi 
myielf  to  thee,  to  ierve  thee  in  all  things  for  ever;  and  I  hope,  thy 
t^ht  hand  fballfave  me;  the  Lord  will  perfefl  chat  which  conceroctli

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Tbns  may  a  man  be  made  aa  uafeigoed  believer  in  Cfarift. 

For  RrcagtheniDg  the  oiaa*s  faith^  who  hath  agreed  unto  the  ooreDaflt 
of  grace. 

BEcaofe  many  trae  believers  arc  weak,  and  do  much*  doubt  if  ever 
fbey  (hall  be  fare  of  the  fouoduefs  of  their  own  faith  and  efieftuil 
calling,  or  made  certain  of  their  juflification  and  fatvatioo^  when  tbey 
fee,  that  many^  who  profefs  faith,  are  found  to  deceive  rhemi^ves; 
let  us  lee  how  every  believer  mny  be  made  ftrong  in  the  faith,  and  fore 
of  his  own  eleflion  and  faivation  upon  iblid  grounds,  by  Ture  warraotSy 
and  true  evidences  of  faith.  To  this  end^  among  many  other  (criptores^ 
take  thefe  following. 

1.  For  laying  folid  grounds  of  faith,  confidier  2  Pet.  i*  lo. 

Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren,  give  diligence  to  make  fnre  yoar 
calling  and  ele^ion :  for  if  ye  do  thefe  things,  ye  (hall  uever  faO. 
'    In  which  words,  the  apoftle  teacheth  us  theie  four  things,  for  hdp 
and  diredion,  how  to  be  made  Arong  in  the  faith. 

1 .  That  fuch  as  believe  in  Chrift  Jefus,  and  are  fled  to  him  for  ^^ 
lief  from  Co  and  wrath,  albeit  tbey  be  weak  in  the  faith,  yet  thqr  «* 
indeed  children  of  the  fame  Father  with  the  apoftles;  for  fo  he  «• 
countcth  of  them,  while  he  calleth  theita  brethren. 

2.  That,  albeit  we  be  not  fure,  for  the  time  of  our  cfleftoal  caDiog 
and  ele^lion,  yet  we  may  be  made  iure  of  both,  if  >ve  ufe  diligence; 
for  this  he  prefuppofeth,  iaying,  *  Give  di^gence  to  make  your  calliog 

*  and  eleftion  fure.* 

3.  That  we  muft  not  be  difcouraged,  when  we  (ee  many  recmipg 
believers  prove  rotten  branches,  and  make  defeAion;  hot  we  muii  (he 

•  rather  take  the  better  heed  to  ourfelves,  *  Wherefore  the  rather,  br«- 

•  thrcn,*  faith  he,  '  give  all  diligence.' 

4.  That  the  way  to  be  fure  both  of  our  efleftual  calling  and  clcflj- 
on.  is  to  make  fure  worfe  of  our  faith»  by  laying  the  grounds  of  it 
folidFy,  and  bringing  forth  the  fruits  of  our  faiA  in  new  obedicncp 
conftantiy  .•  *  For  if  ye  do  thefc  things/  faith  he,  '  ye  (hall  never  fali  % 
underdanding,  by  *  thefe  things,'  what  he  had  faid  of  found  faitb> 
verfes  I,  2,  3,  4.  and  what  be  had  faid  of  the  bringing  out  of  the  fruits 
of  faith,  verfes  5,  6,  7,  8,  9. 

To  this  fame  purpofe,  confider,  Rom.  viii.  i.  *  There  is  therefore 

•  now  no  condemnation  to  them  that  are  in  Chrift  Jefus,  who  walJc  i^ot 

*  after  the  fJefti,  but  after  the  Spirit '    Ver.  2.    *  For  the  law  of  the 
«  Sprit  of  life  in  Chrift  Jefus  hath  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  /i/» 

*  and  death.'  Ver.  3.  *  For. what  fhe  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was 
«  weak  through  the  flefh,  God  fending  his  own  Son  in  the  likeaefsw 

«  Imfnl  flcflii  and  for  fin  condemned  iia  10  the  fie(h/  Ver.  4*  ' '^^ 
'  •  the 
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^  the  righteooriieft  of  the  law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  ^ho  walk  not    , 
*  after  the  flefti,  but  after  the  Spirit.' 

Whereiii  the  apoftle  teachetb  us  theie  four  things,  for  lajittg  of  thf 
ground  of  faith  folidly; 

1.  That  every  one  is  a  true  believer,  ii^ho,  in  the  fenfe  of  big  fin, 
and  fear  of  God*s  wrath,  doth  flee  for  full  relief  from  both  unto  Jefua 
ChiKl  alone*  as  the  only  Mediator,  and  all^ruflficient  Redeemer  of  men  ) 
and,  being  fled  to  Chnd,  doth  ib-ive  againft  his  own  flc(h,  or  corrupt 
iodinarion  of  nature,  and  ftudieth  to  follow  the  rule  of  God's  Spifiti 
let  down  in  his  word :  for  the  man»  whom  the  apoftle  doth  here  blcfii 
as  a  true  believer,  is  a  man  in  Chrift  Jefus^  <  who  doth  not  walk  aftef 
^  the  flefti,  but  after  the  Spirit/ 

2.  That  all  fuch  per  Ions  as  are  fled  to  Chrift,  and  do  ftrive  again  fi 
fin,  bowibever  they  inay  be  poffibly  exercUed  under  the  fenie  of  wrath 
and  fear  of  condemnation,  yet  they  are  in  110  danger ;  for,  '  there  id 
'  no  condemnation/  (aith  he,  '  to  them  that  ate  in  Chrift  Jefus,  whd 
'  walk  not  after  the  fleftii  but  after  the  Spirit/ 

3.  That,  albeit  the  apoft'e  himfelf  brought  In  here  fof  exatfiple^a 
cauie,  and  all  other  true  believers  in  Chrift.  be  by  nature  un^er  the  law  o^ 
fin  and  death,  or  under  the  covenant  of  works  (called  the  law  of  fin 
and  death,  becaufe  it  bindeth  fln  and  death  upon  us,  till  Ghfift  let  tis 
fttt)  yet  the  law  of  the  ipirit  of  life  in  Chrift  Jjefus,  or  the  covenant  of 
grace,  (fo  called,  becaufe  it  doth  enable  and  quicken  a  man  to  a  fpi' 
ritual  life  through  Chrift)  doth  fet  the  apoftle,  and  all  true  belieVeri, 
free  from  the  covenant  of  works,  or  the  law  of  fin  and  death ;  fo  that 
every  man  may  fay  with  him,  '  The  law  of  the  fpirit  of  life,'  or  the 
covenant  of  grace,  *  hath  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  fin  and  death,^ 
or  covenant  of  works. 

4.  That  the  fountain  and  firft  ground,  from  whence  our  fteedom 
from  the  curie  of  the  law  doth  flow,  is  the  covenant  of  redemption,  / 
paft  betwixt  God,  and  God  the  Son  as  incarnate,  wherein  Chrift  taked 
ttie  curfe  of  the  law  upon  him  for  fin,  that  the  believer,  wha  could 
not  otherwife  be  deliveied  from  the  covenant  of  works,  muy  be  deln 
Tered  from  it.  And  this  doArme  the  apoftle  holdeth  forth  in  thefe 
four  branches :  ( 1 .)

puniftied,  for  making  fatisfaAion  in  the  behalf  of  the  eled,  that  (he/ 
Alight  be  fet  free.    (4.)    That,  byhismeanS|  thelawkifedi  oothmf^^ 
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becaufe  the  righteoufnels  of  the  lav  is  bett  fulfilled  this  way;  firft,  by 
Chrifrs  giving  pa^tdt  a£livc  obc'ditQce  iQ  our  Duxne  unto  it  id  all 
things:  next,  by  his  pi>mg.  in  our  name,  the  peoalty  (due  to  our 
£ns)  in  his  death:  and  Jailly,  by  his  woiking  of  iaoAificatioQ  in  nSi 
who  are  true  bellevcrn,  who  lir'ive  to  give  Dew  obedience  unco  the  lufi 
and  *  walk  not  after  tbe  iieih,  bur  after  the  Spirit.'

'  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good,  and  ]et  your  fool 

*  delight  itielf  in  fatnels.'  Ver.  3.  <  Incline  your  car,  and  come  unto 
'  me :  hear,  and  your  foul  (hall  live,  and  I  will  make  an  evelafilog  co- 
'  venant  with  you,  even  tbe  iure  mercies  of  David.*  Ver.  4.  '  Behold, 

*  I  have  given  him  for  a  witneft  to  the  people,  a  leader  and  comnunder

Here  (after  letting  down  the  precious  ranibm  of  our  redemption^  by 
the  fufieriilgs  of  Chrifl,  and  the  rich  bleflings  purchaicd  to  us  thereby, 
in  the  cwo  former  chapters)  the  Lord,  in  this  chapter, 

1.  Makcth  open  offer  of  Chrift  and  his  grace,  by  proclamation  of  t 
free  and  gracious  market  of  righteouinefs  and  falvat^on,  to  be  bid 
through  Chrift  to  every  foul,  without  exception,  that  truly  defires  to 
be  laved  from  fin  and  wrath ;  '  Ho,  every  one  that  thirfteth/  f^^ 
he.  .      ^ 

2.  He  inviteth  all  Tinners,  that  for  any  reafon  ftaod  at  diftance  with 
God,  to  come  and  take  from  him  riches  of  grace,  running  in  Chrift  as 
a  river,  to  wafh  away  fin,  and  to  flocken  wrath ;    '  Come  ye  to  toe 

•  waters/  faith  he. 

3.  Left  any  Ihould  ftand  aback,  in  the  fen(e  of  his  own  finfutoefs  or 
UBWorthineis,  and  inability  to  do  any  good,  the  4Lord  callcth  vpoo 
furh  perfoos  in  fpecial,  laying,  ',He  that  hath  no  money,  come.' 

4.  He  craveih  no  more  of  his  merchant,  but  that  he  be  pleafed  witb 

the  wares  offered,  which  are  grace  and  more  grace;    and  that  he 

heartily  confent  unto,  and  embrace  this  otEu  of  grace,  that  (o  be  oiaj 

dofc 
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dole  a  bargaiot  and  a  farmal  covenant  with  God  ;  '  Come  bny  with- 

*  oat  money,'  faith  be*  '  come,  eat  •/  that  is,  confent  to  have,  and 
take  onto  you  all  faving  graces;  make  the  wares  you  own,  poflcfa 
them,  and  make  ufe  of  all  blefEngs  in  Chrifi ;  whatfoever  maketh  for 
yow  fptritual  life  and  comfort>  ufe  and  enjoy  it  freely,  without  paying 
any  thing  for  it :  *  Come  bny  wine  and  milk,  without  money,  and  with* 
•ont  price,'  faith  he. 

C.  Becaufe  the  Lord  kaoweth  how  much  we  are  inclined  to  feek 
riglsteonineft  and  life  by  our  own  performances  and  iatisfaAion;  to 
have  righteonfnefi  and  life  as  it  were  by  the  way  of  works ;  and  how 
loth  we  are  to  embrace  Ghrift  Jefus,  and  to  take  life  by  way  of  free 
grace  through  Jefiis  Cbrtft,  upon  the  terms  whereupon  it  is  offered  to 
us :  therefore  the  Lord  lovingly  calls  us  off  this  our  croaked  and  uii. 
happy  way,  with  a  gentle  and  timeous  skdmonition,  giving  us  to  under 
ftand,  that  we  (hall  but  lofe  our  labour  in  this  our  way;    *  Where 

*  fore  do  you  fpdnd  your  money>'  laith  hct  *  for  that  which  is  not 

*  bread  ?  and  your  labour  for  that  which  fatisfieth  not?' 

t.  The  Lord  promiieth  to  us  (olid  fatisfaAion,  in  the  way  of  betaking 
ourleives  unto^  the  grace  of  Chrift,  even  true  contentment,  and  fulncfs 
of  fpiritual  pleafure*  iaying,  *  Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  that 

*  which  is  good,  and  let  your  (bul  delight  itlelf  in  fatnefs.' 

7*  Becau(e  faith  cometh  by  hearing,  he  calleth  for  audience  unto 
the  explication  of  the  offer,  and  calleth  for  believing  of,  and  rffteuing 
to  the  truth,  which  is  able  to  beget  the  application  of  faving  faith, 
and  to  draw  the  (bul  to  trufl  in  God ;  *  Incline  your  ear,  and  come  un- 

*  to  me,'  (aith  he.  To  which  end,  the  Lord  promifes,  that  this  offer 
bdng  received,  (hall  quicken  the  dead  fmoer;  and  that,  upon  the 
welcoming  of  this  offer,  he  will  clofe  the  covenant  of  grace  with  the 
man  that  (hall  conlent  unto  it,  even  an  indiflTolveable  covenant  of  per- 

.  petual  reconciliation  and  peace ;  *  Hearken  and  your  foul  (ball  live» 
^  and  I  will  make  an  everlafling  covenant  with  you.'  Which  covenant, 
he  declareth,  (hall  be  in  fubftance  the  allignation,  and  the  making  over, 
of  all  the(aving  graces  which  David  (who  is  Jefuif  Chrift,  y^6is  xiii.  34  ) 
hath  bought  for  us  in  the  covenant  of  redemption  ;  '  I  will  make  a  co« 

*  Tenant  with  yon,*  (aith  he,  *  even  the  fure  mercies  of  David  '  By  furc 
mercies,  he  means  faving  graces,  fuchas  are  righteoufnefs,  peaqe,  and  joy 
m  the  holy  Ghoft,  adoption,  fan6li(icatioR|  and  glorification,  and  what* 
ibever  belongs  to  godlinefs  and  life  eternal. 

8.  To  confirm  and  aflure  us  of  the  real  grant  of  thefe  faving  mercies, 
and  to  peHiiade  us  of  the  reality  of  the  covenant  betwixt  God  and  the 
believer  df  this  word,  the  Father  hath  made  a  fourfold  gift  of  his  eternal 
and  only  begotteg  Son ; 

Firft,  to  be  incarnate  and  bora  for  our  fake,  of  the  feed  of  David 
his  type;  for  which  caaie»  he  is  called  here,  and  Acls  xiii-  3;.

Secondly,  He  hath  made  a  gift  of  ChrUl  to  be  a  wiinefs  to  the  peo> 
pie,  both  of  the  fare  aod  faving  mercies  granted  to  the  reckcmed  ia 
the  coveoaot  of  redemption ;  aod  alio  of  the  Father's  wiliingocfs  and 
pQrpofe  to  apply  them,  and  to  makc^them  faft  in  the  coveoaot  of  reco&« 
ciliatioo.  made  with  (uch  as  embrace  theofilr :  /  have  given  him  (laith 
the  Lord  here)  to  be  4  witnefs  t»  the  people,  Aod  truly  he  is  a  fuffid- 
eot  witnefs  io  this  matter,  in  many  refpeAs;  ift,  Becaafe  he  is  one  of 
the  blefTed  1  rioity.  aod  party-cootra£ler  for  us,  in  the  coveoant  of  re- 
demption, before  the  world  was.  2dly.  He  is  by  office,  as  Mediator, 
the  Me/Tcnger  of  the  covenant,  and  harh  gotten  commiflion  to  reveal 
it.  3diy.  He  began  actually  to  reveal  it  io  paradiie,  where  he  piomif* 
fd,  that  the  ieed  of  the  woman  (hould  bruiie  the  head  of  the  lerpent. 
4thly,  He  iet  forth  his  own  death  and  fuffcrlogs,  and  the  great  bene** 
|its  that  (hould  come  thereby  to  as,  in  the  tvpes  and  figures  of  iacrifi* 
ces  and  ceremonies  before  his  conrmg.  5thly,  He  gave  more  and  more 
light  aboat  this  covenant,  fpeakiog  by  his  Spirit,  from  age  to  age,  ia 
the  holy  prophets.  6thiy,  He  came  himrdt  io  the  fulnefs  of  time,  and 
did  bear  witnefs  of  all  things  belan^'/iog  to  this  covenant,  and  of  GoA*$ 
vil!?r,g  m'nd  to  take  believers  into  it;  partly  by  uniting  our  oaturc  io 
one  perfon  with  the  divine  nature ;  partly  by  preaching  the  good  tiding! 
of  the  covenant  with  his  own  mouth ;  partly  by  paying  the  price  of. 
redemption  on  the  crofs;  and  partly  by  dealing  {liil  with  the  pcople« 
From  the  begiooing  to  this  day»  to  draw  in,  and  to  hold  io  the  redeem^ 
isA  in  ^his  covenant. 

Th.rdiy,  God  hath  made  a  ^t  of  Chrifl,  as  a  Leader  to.tbe  peopkf 
to  bring  us  through  all  difficulties,  ail  affii^lioos  aod  tenratioos,  oatp 
life  by  this  covenant:  and  be  it  is,  and  00  other,  who  doth  indeed 
lead  his  own  unto  the  covenant;  and,  in  the  covenant  all  the  way  on 
unto  falvation,  j .  By  the  direfiion  of  hi^  word  and  Spirit,  a.  By  the 
example  of  bis  own  life,  in  faith  and  obedience,  even  to  the  death  et 
the  crofs.  3.  By  his  powerful  working,  bearing  his  redeemed  Mcs  in 
|)]S  arms,  and  caufing  them  to  lean  00  him>  while  they  go  fap  throogh 
the  wildernefs. 

Fourthly,  God  hath  made  a  gift  of  Chrift  unto  Hs  people*  as  a.C<WB* 
foander;  which  office  he  faithfully  cxercifeth,  by  giving  to  bis  kirk 
9iod  people,  laws  aod  ordinances,  paOors  and  governors,  aod  ali  oe* 
frdfary  oflivcrs ;  by  keeping  courts  and  afTemhlies  amon^  them,  to  fee 
that  his  laws  be  obeyed ;  iqbduing,  by  his  word.  Spirit  aod  di/dp- 
line*  his  people's  corruptior>s;  and»  by  his  wifdom  and  poweTf  guards 
icg  ihcnci  agaiaft  all  their  enemies  whatJbcver.

The  iecoad  warrant  and  fpecial  motive  to  embrace  Chrift,  and  believe 
hi  him,  \$  the  earnell  jrequeft  that  God  maketh  to  os  to  be  reconcil- 
ed to  him  in  Chrtftr  hoklea  forth,  2  Cor.  v.  verfes  14,  19,  20,  2i». 

QOD  was  in  Chrift  reconciling  the  world-  unto  bimfelf^  not  im* 
fi(ting  their  trefpajfes  unto  them,  and  hath  committed  unto 
us  tie  word  of  reconciliation.  Ver .  20.  Now  then  we  are  am- 
bajfadorsfor  Chrift,  as  though  God  did  befeechyou  by  us  ;  we 
fray  you  in  ChriJPs  ft^dd,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God.  Vcr.  2 1  • 
For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  fin  for  us,  who  knew  no  fin,  that 
we  might  be  made  the  righteoafnefs  of  God  in  him^ 

Wherein  the  i^yoftle  teacheth  as  theie  nine  doArines ;      '    .    ^ 

Firft,  That  the  cleA  world,  or  world  of  redeemed  fonls,  are  by  n4- 
tore  in  the  eftate  of  ennuty  againfl  God :  This  is  prefuppofed  in  the 
word  reconciliation ;  for  re^ndiiation,  or  renewing  of  friendtbip,  can-.. 
not  be,  except  betwixt  thde  that  have  been  at  enmity.  ^ 

Second,  Thattn  all  the  time  by-paft.  iince  the  fall  of  Adam^  Chrift 
Jefiis,  the  eternal  Son  of  God,  as  Mediator,  and  the  Father  in  him, 
bath  been  abont  the  making  friendflup  (by  hts  word  and  Spirit)  be- 
twixt himielf  and  the  eleft  world ;  «  God,'  faith  he,  '  was  in  Chrift 
'  reconciling  the  world  to  himfelf.' 

Third,  that  the  way  of  reconciliation  was  in  all  ages  one  and  the

The  word  of  God  ferv- 
eth to  make  men  acquainted  with  the  oonrfe,  which  God  hath  pre- 
pared, for  making  frieddfldp  with  him  through  Chrift,  viz.  that  if 
Qea  ihaU>  acknowledge  the  enmity,  andfliall  be  content  to  enter  into

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a  covenant  of  friendfhip  with  God,  through  Chrlft,  tbca  Ckxl  \ril  ht 
content  to  be  reconciled  ^hh  them  freely.  3.  The  word  ot  God  fcr- 
veth  to  teach  men  bow  to  carry  themlelTcs  towards  Gk>ds  ^^  friaid^ 
after  they  arr  reconciled  to  him,  viz  to  be  loth  to  iio  againfi  fain^ 
and  to  flrive  heartily  to  obey  his  commandments :  and  therefore  the 
word  of  God  here  is  called  the  word  of  reconciliation*  becaufe  it  ttadi* 
isth  us  what  need  we  have  of  reconciliation,  and  how  to  make  it,  sad 
bow  to  keep  the  reconciliation  or  friendflilp,  being  made  with  God 
thiough  Chiii^- 

Fifth,  That  afbeit  the  hearing,  believing  and  obeying  of  tliis  word, 
doth' belong  to  all  thole  to  whom  this  gofpel  doth  come :  jet  the  ofee 
of  preaching,  of  it,  with  authority,  belongeth  to  noae^  bat  to  tvcb 
only  as  God  doth  call  to  his  miniftry,  and  lendeth  out  with  comni^ 
fion  for  this  work-  This  the  apoftie  holdeth  forth»  v.  18.  in  theft 
words*  *  He  hath  committed  to  ns  the  word  of  reconciliamm,' 

Sixth*  That  the  minifters  of  the  gofpel  fhould  behave  rHemfeives  si 
Chrid's  meflengersi  and  (hould  doftly  follow  their  commiffioa  fct  dovi 
in  the  word,  Mat.  xxviii.  19,  ao.  and»  when  they  da  (b,  they  IhooU 
I>e  received  by  the  people  as  ambafTadors  from  God ;  for  here  the  a- 
poAi^.  iq  all  thdr  names,  iaith,  '  We  are  ambafladors  for  Cfari/t.  ti 
^  though  Ggd  did  befeech  you  by  us.' 

Sei'enth,  T|iat  miniAers^  in  all  earneflnels  of  aflTeflioos,  fhould 
ic^  with  ^people  to  acknowledge  their  fins,  and  their  natural  enmity  a* 
gainft  <;od|  more  and  more  fcrioufly :  and  to  content  to  the  coveoisl 
of  graee  and  emba/Ti^ge  of  Chrift  more  and  more  heartily ;  and  to  evi* 
dence  more  and  more  clearly  their  reconciliation,  by  a  holy  carriage  be* 
fore  Cod.     This  be  hojdeth  forth,  whep  be  faith|   *  We  pray  youi  be 

*  reconciled  to  God/ 

Eight,   That,  in  the  mlmflers  affeftionate  dealing  with  the  people^ 
the  people  fliould  confider  that  they  have  to  do  with  God  and  Cbrifii 
requcfting  them  by  the  mipifters  to  be  recondled :  now,  there  caiMKrf 
be  a  greater  inducement  to  break  a  finner's  hard  hearty  than  God*8 
makinrr  rcqoeft  to  him  for  friendfliip ;  for  when  it  became  ps,  wbP  ■ 
have  done  ib  many  wrongs  to  God,  to  feek  friendlhip  of  Ood,  he  [»«• 
Tentethus:  and  (O  wonder  of  wonders!)  he  requeAeth  us  to  be  con- 
tent to  be  reconciled  to  him ;  and  therefore  moil  fearful  wrath  mtift 
abide  them  who  do  fet  light  by  il^is  requefl,  and  do  not  yield  when 
they  hear  miniOers  with  commifSon,  faying,   *  We  are  ambafladors  for 
'  Chiift,  as  though  God  did  befeech  you  by  us ;  W^proy  yoU*  io  Cbriff» 

♦  fiead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God,* 

Ninth,  To  make  it  appear,  how  U  cometh  to  pafs  that  ihccoveosfit 
of  reccnciliation  (liould  be  fo  eafily  made  up  betwixt  God  and  a  htioi* 
b'e  rinner  fleeing  to  Chrift,  the  apoflie  feads  ns  unto  the  csnto^.''' 
holden  forth  in  the  covenant  of  redci^ptbn,  the  fum  whereof  b  djisj 
♦*  If  is  Qpjccd  benv'rxt  God  and  the  Mediator  Jelns  Chnfl  the  8oDw 
V  Gq^,  fpreiy  for  t|ie  fcdeeuied,  as  partics^contf afters,  that  the  fifls^<* 
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^  the  redeemed  (honld  be  imputed  to  innocent  Chrifl,  and  he  tx>th 

•<  coodemned  and  put  to  death  for  them,  upon  this  very  condltioa^ 

•«  that  wholbercr  heartily  confcnts  unto  the  covenaDt  of  reconciliatioa 

•«  offered  through  Chrift,  ftnll,  by  the  tiuputation  of  h'ls^  obedience 

^*  onto  them,  be  judified  and  holJen  lighteons  betbreGoa;  for  God 

^  hath  made  Chrift  ;*'  *  who  knew  no  fin,  to  be  fin  for  us,  iaith  the

Hence  may  a  weak  believer  ftrengthen  his  faith^  by  realbniog  from 
this  ground  after  this  manner ;

The  third  warrant  and  fpecial  motive  to  believe  in  Chrifty  is  the  ftraic 
and  awful  command  of  Cod,  charging  all  the  hearers  of  the  gofpei 
to  approach  to  Chrift,  ia  the  order  iet  down  by  him»  and  to  thieve 
in  him ;  holden  forth,  i  John  iii.  23. 

^HIS  is  his  Commandment,  that  wejbould  believe  in  the  name 
of  his  Son  Jefus  Chrift  %  and  love  one  another,  as  he  gave 
us  his  ammandment, 

Wherem  the  apoftle  giveth  as  to  underfland  thele  five  doftrioes ; 

I .  That  if  any  man  ftiall  not  be  taken  with  the  fweet  invitation  of 
God,  nor  with  the  humble  and  loving^  requeft  of  God,  made  to  him 
to  be  reconciled,  he  (hall  find  he  Iiath  to  do  with  the'  Ibverdgn  autho- 
rity of  the  higheft  Majefty ;  *  for  this  is  his  commandmenty  that  we

ed heretofore  upon  the  negle^ed  commandments  of  the  law ;  he  muft 
confider  diat  this  is  a  conamoad  of  the  gofpeli  pjftaibr  to  the  law,  gi- 
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CD  for  making  oic  of  the  remedy  of  all  fias ;  wUcb,  if  it  be  ^Bfibef«l| 
there  is'  do  o<her  coxnoiaad  to  follow  bot  this,  *  Ga9  ye  CuHed,  iBto 
'  the  everldftiog  fire  ot  hell:  For  this  is  his  comnuuKlfiient,'  the  ob^ 
dience  of  which  is  mod  pleafaat  m  his  fight,  Yer.  22.  and  witbott 
which  it  is  impofliole  to  pleale  him,  Heb.  xi   6. 

3    That  every  oQe>  who  heareth  the  gofpel«  muft  make  coofcifiMr 
of  the  duty  of  lively  faith  in  Chrift :    the  weak  belieyer  maft  not  think 
it  preTumptioo  to  do  what  is  commanded.     The  periba  inclined  to  dc( 
peration  mult  take  up  himiclf^  and  think  upon  obedience  onto  dui 
fwect  and  faving  command      The  ftrong  believer  mnft  dip  yet  oxve 
in  the  ienfe  ot  the  need  he  bath  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  more  and  matt 
grow  in  the  obedience  of  this  command ;  yea,  the  moft  impenitcBt, 
profane  and  wicked  perfbn  muft  not  thruii  out  himielf^  or  be  thmlt 
out  by  others,  from  orderly  aiming  at  this  duty«  how  dcfperate  ibevcr 
his  condition  feem  to  be  ;:  for  he  that  commands  all  men  to  bdieveis 
Chrift,  doth  thereby  command  all  men  to  believe  that  they  aie  dano- 
cd  and  loft  without  Chrift:   he  thereby  commands  all  men  to  acknoi^ 
ledge  their  fins  and  their  need  of  Chrift,  and  in  tSk€t  commands  il 
men  to  repent,  that  they  may  believe  in  him.    An^l  whoibever  doT^ 
fnie  to  repent  of  their  bygone  fins,  are  guilty  of  diibbcdienoe  lo  tbk 
command  give^n  to  all  hearers,  but  eijx^cially  to  thefe  that  are  wtthia 
the  vifibie  church  :   '  For  this  is  his  commandment,  that  we  /hootdte* 
*  lieve  on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jefus  Chrift,'  laith  he, 

4.  That  [le  who  obeyeth  this  commandment,  hath  built  his  fihiti* 
on  a  iolid' ground ,  For,  firft,  He  hath  found  the  proqaiied  Meffiab, 
compleatly  f urnidied  with  all  perfe^ions  unto  the  perfeft  cxecatkxi  of 
the  offices  of  prophet,  priefl,  and  king  ,•  for  he  is  ihi»t  Chrift,  in  whom 
the  man  doth  believe,  if.  He  hath  embraced  a  Saviour,  who  is  aUc 
to  fave  to  the  uttermoft,  yea,  and  who  doth  cfFeftually  five,  every 
one  that  comcth  to  God  through  him  :  for  he  is  Jefus,  the  true  San- 
our  of  his  people  from  their  iias.  3.  He  that  obeyeth  this  commaflrff 
hath  built  his  falvarion  on  the  Rock,  that  is,  on  liie  Son  of  God,  to 
whom  it  is  no  robbery  to  be  called  equal  to  the  Father,  and  wh<M» 
worthy  to  be  the  objtft  of  feving  faith»  and  of  fpiritual  worfhips  fcr 

*  this  is  his  command/  faith  hfc,  •  that  we  believe  in  the  name  of  ** 

*  Son  Jd  us  Chrift  • 

5,  That  he  who  hath  believed  on  Jefiis  Chrift  (though  he  be  frcw 
from  the  curie  of  the  law)  is  not  freed  trom  the  command  and  obedr 
enceof  the  Jaw,  but  lied  thereunto  by  a  new  .obligation,  and  a  Hf^ 
command  from  Chrift :  which  new  command  from  Chrift  '"'.f**'^  • 
help  to  obey  the  command  ;  unto  which  command  from  Chrift*  ^ 
Faiher  addeth  his  authority  and  command  alfo;    *  For  this  is  bis  c^ 

*  mar.dmcnt  (faith  John)  that  we  believe  on  the  name  of  bis  Son  J^*** 

*  Chrift,  and  love  one  another,  as  h^  harh  commanded  us.'  T'^^u  * 
part  of  which  command,  injoining  belief  in  him,  nfcriTarily  impHe*  ^. 
to  God,  and  lb  obedience  to  the  firft  table  j  for  believing  in  Ooix  *° 
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loving  God,  are  io(eparabJe,  and  the  fecood  part  of  the  command  in- 
jaiocth  love  to  our  aeighbouri  (efpedally  to  the  hou(hoId  of  faith)  and 
fo  obedience  to  the  fecond  table  of  the  law. 

Hence  may  a  weak  believer  Areogthen  himfelf,  by  reafoning  from 
diis  ground  ^ter  this  manner ; 

**  Wholbever  in  the  fenfe  of  his  own  finfnbefs  and  fear  of  God's 
**  vifrath,  »t  the  command  of  God,  is  fled  to  Jefu$  Chrift,  the  only 
**  remedy  of  An  and  miiery,  and  hath  engaged  his  heart  to  the  obedi 
^'  eoce  d  the  law  of  love,  his  faith  is  not  prefum'ptuous  or  dead,  but 
^*  true  and  faving  faith. 

**  But  I  (may  the  weak  believer  (ay)  in  the  lenfe  of  my  own  finful- 
*'  oeis,  an/d  fear  of  God*s  wrath ,  am  fled  to  Jeius  Chrift,  the  only 
**  remedy  of  fin  and  mifery,  and  have  engaged  my  heart  to  the  obedi- 
•'  coee  of  the  law  of  love. 

'^  Therefore  my  faiih  is  not  a  prelnmptuous  and  dead  faith^  but 
**  trac  and  faving  faith.'* 

The  fourth  warrant  and  fpedal  motive  to  beliere  in  Cb;L%  is  much 
aflbrance  of  life  givea>  in  cafe  men  (hall  obey  the  command  of  be- 
lieving; and  a  fearful  certification  of  deftruQion,  b  cafe  they  obey 
Dot ;  holden  forth^John  iii.  35. 

^HE  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  bath  given  all  things  int9 
•       his  band.    Vcr.  3  6.  He  that  believetb  en  the  Son,  bath 
everlajling  life  ;  and  he  that  believetb  not  the  Son,  Jball  not 
Jet  life^  but  the  wratb  of  God  abideth  on  him. 

Wherein  are  holden  forth  to  ns  thefe  five  following  doArines ; 

1.  That  the  Father  is  well  fatisfied  with  the  undertakings  of  the 
Son,  entered  Redeemer  and  Surety  to  pay  the  ranibm  of  believerSt  and 
to  perfect  them  in  holinefi  and  falvatioo.  The  Father  hvetb  the  Scn^ 
iaith  he :  viz.  as  he  ftandeth  Mediator  in  onr  name,  nodertaking  to 
perfeA  our  redemption  in  all  pdnts :  The  Father  loveth  him,  that  is, 
doth  heartily  accept  his  €>fLT  to  do  the  work,  and  is  well  pleafed  with 
bin ;  his  font  dellght^th  in  him,  and  refleth  upon  him,  and  maketh 
him,  in  this  his  office,  ^the  Recepttule  «f  kve  and  grace  and  goodrwiUp 
to  be  conveyed  by  him  to  believers  in  him. 

a.  That,  for  fulfilling  of  the  covenant  of  redempdoo,  the  Father 
hath  given  to  the  Son  (as  he  ftandeth  m  the  capacity  of  the  Mediator, 
or  as  he  is  God  incarnate,  the  Word  made  fleft)  ail  authority  in  hea- 
ten^and  earth,  all  furniture  of  the  riches  of  graccf  and  of  fpirit  and 
life,  with  all  power  and  ability,  which  the  union  of  the  dWine  nature 
"^ith  the  human,  or  which  the  fulnei^  of  the  Godhead  dwelling  fiib- 
flanrially  in  his  human  nature,  or  which  the  indivifibie  all-fufiiciency 
jod  oiomipotency  of  the  infeparable,  every  where  prefent  Trinity  doth 
iiBport,  or  the  work  of  rcdemptioo  can  require ;  The  Father  (faith  he) 
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hath  given  all  things  into  his  Son*s  hand,  to  viC,  for  adcom|£ihiflg 
his  work* 

3.  Great  aiTuraoce  of  life  U  holdeo  for^  to  ally  who  (hall  heardlf 
receive  ChriA,  aod  the  oflfer  of  the  covenant  of  grace  and  reoondfit^ 
on  through  him  c  He  that  belitueth  on  the  Sm  (faith  he)  hath  evtr^' 
i^g  h/^ :  for  it  is  made  fall  unto  him,  i.  In  God's  pnrpoie  and  irrem- 
eable deqreey  as  the  believer  is  a  maoi  eieAed  to  life.  2.  By  effifint 
calling  of  him  unto  life  by  God,  who,  as  he  is  faithful,  ib  will  be  do 
it.  3.  By  promiie  and  everlalUng  covenant,  fwom  by  God,  to  give 
the  believer  (Irong  coniblation  in  life  and  death,  upon  immatibk 
grounds.  4.  By  a  pwn  and  infeitment  under  the  great  feal  of  the 
£icrament  of  the  Lord's  Tapper,  fo  oft  as  the  believer  IfaaU  come  to  l^ 
ceive  the  fymbols  and  pledges  bfiife-  5.  In  Ghrift  the  Fouocaioad 
Head  of  life,  who  is  entered  in  poflcl&on,  as  attorney  for  betieven;  il 
whom  our  life  is  fb  laid  up,  that  it  cannot  be  taken  away.  6.  Bj  k* 
gun  poflellioo  of  fpiritual  Ufe  and  regeneration,  and  a  kingdom  coo- 
fiftiog  in  rigbteoufnefs,  peace,  aod  joy  in  the  holy  Ghoft»  erefted  vitb- 
in  the  believer,  as  earncfl  of  the  fall  pofleiEon  of  everlaiUng  life. 

4.  A  fearful  cerrification  is  given,  if  a  man  receive  not  the  do6hitt 
coBcemiDg  righteoufneis  and  eternal  life  to  be  had  by  Jefus  Cbrifl; 
He  that  believes  not  the  Son^  /ball  not  fee  life^  that  is,  not  fo  mocb  tf 
underOand  what  it  meaneth. 

5*.  He  further  certifieth^  tliat,  if  a  man  receive  not  the  dofhioe  o( 
the  Son.  of  God,  he  fholl  be  burdened  twice  with  the  wrath  of  Cod; 
once  as  a  bora  rebel  by  nature,  he  (hall  bear  the  curie  of  the  lav,  or 
the  covenant  of  works ;  and  next  he  (hall  endure  a  greater  condemnati- 
on, in  rclpeft  that  light  being  come  into  the  world,  and  oflered  to  bi«f 
he  hath  rejefted  it,  and  loved  darknefs  rather  than  light :  and  thb 
iiouble  wrath  (hall  be  faHcned  and  fixed  immoveablv  upon  fanOr  ^ 
loDg  as  he  remaincth  in  the  condition  of  mifbelief  j  The  wrath  cf  Cd 
abideth  on  hm,  faith  he. 

Hence  may  the  weak  believer  flrcngthen  his  faith,  by  reafbaiog  froo 
this  ground  after  this  manner; 

*•  Whofoever  believeth  the  doftrine  delivered  by  the  Son  of  Godi 
*'  and  fincleth  himlelf  pnrtjy  drawn  powerfully  lo  believe  in  him,  ^1 
"  the  fight  of  life  in  him,  and  partly  driven,  by  the  fear  of  God^ 
'«  wrath,  to  adhere  unto  him,  may  be  fure  of  right  and  intcrcft  w  . 
**  life  eternal  through  him.  .      | 

*•  But  finful  and  unworthy  I  (may  the  weak  believer  fiy)  i^  b^'*^  ; 
*'  the  doflrine  delivered  by  the  Son  of  God,-  and  60  feel  royfelf  f^l  * 
**  drawn,  powtrfully  to  believe  in  him,  by  <he  fight  of  life  in  biia;  1 
"  and  paiily  diivcQ,  by  the  fear  of  God's  wrath,  to  adhere  uctobiflJ' 

"  1  Iieieioie  I  may  be  fore  of  my  right  and  intcreft  unto  ctcrn^

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The  EviDXKCEs  of  trae  Faith. 

SO  modi  for  the  laying  the  grounds  of  futb,  and  warrants  to  be- 
lieve. Now,  for  evideodag  of  true  faith  by  fruits,  thde  four 
things  are  requifite;  i.  That  the  believer  be  foondly  convinced  in  ^is 
judgment)  of  his  obligation  to  keep  the  whole  moral  law^  all  the  days 
of  his  life ;  and  that  not  the  left,  but  fo  much  the  more,  as  he  is  de- 
Iivered  by  Chrift  from  the  covenant  of  works,  and. curie  of  the  law. 
a.  That  he  endeavour  to  grow  in  the  exerdfe  and  daily  praAice  of 
godlinels  and  righteou&efs.  3.  That  the  couHe  of  his  new  obedience 
run  in  the  right  channel,  that  is,  through  fiaith  in  Chrift,  and  through 
a  good  conidence,  to  all  the  duties  of  love  towards  God  and  man^ 
4.  That  he  keep  firait  communion  with  the  Fount^un  Chrift  Jefus, 
from  whom  grace  muft  run  along,  for  fumifhing  of  good  fruits* 

For  the  firft,  viz.  To  convince  the  bdiever,  b  his  judgment,  of 
bis  obligation  to  keep  the  moral  law,  among  many  paflages,  take 
Matth.  V.  16. 

*  T  ET  your  light  fo  (hine  before  men,  that  they  may  fee  your  good 
/  JLi  works,   and  glorify  your  Father  which  b  in  heaven.    Ver. 

*  17.  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  deftroy  the  law  or  the  prophets : 
^  I  am  ncit  come  to  deftroy,  but  to  fulfil.  Yen  i8.  For  verily  I  fay 
'  nnto  you,  till  heaven  and  earth  pafs,  one  jot,  or  one  tittle  ftiall  in  no 

*  wife  jpafs  from  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.  Ver  19.  Whofoever 
'  therefore  (ball  break  one  of  thefe  leaft  commandments,  and  ftiall 

*  teach  men  fo,  he  ftiall  be  called  leaft  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven :  bnc 

*  whofoever  fliall  do  and  teach  theo^  the  fame  ftiall  be  called  great  in 

*  the  kingdom  of  heaven.    Ver.  20.  Fer  I  fay  unto  ;ou.  That  except  ^ 

*  yonr  righteoufhels  fliall  exceed  the  righteoufnefs  of  th^  Scribes  and 
'  thmCecMf  ye  ftiall  in  no  cale  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.' 

Wherein  our  Lord, 

I.  Giveth  commandment  to  believers,  juftified  by  faith,  to  give  evi- 
dence of  the  grace  of  God  in  them,  before  men,  by  doing  good  works ; 
Let  your  Ught  fo  fhine  before  men  (faith  he)  that  they  may  fee  your  good 
'works » 

a-  He  induceth'  them  ib  to  do,  by  ftiewing,  that  albeit  they  be  not 
juftified  by  works,  yet  fpeAators  of  their  good  works  may  be  convert- 
ed or  edified ;  and  k>  glory  may  redound  to  God  by  their  good  works, 
when  the  witnefles  thereof  JbJlghrtfy  your  Father  vthich  is  in  heaven. 

3*  He  gives  them  no  other  rule  for  their  new  obedience  than  the 
mora)  law,  let  down  and  explicated  by  Mofes  and  the  prophets;  Thitik 
not  (iaith  he)  thai  lam  eeme  to  d^Jiroy  tie  law  and  the  fronts*

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4.  He  e^ves  them  to  UDderfland,  that  the  doftrine  of  grace,  ttj 
freedom  from  the  carfe  of  the  law,  by  fjuth  in  him^  is  rc^y  mhf 
ken  by  mens  corrupt  judgments,  as  if  it  did  loofe  or  flackea  Ak  oU- 
gation  of  believeis  to  obey  the  commaad^  and  to  be  fubjeA  to  the 
authority  of  the  law ;  and  that  this  error  is  indeed  a  deftroying  of  die 
law  and  of  the  prophets  which  he  will  in  no  cUe  ever  endure  ieao;

6  That  the  obligtioo  of  the  moral  law,  in  all  points,  onfti  A 
holy  duties,  is  perpetual,  and  ihall  (land  to  the  world's  ^d,  tbatii^ 
tUi  heaven  and  earth  pafs  away* 

J.  That  as  God  hath  had  a  care  of  thelcriptares  from  the  b^ 
ntDg,  io  (hall  he  have  a  care  of  them  flill  to  the  world's  end.  diat  tboc 
(hail  not  one  jot  or  one  title  of  the  fubftance  thereof  he  tmken  away;  b 
laith  the  text,  verfe  18, 

.  8.  That  as  the  breaking  of  the  moral  law,  and  defending  the  trao^ 
gref&OQs  thereof  to  be  no  fin»  doth  exclude  men»  both  from  besviei^ 
and  juAly  alio  from  the  fellowfhip  of  the  true  kirk ;  fo  the  obedi^oe 
of  the  law,  aifd  teaching  others  to  do  the  fame,  by  example,  coaaid 
and  doArioe^  according  to  every  man's  calling,  proveth  a  man  to  be  a 
true  believer^  and  in  great  eftimation  with  God,  and  worthy  to  be  modi 
efleemed  of  by  the  true  church.    Verfe  19. 

9.  That  the  righteoulnefs  of  every  true  Chriftian  muft  be  more  tbsa 
the  righteoufnefs  of  the  Scribes  and  Phariiees ;  for  the  Scribes  and  Pb^ 
rifees,  albeit  they  took  great  pair.s  to  difcharge  lundry  duties  of  tbt 
law,  yet  they  cuttcd  ihort  the  expofition  thereof,  that  it  might  (hi 
lefs  condenm  their  prafiice;  they  ftudied  the  outward  part  of  the 
duty,  but  neglc<5>ed  the  inward  and  fpirttual  part ;  they  dikrhargd 
fome  meaner  duties  carefuily,  but  neglected  judgment,  mercy,  w 
the  love  of  God :  In  a  word,  they  went  about  to  e(labli(h  their  own 
righteoulnefs»  and  reje(!led  the  righteoufnefs  of  God  by  faith  in  Jcfo^ 
But  a  true  Chriftian  muft  have  more  than  all  this  \  he  mull  acknowJcd» 
the  full  extent  of  the  fpiritual  meaning  of  the  law,  and  have  a  reff^ 
to  all  the  commandments,  and  labour  to  cUanIc  himielf  from  all  61*^ 
ne(s  of  flcih  and  fpirit,  and  not  lay  wight  upon  what  fervice  he  hetb 
done,  or  /hall  do,  but  clothe  himielf  with  the  imputed  rigbtcoulocfe  » 
Chrift,  which  only  can  hide  his  nakedncfs,  or  elie  he  cannot  be  ftwJ 
ft>  faith  the  text.  Except  your  righteoujnefs^  &c. 

The  fecond  thing  requifitc  to  evidence  true  faith,  is,  that  the  bd>^ 
endeavour  to  put  the  rules  of  godlinefs  and  righteoufnefs  in  j^afticCf 
and  to  grow  b  the  daily  cxsrcilc  thereof,  holdcn  forth,  a  Pet*  i*  Sj 
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*  AND  befides  thi$,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your  feith»  virtae ; 
'  XX  and  to  virliiey  knowledge ;  *  v^ 6.  ^  And  to  knowlec^e,  tem« 
'  perance;  and  to  temperance^  patience;  and  to  patience,  godUnefs;' 
▼crie  7.  '  And  to  godHneit,  brotkerly  kindneft ;  and  to  brotberiy- 
'  kiadne&y  charity.     Verfe  8.  *  For,  if  thefe  things  be  in  yon,  and 

*  abonnd,  they  make  yoo,  that  ye  (hall  neither  be  barren  nor  nnfruit- 

*  iul  in  the  knowledge  of  oor  Lord  Jcfns  Chrift.'

Wherein,  i.  The  apoAle  teacheth  believers^  for  evidencing  of  prc^ 
ooQS  faith  in  themielves,  to  endeavour  to  add  to  their  faith  ieven  other 
fifier  graces ;  The  firfl  is  virtue*  or  the  aAive  exercife  and  pradlice  of 
all  moral  duties,  that  (o  faith  may  not  be  idle,  but  put  fordi  itielf  in 
work.  The  leoond  is  knowledge,  which  ferves  to  furnilh  faith  with 
infbrmatioD  of  the  truth  to  be  believed,  and  to  fiirnith  virtue  with  di- 
TeAion  what  duties  are  to  be  done,  and  how  to  go  about  them  pru- 
dendy.  The  third  is  temperance,  which  ierveth  to  moderate  the  uie 
of  all  pleafant  things,  that  a  man  be  not  clogged  therewith,  nor  made 
unfit  for  any  duty  whereto  he  is  called.  The  fourth  is  pati^cey  which 
ierveth  to  moderate  a  man's  afie£tions,  when  he  meeteth  with  any 
difficulty  or  impleafant  thing;  that  he  neither  weary  for  pains  required 
io  well-doing,  nor  faint  when  the  Lord  chafiileth  him,  nor  murmur 
vhen  he  crofleth  Jiim.  The  fifth  is  godlinefs,  which  may  keep  him 
«p  in  all  the  exerdfes  of  religion,  inward  and  outward;  whereby  he 
nay  be  furniflied  from  God,  fin-  all  other  duties  which  he  hath  to  do. 
The  fixch  b  brotherly  kindnefs,  which  keepetb  eftimation  of,  and  af- 
feAion  to,  all  the  houlhold  of  Taith,  and  to  the  image  of  God  in  every 
one  wherefoever  it  is*  feen.  The  feventh  is  love,  which  keepcth  the 
heart  in  readiaefs  to  do  good  to  all  men,  whatioever  they  be,  upon  all 
occafions  which  God  (hall  offer. 

a.  Albdt  it  be  true,  that  there  is  much  corruption  and  infirmity  ia 
"the  godly ;  yet  the  apolUc  will  have  men  upri^tly  endeavonring,  and 
dcnng  their  biefi,  as  they  are  able,  to  join  all  theie  graces  one  to  another, 
and  to  grow  in  the  meafure  of  exerdfing  them  i  ^  Giving  all  diligence^ 
firith  he*  *  add  to  your  faith,'  &c. 

4.  He  afTureth  all  prof efTed  believers,  that  as  they  (hall  profit  in  the 
obedience  of  this  direAion,  lb  they  fliaJl  profitably  prove  the  iouodnefs 
of  their  own  faith ;  and  if  they  want  thefe  graces,  that  thiey  (hall  be 
found  blind  decdvers  of  themfelves,  verfe  9. 

The  third  thing  requifite  to  evidence  true  faith  is,  that  obedience  to 
the  law  run  in  the  right  channd»  that  is»  dirough  faidi  in  Chrift^ 
6c.  holdeo  forth,  i  Ttm.  i.  5.

2.  That  (he  end  <A  the  law  is  not,  that  men  may  be  juftified  by  thdr 
obedience  of  it,  as  the  JewiOi  doAort  did  falfly  teach  ;  for  it  is  impof* 
(ible  that  fioners  can  be  jufltiied  by  the  law,  who  for  every  tr^tlgrcT* 
flon,  are  condemned  by  the  law :  '  For  the  end  of  the  law  b'  (ooc 
fuch  as  the  Jewifh.dofiors  taught,  but)  <  love  out  of  a  pore  heart,*  &c. 

3.  That  the  trae  cnct  of  the  law,  preached  UDto  the  people,  fi| 
that  they,  by  the  law,  being  made  to  (ee  their  deierved  condemnadooi 
fliottld  fbe  to  Chrift  unfeignedly,  to  be  jnliified  by  faith  in  Ud;  fa 
faith  the  text^  while  it  maketh  love  to  flow  through  *  faith  in  Chrift*' 

4*  That  no  man  can  iet  himleif  in  love  to  obey  the  law,  except  is 
as  far  as  his  conidence  is  quieted  by  faith»  or  is  ieeking  to  be  qakted 
in  Chrift ;  for  the  <  end  of  the  law  is  love^  out  of  a  good  cooioeooe 
<  and  faith  unfeigned/ 

5.  That  feigned  foith  goetb  to  Chrift  without  reckoning  with  d» 
law,  aod  ib  wants  an  errand ;  but  unfeigned  faith  reckoned  with  the 
law,  and  is  forced  to  flee  for  refuge  unto  Chrift,  as  the  end  of  the  bv 
for  righteoufneis,  fo  often  as  it  finds  itfelf  guilty  for  breaking  of  tk 
law .   <  For  the  end  of  the  law  is  faith  unfeigned/ 

6.  That  the  fruits  of  love  may  come  forth  in.  aft  particularly^  it  tf 
neceflary  that  the  heart  be  brought  to  the  hatred  of  all  fm  and  oa^ 
deannefs,  and  to  a  ftedfaft  purpofe  to  follow  all  holine&  tmiverfally: 
'  For  the  end  of  the  law  is  love,  put  of  a  pure  heart.* 

7.  That  unfeigned  faith  is  able  to  make  the  coofcieoce  good,  aoo 
the  heart,  pure,  and  the  man  levingly  obedient  to  the  law :  ror,  wicfl 
Ghrift's  blood  is  feen  by  faith  to  quiet  juflice,  then  the  confdenoe  be* 
cometh  quiet  alio,  and  will  not  fufler  the  heart  to  entertain  the  lo^ 
of  fin,  but  fets  the  man  on  work  to  fear  God  for  his  mercy»  ^  ^ 
obey  all  his  commandments,  oat  of  love  to  God,  for  his  free  9^^^ 
JHftification,  by  grace  beftowed  00  him:  *  F'or  this  is  the  end  of  the 

*  law  indeed,*  whereby  it  obtaineth  of  a  man  more  obedience  than  i&f 
other  way. 

The  fourth  thing  reqnifitc  to  evidence  true  faith  is,  the  kccpiog  flj"* 
communion  with  Chrift,  the  Fountain  of  all  graces,  and  of  all  good 
works ;  holden  forth  Jdin  xv.  5. 

«  T  Am  the  true  Vine,  ye  are  the  branches :  he  that  abidcth  '^^ 

*  1  and  1  in  him,  the  fame  bringeih  forth  much  fruit  j  for  witboot 

*  me  ye  can  do  notbiog.'  nfc-rtk 
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"V^hereio  Cbrift»  in  a  fimilitude  from  a  viDe-tree,  teacheth  wtt 
^  X .  That  Sy  naturc'wc  are  wild  barren  briers,  till  wc  be  changed  by 
coming  unto  Ohrift ;  and  that  Chrift  is  that  noble  vine-tree,  having  alt 
life  and  Tap  of  grace  in  himfelf,  and  able  to  change  the  nature  of  every 
ooe  that  cometh  to  him,  and  to  commnnicate  fpirit  and  life  to  as  mdny 
as  (hall  bdieTc  in  him  i  *  Izm  the  vine/  faith  he,  '  and  yt  are  thd 

•  branches.' 

2*  That  Chrift  loveth  to  have  believers  lb  united  unto  him,  as  that 
dicy  be  not  feparated  at  any  time  by  unbelief :  and  that  there  may  be  H 
mutual  inhabitation  of  them  in  him,  by  faith  and  love ;  and  of  him  in 
them,  by  his  word  and  fpirit :  for  he  joineth  thefe  together,  *  If  ye  abidd 

in  me,  and  I  in  you/  as  tbtngs  inieparable. 

3.  That  exc&pt  a  man  be  ingrafted  in  Chrift,  and  united  to  htp  by  faiths 
be  caiinot  do  any  the  lead  g6od  works  of  his  own  Itrength;'  yea,  ex** 
cept  In  as  far  as  a  man  doth  draw  (pirit  and  life  from  Chrift  by  faith; 
the  work  which  he  doth  is  naughty  and  null  in  the  point  of  goodoei's, 
la  God*s  eftimation ; «  f^or  without  me,  *  faith  he,  *  ye  can  do  nothing. 

4.  That  tkis  mutual  inhabitation  is  the  fountain  and  infallible  eaufcl 
of  conftant  continuing  and  abounding  in  well-doing :    For,  he  that 

*  abideth  *  in  me,  and  I  in  him,  faith  he,  ^  the  fame  beareth  much  fruit/ 
*N6w,  as  our  abiding  in  Chrift  prefuppoieth  three  things.     1.  That  wa 

have  beard  the  jeyful  (bdnd  bf  the  gofpel,  making  offer  of  Chrift  to  us 
who  are  loft  finners  by  the  law  ;  t.  That  we  have  heartily  embraced 
the  gracious  offer  of  Chrift,  That  by  receiving  of  him  we  are  be* 
come  the  Tons  of  God,  John  i.  i2i  and  are  incorporated  into  his  myftt« 
cal  body,  that  he  may  dwell  in  us,  as  his  temple,  and  we  dwell  in  him 
as  ia  the  refidence  of^^  righteoufnefi  "and  X\ft  i  So  our  abiding  in  Chrifll 
impM-teth  other  three  things,  i.  An  employing  of  Chrift  in  all  our 
addreftes  to  God,  and  in  all  our  undertaldngs  of  whatfoever  piece  ot 
fervice  to  him.  2*  A  contentedoeTs  with  his  fufRdency  \  ivitfaout  going 
out  from  him  to  feek  righteoulbefs,  or  life,  or  furniture  in  any  Cale^ 
in  our  own  or  any  of  the  creatures  worthinefs.  3  A  fixednefs  in  out* 
believing  in  him,  a  fixednefs  in  our  employing  and  making  ufe  of  hiiA 
and  a  fixednefs  in  our  contentmeat  in  him,  and  adheritig  to  him,  fo 
that  DO  allurement,  no  temptation  of  Satan  or  the  world,  no  terror 
Hot  trouble  maybe  able  to  drive  our  fpirits  fronl  firm  adherence  td 
him,  or  from  the  conftant  avowing  of  his  trudi,  and  obeying  his  com-i 
mands,  who  hath  loved  us^  ahd  given  himleif  for  us ;  and  in  whont 
not  ooJy  our  lifeis  laid  up^  but  alfb  the  fulnefs  of  the  Godhead  dweileth* 
bodily,  by  reafi>n  of  the  fubfbmtial  and  pertbnal  unidn  of  the  divine  and 
human  nature  in  Mm* 

Hence  let  every  watchful  believei-,  for  ftreogthenipg  himfelf  in  faith 
and  obedience,  reafbo  after  this  manocr.

at  the  deftre  of  the  General  Affembly ;  with  a  ghtoral  bond 
for  the  maintaining  of  the  true  t^hrtflian  religion^   and  the 
king^s  perfon  ,    and^  together  with  a  refolution  and promife^ 
for  the  caujes  after^expreffed,  to  maintain  the  true  religion^ 
and  the  King's  Majefly^  according  to  the  fore/aid  ConJeftM 
and  ads  of  parliament,  fubfcribed  by  barons^  nobles^  gentle^ 
pien^  burgejfes^  minifters  and  commons^  in  the  year  1 638  - 
jipproved  by  the  General  Affembly^  1638  and  1^39;  ^ 
fubfcribed  again  by  perfons  of  all  ranks   and  qualities  in

WE  all  and  every  one  of  us  underwritten/ protert»  That,  afecr 
long  and  due  eipiniipatioQ  of  our  own  confciences  in  matters  of 
true,  and  falfe  religion,  we  are  now  throughly  rcfoWed  In  the  truth  by 
the  word  and  Spirit  of  God :   and  therefore  we  believe  with  our  hearts,

To  the  which  coof  dEen  aod 
furm  of  religion  we  willingly  agree  in  our  Gonicience  in  all  points,  as 
iinca  God's  undoubted  truth  and  verity,  gronnded  only  upon  his  writ- 
ten word.    And  therefore  we  abhdr  and  deteft  all  contrary  religion  and 
doctrine;   bnt  chiefly  all  kind  of  papiflry  in  general  and  particular 
heads,  even  as  th^y  are  now  damned  and  coofut^  by  the  word  of  God 
and  kirk  of  Scotland.

VI.  do  condemn  all  baptifm  conform  to  the  pope's 
kirk,  and  the  idolatry  of  the  mafs ;  and  ordams  all  fayers,  wilful  bear- 
ers, and  eoncealers  of  the  mais,  the  maintainers  and  refctters  of  the 
prieQs,  jefuits,   trafficking  papifts,  to  be  punifhed  without  any  excep- 
tion or  reftriftion.  aft  5.  pari.  i.  aft  120.  pari.  12:  aft  164.  parK 
1^.  aft  r93.  pari.  14.  aft  i.  pari.  19.  aft  5.  pari.  20.  K*  Ja.  VI.  do 
condemn  all  erroneous  books  and  writs,  containing  erroneous  doftrine 
,  againft  the  religion  prefently  profefled,  or  containing  fupdrftidous  rites 
and  ceremonies  papiftical,  whereby  the  people  are  greatly  abufed ;  and 
ordains  the  homeibringers  of  them  to  be  punilhedi  aft  23.   pari.  11. 
K.  Ja.  VI.  do  condemn  the  monuments  and  dregs  of  bygone  idolatry, 
as  going  to  crofles^  obferving  the  felHval  days  of^Taints,  and  fuch  other 
fuperftitious  and  papiftical  rites,  to  the  diflioaonr  of  God,  contempt  of 
■true  religion,  and  foftering  of  great  error  among  the  people ;   and  or- 
dains the  nfers  of  them  to  be  puniOied  for  the  iecond  fault,  as  idolaters, 
aft  104.

Like  as  many  afts  of  parliament  are  conceived  for  maintainancc  of 

God's  true  and  chriftian  religion,  and  the  purity  thereof,  in  doftrine 

and  (aaaments  of  the  true  church  of  God,  the  liberty  and  freedom 

reof,  in  her  national,  fynodal  aflemblies,  preft^yteries,  fe/Bons,  po- 

f  difcipiine  and  jurifdiftion  thereof;  as  that  purity  of  religion,   and 

rty  of  the  church  was  ufed,  profefledt  exerdfed,  preaehed,  and 

feffed  according  to  the  reformation  of  religion  in  this  realm.     As 

inftance,   the  99.  aft,  pari.  7.  aft  25.  pari.  11.  aft   114-  pari. 

aft   160.  pari.  13.  of  K.  Ja.  Vl.  ratified  by  the  4  aft  of  K.  Cha.

ir  of  God  1 579i  declares  the  ininifters  of  cbe  Ucfled  evangel,  whom 
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God  of  his  mercy  hath  railed  a|>4,  or  hereafter  ftall  xa!lfe>  sgrcdig  ! 
yfAxti  them  that  then  lived,  ia  do£^riiio  atid  admitfiftratioti  of  the  faoi- 
meats ;  aad  the  people  that  proFcfTed  Chrift,  as  he  was  then  offerei 
in  the  evangel,  and  doth  communicate  with  the  holy  iaeraraents  (as  ia 
the  reformed  kirks  of  this  realm  thej  were  prelently  admiott^te)  ac- 
cording to  the  Confief&on  of  Faith ;  to  be  the  true  and  holy  kirk  of 
Chnd  Jefus  with  this  realm.     And  decerns  and  declares  all  and  fw- 
dry,  who  either  gainlay  the  word  of  the  evangel  received  and  appror- 
edy  as  the  heads  of  the  Conteffion  of  Faith,  profefled  in  Parliament, 
in  the  year  of  God  1560,  fpecified  alio  in  the  firft  Parliament  K.  Jt 
VI  abd  ratified  in  this  prefeat  Parliament,  more  particularly  do  exprefi, 
or  that  refutes  the  adminiflration  of  the  holy  faaameats,  as  they  were 
then  miniftrated :  to  be  no  members  of  the  faid  kirk  withm  this  reaim, 
and  true  religion  prefently  profeflcd,  fb  long  as  they  keep  tbcmtivei 
fo  divided  from  the  (ociety  of  Chrift's  body.

fcribe  the  articles  thereof,  the  Confeffionof  Faith,  to  recant  all  doc- 
trite  and  errors  repugnant  to  any  of  the  faid  articles  aft  4.  and  9.  P^- 
J,  aft  45,  46,  47,  Pari.  3.  aft  71.  Pari.  6.  aft  106.  Pari.  14-  ^j^ 
Ja.  VI.  and  alt  magidrates,  fhcrifFs,  &c.    on  the  one  part,  arc  ordaiih 
cd  to  (earch,  apprdhend,  and  punifli  all  contraveeners :    for  inAaflC^ 
aft  5.  Pari.  I.  aft  104.  Pari.  7.  aft  25.  Pari.  11.  K.  Ja.  VL  and  that 
iiotwithftanding  of  the  king's  majefty's  licence  on  the  contrary,  which 
are  difchargcd,  and  declared  to  be  of  no  ^orce,  in  fo  far  as  they  txni 
in  any  wile  to  the  prejudice  and  hinder  of  the  execution  of  the  ads<rf 
Parliamerjt  againft  Papifls  and  adverfaries  of  true  relf^on,  aft  i^ 
Pari.  7.  K.  Ja.  VI.    On  the  other  part,  ia  the  47  aft.   Pari.  3.  K  J^- 
Vf.    it  is  declared  and  ordained,  Seeing  the  caufe  of  God's  true  religi- 
on, and  his  hi;/hocis  authority  are  fo  joined,  as  the  hurt  of  the  ooe  JS 
common  to  both;  that  none  (hall  be  reputed  as  loyal  and  faithful  fob- 
j^s  to  our  fovcreign  l-ord,  or  his  authority,  but  be  ponifliable  as  J" 
bcUers  and.gainftanders  of  chc  fame,  who  fliall  not  give  their  confcffi- 
on,  and  niake  their  profefTion  of  the  faid  true  religion :  ^nd  that  thcj 
who  after  defeftion  (hall  give  the  confcffion  of  their  faith  of  new,  ^1 
fhall  promiie  to  continue  therein  in  time  coming,  to  maintain  our  i^* 
vercign  Lord's  authority,  and  at  the  uttcrmoft  oT  their  power  tofortity 
affift  and  maintain  the  tiue  preachers  and  profcfTors  of  Ghrift'fi  ^^W^ 
on,    againft    whatibever    aiemies    and    gainftanders    of  the    f^^^» 
and  namely,  agniuft  all  fuch,  of  whatfoever  nation,  cftate  or  degr^ 
they  be  of,    that  hcve  joined  and  have  bound  themleJves,  or  have  aft 

fiftcd,  or  afTifts  to  fet  forward  and  exccoic  the  auel  dea«^es  of  "^^ 
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^otiodl  of  ^>cn^  contrary  to  the  true  preachers  and  profcflbrs  of  the 
^OTord  of  God.  Which  is  repeatcfd,  word  by  word,  in  the.  articles  of 
paci&cation  at  Perth,  the  a^d  February  1572,  approved  by  Parliament 
tile  laft  of  April  1573,  rauficd  in  Parliament  1587,  and  related  aft 
X  23  Jarl.  12.  of  K,  Ja.  VI.  with  this  addition,  "  That  they  nre  bound 
**  to  reffft  all  treafonable  uproars  and  hoftilitiet  railed  againft  the  ttue 
**  religioa,  the  king's  majefty,  and  the  true  proft flbrs." 

Like  as,  all  lieges  are  bousd  to  naintain  the  king's  majeOy's  royal 
perfoQ  and  authority,  the  authority  of  Parliaments,  without  the  which, 
neither  any  laws  or  lawful  judicatories  can  be  cftabliftied,  aft  1 30, 
and  131.  Pari.  8.  K.  Ja.  VI.  and  the  fubjefts  liberties,  who  ought 
only  to  live  and  be  governed  by  the  king's  laws,  the  common  laws  of 
fhis  realm  allcoarjy,  aft  48.  Pari.  3.  K.  Ja.  I.  aft  79-  P*rl  ^-  K.  Ja. 
IV,  repeated  in  the  aft  131.  Pari. «.  K.  Ja.  VI.    Which  if  they  be  cno- 
¥ated  and  prejudged,  *'  the  commiffion  anent  tl^c  union  of  the  two 
kingdoms  of  Scotland  and  England,  which  is  the  fblc  aft  of  the  17 
Pari,  of  K,  Ja.  VI.  declares,"  Such  confufion  would  enfue,  as  thh 
realm  could  be  no  more  a  free  monarchy :  becaufe,  by  the  fundamen- 
tal laws,  antient  privileges,  offices  and  liberties  of  this  kingdom,   not 
aa}y  the  princely  authority  of  his  majcAy's  royal  delcent  hath  been 
chefe  many  ages  maintained ;  but  alfo  the  people's  (ecurity  of  their  land?, 
livings,  rights,  offices,  liberties  and  dignities,  preferved.     And  there- 
fore, for  the  prefervation  of  the  iaid  true  religion,  laws  and  liberties 
of  this  kingdom^  it  is  ftatute  by  the  8  aft.  Pari,  i.  repeated  in  the 
99  aft,  Pari.  7.  ratified  In  the  23  aft.  Pari.  11.  and  1 14  aft,  Pari. 
12,  of  K  Ja.  VI,  and  4  aft.  Pari   i.  of  K.  Char.  I.  That  all  kings 
and  princes  at  their  coronation,  and  reception  of  their  princely  autho- 
rity, (hail  make  their  fsithful  promife  of  their  folemn  oath,  in  the  pre- 
tence of  the  eternal  God,  that,  enduring  the  whole' time  of  their  lives, 
they  (hall  ierve  the  fame  eternal  God,  to  the  uttermoft  of  their  power, 
according  as  be  hath  required  in  his  mod  holy  word,  contained  in  the 
Old  and  New  Teflaments.    And,  according  to  the  fame  word,  (hall 
maintain  the  true  religion  of  Chrift  Jefus,  the  preaching  of  bis  holy 
word,  the  due  and  right  miniAration  of  the  (acraments,  now  rccdved 
and   preached  within  this  realm  (according  to  the  Confeflion  of  Faith 
immediately  preceding)  and  Hiall  aboiifh  and  gainftand  all  falfe  religion 
contrary  to  the  liime ;   and  Aull  rule  the  people  committed  to  their 
charge,  according  to  the  will  an3  commaiKl  of  God  revealed  in  his  fore- 
laid  word,  and  according  to  the  laudable  laws  and  coailitutions  recelv. 
cd  in  this  realm,  no  wife  repugnant  to  the  (aid  will  of  the  eternal  God ; 
and  (hall  proct^e.  to  the  ottermoft  of  their  power,  to  the  kirk  of 
God,  and  whole  Chriftian  people,  true  and  perfcft  peace  in  all  time 
Coming :  and  that  they  fhall  be  careful  to  root  out  of  their  empire,  a  4 
herciicks  and  enemies  to  the  trae  wor(hip  of  God,  who  (hall  be  con- 
viQcd  by  the  trae  kirk  of  God  of  ihc  foreiatd  aimes.    Which  was  Al- 
fo 
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(b  obferved  by  fais  majefly,  at  his  corooatioQ  in  Edinblir^  1633,  v 
may  be  (cen  in  the  order  of  the  coronation. 

In  obedience  to  the  commandment  of  God^  cooform  to  the  pi«- 
tict  of  the  godly  in  foriner  times,  and  aceordiog  to  the  laudable  ck- 
ampie  of  our  worthy  and  religiouB  progenitors,  and  of  many  yet  litiog 
anioogft  us,  which  was  warranted  alfo  by  aft  of  couodli  GommafidiBg 
a  general  band  to  be  made  and  fubfcribed  by  his  majefty*f  fiibjcfts  of 
all  ranks ;  for  two  caufcs  <  one  was.  For  defending  the  trae  rdig^ 
as  it  was  then  reformed,  and  is  exprefled  in  the  Coofi^on  of  Fudi 
above-written,  and  a  former  large  ConfdlGon  eftabliflied  by  fandry  afis 
of  lawful  General  Aflembiies  and  of  Parliaments,  uqIo  which  it  hath 
relation,  fet  down  in  publick  Catechifins;  and  which  had  been  ibr 
many  years,  with  a  blefling  from  heaven,  preached  and  profefledk 
this  kirk  and  kingdom,  as  God's  undoubted  truth,  gromided  only  n- 
pen  his  written  word.  The  other  canfe  was,  for  maintaining  the 
king's  majefly,  his  perlon  and  eflate;  the  true  worfhip  of  God  and  the 
king's  authority  being  ib  (Iraitly  joined  as  that  they  had  the  fame  frieodi 
and  common  enemies,  and  did  fland  and  fall  together.  Aad  fiulj 
being  convinced  in  our  mmds,  and  confcfUng  with  our  mooths,  thit 
the  prefent  and  fucceeding  generations  in  this  land  are  bound  to  keep  the 
foielaid  national  covenant  and  fubicription  inviolable. 

We  noblemen,  barons^  gentlemen,  burgeflcs,  ipiniftera,  and  cob- 
mons  nnder-fubfcribing,  conliJering  divers  times  before,  and  efpcdal- 
ly  at  this  time,  the  danger  of  the  true  reformed  religion,  of  the  kiog't 
honour,  and  of  the  publick  peace  of  the  kingdom,  by  the  manifoM  ia- 
Dovations  and  evils  generally  contained,  and  particularly  mentiooe^iiB 
our  late  fuppiications,   complaints  and  proteifations,    do  hereby  pn>- 
fefs,   and  before  God,  his  anjels,   and  the  world,  iblemaly  dccbiti 
That  with  our  whole  hearts  we  agree,  and  refolve  all  the  days  of  J0 
life  coDftantly  to  adhere  unto  and  to  defend  the  forefard  troc  re^oa 
And  forbearing  the  praflice  of  all  novations  already  introduced  ia  Aj 
matters  of  the  wor(hip  of  God,  or  approbation  of  the  corruptions « 
the  publick  government  of  the  kirk,  or  civil  places  and  power  of  kiik- 
men,   till  they  be  tried  and  allowed  in  free  AfTemblies  and  in  parfa- 
ments ;   to  labour  by  all  means  lawful,  to  recover  the  purity  and  Hber- 
ty  of  the  gofpcl,  as  it  was  cftabliftied  and  profeflcd  before  the  forcfiw 
novations.    And  becanfe,  after  due  examination,  we  plainly  pcroi^f* 
and  undoubtedly  believe,  that  the  innovations  and  evils  cooiaiocd  ifl 
our  fuppiications,  complaints  and  proteflations,  have  no  warrant  ot 
the  word  of  God,  are  contrary  to  the  articles  of  the  forefsAi  confcflij|^' 
to  the  intention  sind  meaning  of  the  Wefled  reformers  of  religion  ia  *** 
land,  to  the  above-written  afts  of  parliament ;  and  do  fcnfibly  ^^^ 
the  rc-eftabli(hing  of  the  popifli  religion  and  tyranny,  and  to  the  vafy 
verfjcn  and  ruin  of  the  true  reformed  religion,  and  of  oar  libertKSi 
laws  and  eftatcs:   We  alfo  declare,  That  Ac  forefaid  GoofeffioflS  «r« 

to  be  interpreted,  and  ought  ^o  be  undcrfloodof  ihc  forefaid  noT^*^' 
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eos  aod  evils,  do  Ids  than  if  erery  one  o£  them  had  been  exprelTed  io 
the  forcfiud  Con&f&oop :  and  that  we  are  obliged  to  deteft  and  abhor 
tfaem,  amoogfl  other  particular  heads  of  papiAry  abjured  therein*  And 
therefore  from  the  knowledge  and  conicience  of  our  duty  to  Ood,  to 
our  king  and  country,  without  any  worldly  reljpeft  or  inducement,  ib^ 
far  as  human  infirmity  will  fuScr,  wilbing  a  further  meafure  of  the 
grace  of  God  for  tUs  effeft;  We  promife  aad  (wear  by  the  GREAT 
NAME  OF  THE  LORD  OUR  GOD,  to  continue  in  the  pro&ffioa 
aflbd  obedience  of  the  forefaid  religion ;  and  that  we  (hall  defend  the 
fame,  and  refill  all  theie  contrary  errors  aud  corruptions,  according  to 
our  vocadon»  and  to  the  uttermoft  of  that  power  that  God  hath  put  in 
our  hands,  all  the  days  of  oor  life. 

Aad  in  like  manaer,  with  the  fame  heart  we  declare  before  God  and 
itte&f  that  we  have  no  intention  nor  delire  to  attempt  any  thing  that 
may  tnm  to  the  difhonour  of  God,  or  to  the  diminution  of  the  king's 
greatneft  and  authority :  but,  on  the  contrary,  we  promife  and  fwear. 
That  we  (hall^  to  the  uttermoft  of  our  power,  with  our  means  and 
lives,  ftaod  to  the  defence  of  our  dread  Ibvereigo  the  king's  majefty  his 
periba  and  authority,  in  the  defence  and  prefervation  of  the  forefaid 
true  rdipon,  liberties  and  laws  of  the  kmgdom :  as  alfo,  to  the  mu- 
tual defence  and  ailiftance  every  one  of  us  of  another,  in  the  fame  caufe 
of  maintaiaiag  the  true  religion  and  his  majefty's  authority,  with  our 
beft  oounfiJ,  our  bodies,  means  and  whole  power,  agamft  all  forts  of, 
perioQs  whatfbever;  fo  that  whatfoever  (hall  be  done  to  the  leaft  of  us 
lor  that  caoie^  (hall  be  taken  as  done  to  us  all  in  general,  and  to  every 
one  of  OS  in  particular.     And  that  we  (hall  neither  diredly  nor  indi- 
lefily  fufier  omielves  to  be  divided  or  withdrawn,  by  whacibever  fug- 
geftioo,  c^mbmadon,  allurement  or* terror,  from  this  blefled  and  loyal 
conjunction  :  nor  (hall  caft  in  any  let  or  impediment  that  may  itay  or 
hinder  any  fuch  refidution  as  by  common  conient  (hall  be  found  to  con- 
duce for  fo  good  ends ;  but  on  the  contrary,  (hall  by  all  lawful  means 
labour  to  further  and  promote  the  fame :  and  if  any  fuch  dangerous 
and  diviuve  motion  be  made  to  us  by  word  or  writ,  we,  and  every 
one  of  us  (hall  either  fuppre(s  it,  or,  if  need  be,  (hall  incontinent, 
make  the  fame  known,   that  it  may  be  timeoufly  obviated.    Kdther 
do  we  fiear  the  foul  alperiions  of  rebellion,  combination,  or  what  elie 
our  adveriaries,  from  their  aaft  and  nudice,  would  put  upon  us :  fee- 
ing what  we  do  is  fo  well  warranted,  and  ariietb  from  an  unfeigned 
d^ure  to  maintain  the  true  wor(hip  of  God,  the  majefly  of  our  king, 
aod  the  peace  of  the  kingdom,  for  the  common  happinefs  of  ourfelves 
and  our  pofterity. 

And  becaufe  we  cannot  look  for  a  blefSng  from  God  upon  our  pro- 
ceedings, except  with  our  profeffion  and  fubfcription  we  join  fuch  a 
life  and  converfation  as  bdeemeth  chriftians  who  have  renewed  their 
covenant  with  God :  we  therefore  faithfully  promife  for  ourfelves,  onr 
followers,  and  all  others  under  us,  both  in  publick,  and  tn  our  patti- 
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cular  families  and  periboal  carriagCi  to  eoJeatour  to  keep  onrielvei 
withio  .the  tx^uads  of  CbriAitD  liberty;  and  to  be  good  exflfoplctto 
others  of  all  godliDefs,  ft.  bernefs,  and  righteoofoefti  9od  of  every  dst; 
Vic  owe  to  God  aod  man. 

Aod»  that  thU  our  union  and  conjunOion  may  be  obferved  witboot 
Tiolation.  We  call  the  Living  Gob  f  he  Sbarchbr  of  put 
Heakts  to  u^itnefy^  who  knoweth  this  to  be  oar  finccre  dcfire  zsA 
unfeigiied  refolution  as  we  (hall  anfwer  to  J£SUS  CHRIST  in  the 
great  day%  and  under  the  pain  of  God*s  everlading  wrath»  and  of  itt- 
famy  and  lo(s  of  all  honour  and  re(pe£^  in  this  world :  nofi  bnvUy 
beiceching  the  LORD  to  ftrengthen  us  by  his  HOLY  SPIRIT  for  this 
end,  and  to  blefs  our  defires'  and  proceedings  with  a  h^PPJ  fucods; 
that  religion  and  righteoufneft  may  flouri(h  in  the  land  to  thQ  glorjof 
GODy  the  honour  of  our  king,  and  peace  and  comfort  of.m  all.  Ifl 
witnefs  whereof,  we  Jiave  iubicribod  with  our  hands  all  the  premilib« 

THE  article  of  this  covenant)  which  was  at  the  firft  fubftfiptios  ri* 
ferred  to  the  determination  of  the  General  Aflembly.  beiog  aow 
determined  ;  and  thereby  the  five  articles  of  Perth,  the  goveranieot  cf 
,  the  kirk  by  biHiops,  and  the  civil  places  and  power  of  kirkmeoi  upas 
the  reafons  and  grounds  contained  in  the  AAs  of  the  General  Aflemblji 
declared  to  be  unlawful  within  this  kirk  ;  we  fobfcribe  according  to  tU 
determination  forefaid.

THE  affembly  having  recommended  unto  a  committee,  appointed 
by  them  to  jota  with  the  committee  of  the  honourable  conveodof 
of  eftateS)  and  the  commiiEaDers  of  the  honourable  houiea  of  the  parlia- 
ment of  £nglandy  for  bringing  the  kiagdoms  to  a  more  near  coojimdiot 
and  union»  received  firom  the  afareftid  commiteea  the  covenant  after- 
mentioned,  as  the  relult  of  their  cooliiltationa  :  and  have  taken  the  fiDt# 
as  a  matter  of  fo  public  concernment  and  of  h  deep  importance  doth  re* 
quire,  unto  their  graveft  coniideration,  did  with  all  their  heartt*  and  with 
the  beginnings  of  the  £eelinga  of  that  joy,  which  they  did  find  in  fo  greic

Throne  to  all  ages  and  generations.  And  Aerefore,  with  tlieir  beft  af* ' 
felons,  recommend  the  fame  to  the  honourable  conveotion  of  eft^t^i 
that,  being  examined  and  approved  by  them*  it  may  be  ient  with  all  difi-j 
gence  to  the  kingdom  of  England,  that,  being  received  and  approven  therei|' 
the  fame  may  be,  With  public  ^lumiiiation,  and  all  religious  and  aniwersUcj 
folemnity,  Iworn  and  fubfcribed  by  all  true  profefibrs  of  the  reformed  rC'| 
ligiotti  and  alt  his  majefty's  good  fubje^  in  both  kingdoms.

THE  cftates  of  parJiameot  prefenlly  conveeoed  by  Tdfttte  •T  the  fall 
z€t  of  the  lait  parliament  hokieD  by  hit  imajefty,  and  the  three  ^* 
ftates,  in  anoo  1641,  condderrog,  that  the  Lords  of  hit  niajefty's  privy* 
coancil,  and  comiaiiGooers  for  eooferviog  the  articles  of  the  treaty,  ha^^ 
ing  according  to  their  interefts  and  tru(I  committed  to  them  by  ht$  ma* 
^fly  and  eftatei  oi  parliameot^  ufed  all  means,  by  fapplicatioBS«  remon* 
ftfaoceSr  and  fending  of  commiftoneri,  for  fecuring  the  peace  of  thft 
kingdom^  and  removing  the  unhappy  diftra^iont  betwixt  his  majefty  and 
his  fnbje^  in  England,  in  fuch  a  way  as  might  ferre  moft  for  his  niajeP' 
tyls  honour,  and  good  of  both  khigdomS);  and  their  hnmble  and  dutiful 
endenvoars  for  fo  good  eods  having  proven  inefledual»  and  their  ofifef 
mt  mediation  and  interceffion  being  refnfed  by  hit  roajetty;  and  thereby

liberation  and  advice  of  the  general  atftmbiyt  and  joint-cOncorrertce  of 
the  commiffiooert  authorized  by  the  parliament  of  Eoglandi  that  one

And  the  faid  cflates  having  taken  the  proceedings  aboTC-written  ta

WE  Dpblemen,  baroQ$9  koights,  gentlemeo,  dtizeos,  borgefles^ 
minifters  yf  the  gofpel,  and  com  moss  of  all  ibrts».  id  the  king- 
dioqs  of  Scotland,  England  and^Irclan^^  by  the  providence  of  GOD^ 
living  under  one  king,  and  being  of  one  reformed  religion,  having  be- 
fore our  eyes  the  glory  of  GOD,  and  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jefus  Chrifty  the  honour  Ad  happineis  of'  the 
king's  ^majefty  and  his  pofteriQTf  and  the  true  publick  Uberty,  fafetf^ 
and  peace  of  the  Vingdoms^  wherein  every  one's  private  condttion'is 
included :  and  calling  to  mind  the  treacherous  and  bloody  plots,  con-

I.  'T^HAT  we  (hall  Cnccrely,  really,  wid  conftantly,  throagh  tlie 
X  grace  of  GOD,  cndeavoui\  in  our  fevcral  places  and  calliag^^ 
the  prefervatioq  of  the  reformed  religion  in  the  church  of  Scotland,  ia 
dodrine,  worfliip,  difciplinc  and  government,  againft  our  common  e- 
pemies  ;  the  reformation  of  religion  in  tlie  kingdoms  of  England  sod 
Ireland,  in  doArine,  worfhipi  dirdplme  and  government,  according 
to  the  word  of  GOD,  and  the  example  of  the  bcft  reformed  chur<^: 
and  (hall  endeavour  to  bring  the  churdies  of  GOD  in  the  three  king- 
doms, to  the  neareft  conjunflion  and  uniformity  in  religioOj^  cptiteSi' 
on  of  faith,  form  of  church-government,  directory  for  wor(aip  and 
cacechifjog ;  that  we,  and  our  poftcrity  after  us  may,  as  tx-ethren, 
live  in  faith  and* love;  and  the  Lord  may  delight  to  dwell  in  the  midfi 
of  us.

punifluDent,  aa  the  degree  of  their  offeooes  ihali  reqmre  or  deferve,  f 
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the  fopreme  jii(i!citories  of  both  kmgdoms  refpefVively,  or  others  ha?- 
iog  power  from  them  for  thattrfleA,  (hall  judge  conveDieot. 

V.  And  whereas  the  happioefs  of  a  blefl^  peace  between  thele 
kingdoms,  deDied  in  former  tli^cs  to  oor  progenitors^  is  by  the  good 
providence  of  God  granted  unto  os,  and  hath  been  lately  concluded, 
aod  fettled  by  both  parltameDts ;  we  (hall  each  out  of  us,  according 
to^onr  place  and  interelt,  endeavour  that  they  may  remain  conjoined 
in  a  firm  peace  and  union  to  all  poQerity  1  and  that  juftice  may  be 
done  upon  the  wilful  oppoiers  thereof,  in  manner  exprefled  in  the 
precedent  article. 

VI.  We  (hall  al(b,  according  to  our  places  and  callings,  in  thisr  com- 
mon caufe  of  religion,  liberty  and  peace  of  the  kingdoms,  afGft  and 
defend  all  thofc  that  enter  into  this  League  and  Covenaot,  in  the  main- 
taining and  purfuing  thereof;  and  (tiall  not  iufTer  our  (elves  direftly  or 
lodireAly,  by  whatfoever  combination,  perfiiafion  or  terror,  to  be 
divided  and  withdrawn  from  this  blefled  union  and  conjuiifiion,  whe- 
ther to  make  defeAioa  to  the  contrary  part,  or  to  g^ve  ourielves  to  a 
detedable  indifl&rency  or  neutrality  in  this  cauie.  which  ib  much'coh- 
cemeth  the  glory  of  GOD»  the  good  of  the  kingdom,  and  honour  of 
the  king;  but  (hall  all  the  days  of  our  lives  zealou(ly  and  conHantly 
continue  thereiui  againft  all  oppofition,  and  promote  the  fame,  ac- 
cording to  our  power,  againft  all  lets  and  impediments  whatfoever; 
and«  what  we  are  not  able  ourfelves  to  fupprefs  or  overcome,  we  (hall 
reveal  and  make  known,  that  it  may  be  tin^ely  prevented  or  removed^ 
all  which  we  (hall  do  as  in  the  fight  of  GOD. 

And,  becauie  thefe  kingdoms  are  guilty  of  many  (ins,  and  provoca-  * 
tions  againft  God,  and  his  Son  Jefus  Chrlft,  as  is  too  manifeft  by  our 
preient  diRrcttos  and  dangers,  the  fruits  thereof;   We  profe(s  and  de- 
clare, before  God  and  the  world,  our  unfeigned  delire  to  be  humbled 
for  our  own  (ins,* and  for  the  fms  of  thefe  kingdoms:  efpedally  that 
we  have  not  as  we  oug|it,  valued  the  ineftimable  blefllng  of  the  gofpcl, 
that  we  have  not  laboured  for  the  purity  aqd  power  thereof,  and  that 
We  have  not  endeavoured  to  receive  Chrifi  in  our  hearts,  nor  to  walk 
worthy  of  him  in  our  lives ;  which  are  ^he  caufes  of  other  fins  and 
tranlgreffions  (b  much  abounding  amongft  us  :  and  our  true  and  un- 
feigned purpofe,  defire  and  endeavour  for  ourfelves,  and  all  others  un- 
der our  power  and  charge,  both  in  publick  and  in  private,  in  all  du- 
ties we  owe  to  God  and  man,  to  amend  our  lives^  and  each  one  to  go 
before  another  in  the  eicample  of  a  real  reformation ;  that  the  Lord 
may  turn  away  his  wrath  and  heavy  indignation,  and  eftablifb  thefe 
churches  and  kingdoms  in  truth  and  peace.

THE  commiffion  of  the  gtnera]  aflembly  confiderin^,  that  a  great 
part  of  this  iaod  bate  involved  themfclvet  in  nuwy  aM  gro& 
breaches  of  tl^e  folemn  league  and  covenant ;  aiid  tbarthc  hmncU  of  mavy 
^re  |town  flack  in  following  and  purfniog  the  datitt  cbntaioed  therein; 
liod  th;it  many,  ili^xo  not  beiog  come  to  fufficient  age  when  it  was  firftiWoft 
^nd  iubfcnbed,  have  not  hitherto  been  received  into  the  fmme  :     Do,  >• 
•.pen  thefcy  and  other  grave  and  important  coofiderations,  appoint  andofo 
dain  the  foleipo  league  and  covenant,  to  be  renewed  throMglhvat  all  the 
congregations  of  thi^  kingdom.  And,  becaafe  it  is  a  datj  of  great  weight 
and  consequence,  miniders,  after  the  fight  hercpf,  woald  be  carefnl  to 
take  pains,  in  their  doArine  and  otherwifci  that  their  people  may  6( 
ms^de  fenfible  of  thcfe  things  wherein  they  have  broketi  the  covensst, 
and  be  prepared  for  the  renewing  thereof  with  faitable  aflFefttoos  and  M*

taining  the  confefiion  of  the  breaches  mentioned  therein,  and  begging  ibttc^ 
for  thefe  fins,  and  flrength  of  God  for  renewing  the  covenant  in  Gncentj 
«ind  truth ;   after  vfbich  prayer,  the  folemn  league  and  covenant  is  to  1)0 
sreadby  the  mimfter,  and  then  to  be  fworn  by  him  and  all  the  people/ 
ivho  are  to  eng age  tbemielves  for  performance  of  all  the  duties  contained 
therein  |  namely,  thefe  whith  ^re  mentioned  in  the  public  acknowledg-     < 
ment  and  engagement,  and  are  oppofite  unto  the  fms  therein  confc&dg 
and  the  a£lion  is  to  be  clofed  with  prayer  to  God,  that  his  people  may  be 
enabled,  ip  the  power  of  his  Aiength,  to  do  their  duty,  according  toth^'^ 
oath,  now  renewed  in  fo  folemn  a  way.     It  is  alfo  hereby  providedi  That 
all  thofe  who  renew  the  league  and  covenant,  {halt  ag^io  fubfcrihe  the 
fame ;  and  that  none  be  admitted  to  the  renewing  or  fubferibiDg  tijcrc<«i 
wbv  arc  cxcliid^d  by  ihc  vthcr  nd  a^d  direction  fent  herewith.

WE  DoblemcDy  barons,    gebtlemeD,  burgefles,  minifters   of   the 
gofpel,  tti4  commoos  of  all  ibrts  withia  this  kingdom^  by  the 
good  hand  of  God  upon  us,  taking  iato  ierious  coofideradon  the  many 
lad  afflidlioDs  and  d^cp  drArefles  wherewith^e  have  been  exerafed  for 
a  long  time  paft;  and  that  the  land,  after  it  bath  been  ibre  wafled 
\ipith  th^  fword  and  the  pe/lilence,   and  tbreatned  with  famine;  and 
that  (hame  and  contempt  hath  been  poared  put  from  the  Lord  agaioft 
many  thdutands  of  our  nation,  who  did  in  a  finful  way  makg  war  upoa 
the  kingdcHD  of  England,  contrary  to  the  teftimony  of  his  ienraots, 
and  defires.  of  his  people;  and  that  the  remnants  of  that  army,  r^ 
turning  to  this  land*  having  fpoiled  and  opprefled  many  of  our  brethrea 
and  that  the  malignant  party  is  Aill  numerous,  and,%atmning  thdr 
former  principles,  wait  for  an  opportunity  to  raitb  a  new  and  dangerous 
war»  not  only  unto  the  reDding  of  the  bowels  6t  this  kingdom,  bat 
unto  the  dividing  ns  from  Englafid,  and  overturning  of  the  work  of 
God  in  all  the  three  kingdoms;  and  confideriog  alfo,  that  a  cloud  of 
calamities  doth  ftill  hang  over  our  heads,    and  threaten  as  with  fad 
•  things  to  come,  we  cannot  but  look  upon  thefe  things  as  from  die 
Lord;'  who  is  righteous  in  all  his  ways,  feeding  us  with  the  bread  of 
tears,  and  making  us  to  drink  the  waters  of  affli^ions,  until  we  be 
taught  to  know  how  evil  and  bitter  a  thing  it  is  to  depart  away  from 
him  by  breaking  the  oath  and  covenant  which  we  have  made  with  him; 
and^'that  we  may  be  humbled  before  him,  by  confeffing  our  fm,  and 
forfaking  the  evil  of  our  way. 

Therefore  being  prclfcd  with  fo  great  neceflitie^  and  flraits,  and 
warranted  by  the  word  of  God^  and  Having  the  example  of  God's 
people  of  old,  who  in  the  time  of  their  troubles,  and  when  they  were 
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D  (eek  delivery  &nd  a  right  way  for  themreWes,  that  the  Lord  might 
K  with  them  to  profper  themt  did  homble  themfeliFes  before  bim,  and 
Diike  a  free  and  particular  ooofcflion  of  the  Ant  of  their  princes,  their 
'u\cr$t  their  captains,  their  pricHs  and  their  people ;  and  did  engage 
hemtdvci  to  do  no  more  ib,  bat  to  reform  their  ways,. and  be  Aedfaft 
0  this  covenant :  and  remembering  the  praAice  of  our  predeceflbrs  in 
the  year  1596,  wherein  the  general  aflcmbly  and  all  the  kirk  jadicators, 
ivith  the  concurrence  of  many  of  the  nobility,  gentry  and  bnrgcfles, 
did,  with  many  tears,  acknowledge  before  God  the  breach  of  the  na- 
tional otnrenant,  and  engaged  tbemielvcs  to  a  reformation ;  even  as  our 
predeccnbrs  and  theirs  had  before  done,  in^the  general  aflembly  and 
ponvention  of  eftates,  in  the  year  1567  :  and  perceiving  that  this  duty, 
when  gone  about  out  of  confcience  and  in  flnceritVf  hath  always  been 
It  tended^  with  a  reviving  out  of  troubles,  and  with  a  blefliDg  and  fuc- 
pcfs  from  heaven ;  We  do  humbly  and  Ancerely,  as  in  his  Cght,  who 
Is  the  iearcher  of  hearts,  acknowledge  the  many  fins  and  great  tranf^ 
greffions  of  the  land;  We  have  done  wickedly,  onr  kings,  our  princes, 
our  nobles,  bur  judges,  our  officers^  our  teachers,  and  our  people. 
AibQt  the  Lord  hath  long  and  clearly  fpoken  unto  us,  we  have  not 
hearkened  to  his  voice;  albeit  he  hath  followed  us  with  tender  mercies, 
we  have  not  been  allured  to  wait  tipon  him,  and  walk  in  his  way ; 
9nd  though  he  hath  ftricken  us,  yet  we  have  not  grieved :  nay,  tho' 
[he  hath  confuooed  us,,  we  have  refufed  to  receive  correflion  :  We  have 
iiiot  remembered'to  render  unto  the  Lord  according  to  his  goodnds,  and 
[according  to  our  own  vows  and  promKes,  but  have  gone  away  back* 
fward  by  a  coatinued  courle  of  backflidmg,  and*  have  broken  all  the 
articles  of  that  iblemQ  league  and  covenant,  which  we  fware  before 
God.  angtls  and  men. 

Albeit  there  be  in  the  land  many  of  all  ranks,  who  be  for  a  teflimony 
unto  the  truth,  and  for  a  name  of  joy  and  praiie  unto  the  Lord,  by 
living  godly,  fludying  to  keep  their  garments  pure,  and  being  ftedfaft 
in  the  covenanted  cauie  of  G/xi ;  yet  we  have  realbn  to  acknowledge* 
that  mod  of  us  have  isot  endeavoured,  with  that  reality,  fincerity  and 
conlbncy  that  did  become  us,  to  preierve  the  work  of  reformation^  in 
the  kirk  of  Scotland :  many  have  (atisfied  themfelves  with*  the  purity 
<>f  the  ordinances,  negle£ling  the  power  thereof:  yea,  fobe  have 
turned  afide  to  crooked  ways,  deftruftive  to  both.  The  profane, 
loole  and  inlblentcairiage  of  many  in  our  armies,  who  went  to  the 
affiftance  of  our  brethren  in  England,  and  the  tamperings  and  un- 
firaight  dealing  of  ibme  of  our  commiflioners,  and  othqs  of  our  nati- 
«i>  in  London,  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  and  other  places  of  that  kingdom, 
nave  proved  great  lets  to  the  work  of  refom^^tion  and  fettling  of  kirk- 
government  there,  whereby  error  and  ichifm  in  that  land  have  been 
jpcreafed,  and  feftaries  hardened  m  their  way;  We  have  been  fo  far 
from  endeavouring  the  extirpation  of  profaneneft,  and  what  is  con- 
tWy  to  the  power  of  godlinefs,  that  profiunty  hath  been  much  winked 
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and  profane  perioDs  much  couateoancedy  and  many  diset  cmpk)^ 
until  iniquity  and  ungodlinefs  hath  gone  OTer  the  faoe  of  d)€  lind  a 
flood ;  nay»  iuftcient  care  hath  not  been  t^d.  to  iepantc  betwht  i 
precious  and  the  vile,  by  debarring  from  the  facraiDent  all  igoon 
and  Icandaious  perfpns,  according  to  the  ordinances  of  this  kirk« 

Neither  have  the  privileges  of  the  parliaments  aad  liberties  of  t 
fubje<^  been  duly  tendered:  but  fome  among  ourfelvcs  have  hbow 
ta  put  into  the  hands  of  our  king  an  arbitrary  and  ualimircd  pow 
de(lru(^ive  to  both ;  and  ipany  of  us  have  been  accclTbry  of  htt  i 
thofe  means  and  ways^  ^vhereby  the  freedom  and  privileges  icH  pvS 
ments  have  been  incroachcd  upon,  and  the  fubjeAs  opprefled  m  tk 
conlciences,  perfons  and  eflates ;  neither  hath  it  been  our  €ar«  to  avoi 
thefe  things  which  might  harden  the  king  in  his  evil  way  ;  bot  ops 
the  contrary  he  hath  not  only  been  permitted,  but  many  of  us  hw 
been  inflrumenta],  to  make  him  exercife  his  power,  in  many  thii^ 
tending  to  the  prejudice  of  religion  and  of  tihe  coveoaoc,  and  of  tlx 
peace  and  (afety  of  thefe  kingdoms;  ^vhich  is  (b  far  from  the  rfb 
viray  of  preierving  his  m:)je(ly's  perfon  and  authority^  that  it  cmai 
but  provoke  the  Lord  againft  him»  unto  the  hazard  of  both :  DayyOfr 
der  a  pretence  of  relieving  and  doing  for  the  kiog^  whiUl  be  refak  « 
do  what  is  necefTary  for  the  houfe  of  God«  fome  have  ranveried  vA 
violated  mod  of  all  the  articles  of  the  covenant. 

Our  own  confcience  within,  and  God's  judgments  upon  us  with- 
out, do  convince  us  of  the  manifold  wilful  renewed  breaches  of  dur 
article,  which  concerneth  the  difcovery  and  puni(hment  of  malign^' 
whole  crimes  have  not  only  been  connived  at,  but  difpenied  with  a* 
pardoned,  and  themfelves  received  into  intimate  fellow/hip  wkfa  ow* 
ielves,  and  intruded  with  our  counfcls,  admitted  unto  our  parliament 
and  put  in  places  of  power  and  authority,  for  managing  the  poMc 
affairs  of  the  kingdom ;  whereby,  in  God's  judice,  they  got  at  hfl  in- 
to their  hands  the  whole  power  and  drength  of  the  kingdom,  bodi  ifl 
judicatories  aad  armies;  and  did  employe  the  fame  unto  the  eoading 
and  prbfecutiDg  unlawful  engagements  in  war  againd  the  kingdom  d 
England,  notwithdanding  of  the  diflent  of  many  confidcrabic  ffl^ 
bcrs  of  parliament,  who  had  given  conflant  proof  of  their  integrity  tf 
the  caulc  from  the  beginning;  of  many  faithful  fedimonics  and  «« 
warnings  of  the  fervants  of  God  ;  of  the  fupplications  of  many  fynw^ 
presbytciics  and  diires;  and  of  the  declarations  of  the  general  affcoiblj 
and  their  commiflioncrs  to  the  contrary;    which  engagement,  as  n 
b^th  beei)  the  caufe  of  much  fin,  fo  al/o  of  much  mifery  and  c^hmJ^ 
unto  this  Innd;  and  holds  forth  to  us  the  grievoufoels  of  our  "^H  " 
complying  with  malignantjf  in  the  greatnefs  of  our  judgment,  ^^-^l!"^ 
may  be  rnught  cevrr  to  fplit  again  upon  the  fame  rock,  upon^  ^'^'^ 
the  Lord  hath  fct  fo  remarkable  a  beacon.     And  after  all  that  is  cotoc 
to  pal?  unto  us,  becaufe  of  this  our  trcfpafs :  and  after  that  grace  n*      j 
bct'ii  ii  -\red  unto  us  from  the  Lord  our  God,  by  breaktrg  thcic  n^   \ 
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oke  from  off  our  necks,  aod  patting  us  again  into  a  capacity  to  aft 
yc  the  good  of  religion,  oor  own  fafety,  and  the  peace  ancf  the  iafety 
if  this  kingdom,  flioald  we  again  break  this  commandoient  and^ cove- 
ant^  by  joining  once  more  with  the  people  of  thefe  abominationSf  and 
aking  into  our  bofom  thoie  ferpents,  which  had  formerly  Aung  us  al- 
Doft  unto  death ;  tbis>  as  it  would  argue  great  madnefs  and  foJUy  np- 
^n  oar  part,  fo  no  doubt,  if  it  be  nor  avoided,  will  provoke  the  Lord 
(gainft  us,,  toconfume  us,  until  tb^e  be  no  remnant  nor  eicapingiii 
the  land. 

And  ^albeit  the  peace  and  union  betwixt  the  kingdoms  be  great 
bleffiags  of  God  unto  both,  and  a  bond  which  we  are  obliged  to  pre* 
ferve  unviolaced,  and  to  endeavour  that  juAicc  ma;  be  done  upon  the 
pppofers  thereof :  yet  ibme  in  this  land,  who  h^ve  come  under  the 
bond  of  the  covenant,  have  made^it  their  great  ftudy  how  to  diflbive 
this  union ;  and  few  or  no  endeavours  have  been  ufed  ^y  any  of  us  for 
puoifhing  of  fuch. 

We  have  iufiered  many  of  our  brethren,  in  feveral  parts  of ^  the 
land,   to  be  opprelled  by  the  common  enemy,  without  companion  or 
j:dief :    there  hath  been  great  murmuring  and  repining,  becauie  of  ex- 
pence  of  pieans,  and  pains  in  dping  of  our  duty :   many,  by  perftiafioii 
I  or  terror,  bave  luflered  thcmfelves  to  be  divided  and  withclrawny  to 
the  contrary  paA :  many  have  turned  off  to  a  deteftable  indifferency 
and  nentralityjn  this  canfe,  which  fo  mueh  concerneth  the  glory  dF 
God  and  the  good  of  thefe  kingdenis;  nay,  maay  have  made  it  their 
\  ftudy  to  walk  ib,  as  they  might  comply  with  all  times,  and  all  the  re- 
votndons  thereof.    It  hath  not  been  our  care  to  countenance,  encou* 
ragp,  introft  and  employ  fuch  only,  as  from  their  hearts  did  afiedl  and 
mind  6od*s  work ;   but  the  hearts  of  fuch  many  times  have  been  dii- 
Gooraged,  and  their  hands  weakened,  their  iuilerings  negle^ed,  and 
themfelves  ilighted ;  and  many,  who  were  once  open  enemies,  and  al- 
ways iccret  underminersi   countenanced  and  employed:    nay,  even 
dicrfe  who  bad  been  looked  upon  as  incendiaries,  and  upon  whom  the 
Lord  bath  iet  marks  of  ddfperats  malignancy,  faUhood  and  deceit, 
were  brought^  in,  as  fit  to  managp  ^  pubiick  affairs :  many  have  been 
the  lets  and  impediments  that  have  been  caft  in  the  way,  to  retard  aod 
ebftruft  the  Lord's  ^work ;  and  fome  have  kept  fecret,  what  of  them- 
lelves  they  were  not  able  to  fuppre6  and  overcome. 

Befides  thefe,  aqd  many  other  breaches  ci  the  articles  of  the  covt» 
nant  in  the  matter  thereof,  which  it  doncernetb  every  one  of  us  X0 
.  iearch  out  and  acknowledge  befgre  the  Lord,  as  we  would  wi(h  his 
wrath  to  be  turned  away  from  us;  fb  have  many  of  us  failed  exceed- 
ingly, in  the  manner  of  our  foUowing  and  purluing  the  duties  con- 
t^ed  therda  ;  not  only  feeking  great  things  for  ourfeives,  and  mix- 
ing of '^our  private  interefts  and  ends  concermng  ourielves,  and  fiieods, 
and  followers,  with  thofe  things  which  coooern  the  publiCk  good ;  bur 
many  dmes  preferring  fuch  to  the  honour  of  God,  and  good  of  his 
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€a\i(e,  and^  retarding  God's  work*  natil  we  might  carry  akx^  withj 
our  owD  interefts  and  defigns*    It  hath  been  our  way  to  trad  in 
means,  and  to  rely  upon  the  arm  of  flefli  for  focoefiii  albdt  the 
hath  many  times  made  us  meet  with  dUappointmeDt  therein*  and 
ed  the  pride  of  all  our  glory  by  blafting  every  carnal  confidence  Qj 
us  \  we  have  followed  for  the  moA  part  the  tounlels  of  fleui  and  U 
'and  walked  more  by  the  rules  of  poliqf  than.piety»  aod  have  bearl 
more  unto  men  than  unto  God.  i 

Albeit  we  made  folemn  publick  profeiTion  before  the  world,  of  d 
unfagned  defires  to  ht  humbled  liefore  the  Lord  for  otir  owd  AJ 
and  the  fins  of  thcfe  kingdoms,  eipecialiy  for  our  qndervalubg  ck  dM 
ineftimable  benefit  qf  the  gofpel»  and  that  we  have  Hot  laboured  fa 
the^wer  thereof,  and  received  ChriA  into  our.^heart^  and  walkoj 
worthy  of  him  in  our  lives  i  and  of  our  true  and  itnfeigned  pur|xjij| 
defire  and  endaavour  for  ourfelves,  and  ail  othei^a  under  our  povil 
and  charge,  both  in  publick  and  private*  in  all  the  duties  which  n 
owe  to  God  and  m^n,  to  amend  our  live^,  aod  each  one  to  go  bef( 
another  in  the  example  of  a  real  reformation,  that  the  Lord  might  t 
away  his  wrath  and  heavy  indignation,  and  eftablifh  tbeie  kirks 
kingdoms  in  truth  and  peace:   Yet  we  have  refufed  to  be  refbrmidi 
and  have  walked  proudly  and  obflinately  againft  the  L^rd,  not  vaJoiV 
his  gofpel,  nor  fubmitting  ourfelves  unto  the  obedience  thereof:  aoC 
ieeking  after  Chrift,  ndr  fludying  to  honour  him  in  the  eXceUeocy  of 
his  perfon,  oor  employ  him  in  the  virtue  of  his  o$ces  ;  dor  makibg 
confcience  of  publick  ordinances,  nor  private  nor  ieeret  duties  \  vx 
ftadying  to  edify  one  another  in  love.    Ignorance  of  Goi^  Aod  of  his 
Son  Jefus  Chrifl,  prevauls  exceedingly  in  the  land ;  the  greatefl  part  A 
mafters  of  families,  amongft  noblemen,  barons^  gentlemen,  butffSh 
and  commons,  n^leA  to  feek  God  in  their  families,  ainl  to  endeavoitf 
the  reformation  thereof  j  and  albeit  it  hath  been  much  prefTcd,  yet  fe^ 
of  our  nobles  and  great  ones,  even  to  this  day^  could  be  perfuaded  to 
perform  family  duties  themfclves,  and  in  their  owe  perions;   which 
makes  fo  neceflary  and  uieful  a  duty  to  be  mifregarded  by  others  ot 
it^fericM*  rank ;   nay,  many  of  the  nobility,  gentry  and  burrows,  vha 
ihfwald  have  been  examples  of  godlinefs  and  fbber  walking  unco  otherSi 
have  been  ringleaders  of  excels  and  rioting.    Albeit  we  be  the  Lord  s 
people,  engaged  to  .him  in  a  folemn  way ;  yet,  to  this  day,  ^«  h^*^ 
not  made  it  our  (ludy,  that  judicatories  and  armies  fhould  coofiAoti 
and  places  of  power  and  truft  be  filled  with  men  of  a  hannle/s^" 
Chriftian  converfation,  and  of  known  integrity,  and  approven  fidcutyi 
affefVion  and  zeal  unto  the  caufe  of  God ;   but  not  only  thole  who  h^ 
been  neutral  and  mdifFcrenr,  but  difafFcfted  and  malignant,  and  ouij^ 
who  have  been  profane  and  fcaijidalous,  have  been  intrufted:  ^J  .^5l^ 
it  hath  come  to  pafs,  that  judicatories  have  been  the  feats  of  '^J*":^ 
and  iniquity  ;    apd  many  in  our  armies,  by  their  mifcafriage,  have  o^ 
come  our  plague,  unto  the  great  prejudice  of  the  caufe  ot  ^^V^J 
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great  icandal  of  die  gofpd,  and  the  great  iDaeafe  of  looieneft  and  pro- 
fanity throughout  air  the  laud.    It  were  ioipoflibla  rev  reckon  up  ail  the 
abomibatieDs  that  are  b  the  land )  but  the  blafpbeming  of  the  name 
of  God,  fwearieg  by  the  creatures,  profaoation  of  the  Lord's  day, 
uocleaoQefs,  druDkenoefi«  excefs  aiQ^dnotiog*  vanity  of  apparel,  lying 
and  deceit,  railing  and  curfing^  arbitrary  and  uncontrouled  opprefGon, 
and  grinding  of  the  faces  of  the  poor  by  landlords,  ai^d  others  in  place 
and  power,  are  become  ordinary*  and  common  fins;  and,  befides  all 
thcfe  thingSf   there  be  many  other  tranfgreflions,  whereof  the  lands 
wherein  we  live  su:e.guilty.    All  which  we  ticiire  to  acknowledge  and 
.  to  be  humbled  fer>  that  the  worl4'  may  bear  witnefs  with  us,  that 
rightcou&efi  belongpth  unto  God,  and  Ihame  and  coafufion  of  face  un- 
to OS,  as  appears  this  day* 

And  becaufe  it  is  needful  for  thofe  who  find  mercy,  not  only  to 
confclst  but  alio  to  foriake  their  iin ;  thereforei  that  the  reality  and 
ilncerityof  out  repentance  may  appear,  we  do  refolve  and  ibiemnly 
engage  ourfelves,  before  the  Lord,  careiiiUy  to  avoid  for  the  time  to 
come  all  thefe  offences,  whereof  we  have  now  made  lolemn  publick 
acknowledgement,  and  all  the  fnarea  and  tentatioas  which  tend  tbere'^ 
unto:  and  to  teftify  the  integrity  of  our  relolution  herein,  ahd  that 
we  may  be  the  better  enabled  in  the  power  of  the  Lord's  ftrength  to 
perform  the  iame.  we  do  ^ain  rpnew  .our  folemn  league  and  covenant, 
promifing  hereafter  to  makie  "conipence  oi  all  the  ^duties,  whereunto 
we  are  obliged,  in  all  the  heads  and  articles  thereof,  particularly  of 
tfaefe  that  follow. 

I  •  Becauie  religion  is  of  all  things  the  mod  excellent  and  precious,* 
the  advancing  and  promoting  the  power  thereof,  ag^inft  all  ungodlineis 
fluid  profanity,  the  lecuring  and  prcferving  the  purity  thereof  againft 
all  error,  berefy  and  fchifm ;  and  namely,  independency,  anabaptilm, 
smtinomianUm,  arminianifm,  tand  ibdnianifm,  familifm,  libertinirm, 
{cepddfm,  and  eraflianifm,  and  the  carrying  on  the  work  of  uniformity 
fliall  be  fludied  and  endeavoured  by  us  before  all  worldly. interelVs, 
whether  concerning  the  king,  ourfelves,  or  any  other  whatiomevcr, 
%,  Becaufe  many  have  of  late  laboured  to  fupplant  the  liberties  of  the 
kirk,  we  (hall  maintaia  and  defend  the  kirk  of  Scotland,  in  all  her 
liberties  and  privileges,  «gainft  all  who  (hall  oppole.  or  undermine  the 
iamok  or  encroach  thereupon^  under  any  pretext,  whatfomever.  3.  We 
r  11  vindicate  and  maintain  the  liberties  of  the  {ubje/fts,  in  all  fbefe 
t  [gs  whieh  concern  tTicir  confciences,  perlbns  and  eAates.  4.  We 
i  ..I  carefully  maintain  and  defend  the  union  ^etwixt  the  kingdoms, 
d  avdd  every  thing  that  may  weaken  the  fame,  or  involve  us  in  any 
ifure  of  accef&on  unto  the  guilt  of  thefe  who  have  invaded  the  king- 
Q  of  Eugland.  5.  As  we  have  been  always  loyal  to  our  king,  fo 
(hall  flill  endeavour  to  give  unto  God  that  which  is  God's  and  to 
:h|5  things  which  are  Cacfar's.  6.  We  ihali  be  fo  far  from  con- 
"^^  coaaplying  witb^  or  counteuancingiof  maligoaucyi  iuj^Oice, 

\  .  iniquity,, 
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iokpnty,  pi^fiuiitj  aad  iaipiety,  that  we  fhall  not  only  atoid  ifid  dtf* 
coQiiteiiadce  thgSt.  thingSi  aad  dierifli  and  cacourage  tbde  |crf<ms  vbo  t 
are  zealous  for  the  cauie  of  God,  aad  walk  acGording  to  the  goTpd; 
but  alfo  (hall  take  a  mor^  effeAuai  cooife  than  hereiofofey  in  oir  if 
ijpeftiYe  places  and  calliags,  tor  puoiQiiog  and  fappreffing  thefeefibi 
and  faithfally  ende^voori  that  the  br(l  and  fittoA  reoiedies  may  be  ap- 
plied for  taking  away  the  cauies  thereof}  and  advancing  the  knowfedgs 
of  God,  and  hoJiaeis  and  righteoufneis  in  the  land.  And  therefoiti 
in  the  laft  place,  ^s  we  (ball  eamcIUj  pray  tmto  God,  that  be  wwH 
ipve  ui  ubfi  nun.  fearing  Cod^  men  of  truths  and  abating  cweimfn^i^ 
to  judge  and  bear  charge  amooghis  pec^;  b  we  (h.iiC  acoordiog  to 
our  places  and  callingSi  endeavour  that  judicatories,  aod  all  piaces  of 
power  and  truft  both  in  kirk  and  ftate,  may  confift  of,  and  be  fiiM 
with  fuch  men  as  are  of  known  good  affeftioo  to  the  dtofe  of  God, 
and  of  a  blaffieiQ&  and  Chriftian  cooverration. 

And,  becaufe  there  be  many,  who  heretofore  have  not  inade  ooa* 
icience  of  the  oath  of  God,  but  feme  through  fear,  others  by  periaafkn 
and  upon  bafe'eiids  and  human  intcrefts,  have  entered  diereinto,  who 
have  afterwards  difcovered  themfelves  to  have  dealt  decdtfully  vidi 
the  Lord,  in^  (Wearing  falfly  by  his  name;  Therefore  we,  who  do 
now  renew  our  covenant,  in  reference  to  theie  dutks,  and  ait  other 
duties  oootsuned  therein,  dob  in  the  fight  of  him,  who  is  dieSearckr 
of  hearts,  Iblemnly  profefsy  that  it  is  not  upon  any  public  advaota^ 
or  private  intereft  or  bye»end»  or  becaufe  oi  any  terror  or  perfoafio^ 
from  men,  or  hypocritically  and  ^  deceitfully,  that  we  dp  again  tike 
QpOQ  lu  the  oath  of  God,  but  honeftly  and  Cnosrely,  and  6offldM 
bak  of  our  duty ;  and  that  dierefore^  denying  ourielves  and  our  ova 
things,  and  layilf  a(ide  al)  lidf-iatcreft  and  eadsr^  we  (hall  above  d 
things  feek  the  honour  of  God*,  the  good  of  his  caufe,  and  the  wcaidi 
of  his  people ;  and  that  forfakmg  die  counieb  of  flefh  and  blood,  laJ 
ootkaning  upon  carnal  coofideaces,  we  (hall  depend  upon  di^XM 
walk  by  the  rule  of  his  word,  and  hcarkon  to  the  voice  of  lus  ferrmu. 
Jn  all  which,  profe(fing  .our  own  wcakae(s,  we  do  eamieftly  pray  to 
God,  who  is  the  Father  of  merdes,  through  bis  Soo  Jefus  Cbrift,  tf 
be  merciful  unto  us,  aad  to  enable  us  by  the  power  of  his  ought,  thir 
we  may  do  our  dutyi  unto  the  praife  of  bis  grace  ia  the  cfaordM 
Aoiea.

atter  public  reading*  and  ferioas  confideration  of  the  ad  tiader-wfitteo 
of  the  General  AiTembly  approving  the  following  Diredory  for  the  publie 
worihip  of  God  in  the  three  kingdoms,  lately  unked  by  the  Soleran  League 
and  Covenant,  together  with  the  ordinance  of  the  parliameot  of  Eng- 
land cftabUfhing  the  laid  Ehredtory  itfelf;  do  heartily  and  chearftxlly  a* 
gree  to  the  faid  Dire^ry,  according  to  the  9&  of  the  general  alFembly 
approving  the  fame.  Which  ad,  together  with  the  Diredory  ttielf»  the 
eilates  of  parliament  do,  without  a  contrary  voice,  ratify  and  approte 
in  all  the  heads  and  articles  thereof;  and  do  interpone  and  add  the  an- 
thority  of  parliament  to  the  faid  ad  of  the  gen<rsd  ^fleipbly.

ACT  of  tU  General  AJfembfy  rf  the  Kirk  cf  Scotland,  for  tbe  EftabE/b- 
trig  and  putting  in  Execution  cf  the  Dircftoyy  for  tie  public  Wcrpsf 
<f  God, 

WHEREAS  an  happy  unity,  and  uniformity  in  Religion  amoogft  the 
kirks  of  Chrift,  in  thefe  three  kingdoms,  united  under  onefovc- 
reign,  having  been  Ivng  and  earneAly  wifhed  foir»  by  the.  godly  ai|d  weU^ 
afft'ded  among  us,  W3>s  propouoded  as.  a  main  article  of  the  lafge  trea- 
ty, without  which  band  and  bulwark,  no  lafc,  well-grounded  and  bll*  « 
ing  peace  could  be  expcded  ;    and  afterward,  with  greater  ftrenglh  w  * 
maturity,  revived  in  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant  of  the  three  king* 
doras  :  whereby  they  ftand  (Iraitly  obliged  to  endeavour. the  neareft  uni- 
formity in  one  form  of  Church  Governraenti  Diredory  of  Worfliipi  Coo« 
fefEon  of  Faiths  and  form  of  Catechifing :    which  hath  alio  before,  ^ 
(ince  our  entering  into  that  covenant,  been  the  matter  of  many  fopph' 
cations  and  remonilraoces,  and  fending  commiifiooers  to  the  king's  0^* 
je(iy,  of  declarations  to  the  honourable  houfes  of  the  patliament  of  Eng' 
land,  and  of  letters  to  the  reverend  affembly  of  divines,  and  others  w 
the  miniftry  of  the  kirk  of  England;  being  alfo  the  end  of  our  f<P<l*"* 
commiffioners,  as  was  defired,  from  this  kirk,  with  commiffioo  to  treat 
of  uniformity  in  the  four  particulars  afore-mentioned,   with  fuch  com- 
mittees as  (hould  be  appointed  by  b^tli  l|p«6%  of  pftsliament  of  ^^^ 


landp  «Ad  by  the  aflembly  of  dUioec  iiuing  at  Weftmiiifter  t  and  befid« 
%U  tbisi  it  being,  in  point  of  eonldeiure^  the  chief  motiYe  and  end  c£ 
mtit  advcBturin^  upon  m^uiifold  and  great  hazards,  for  quenching  the 
iievourinf  flame  of  the  prefent  unnatural  and  bloody  war  in  £oglaiid, 
akottg^  to  the  weakening  of  this  kingdom  within  itfelf,  and  the  advantage 
of  the  cQcmy  whiofa  have  invaded  it,  accounting  nothing  too  dear  to  uft» 
fi>  that  tiiis  our  joy  be'fkdliUed .  And  now  this  great  work  being  fo  ^a^ 
juiranccd,  that  a«Diredory  for  the  public  worfliip  of  Cod  in  all  the  three 
tuogdoms,  being  agreed  upon  by  the  honourable  houies  of  the  parlia^ 
iBCOt  of  Eogkuftd,  ai't«r  confultation  wiih  the  divines  of  both  kingdomi 
ahere  iffembledi  and  fent  to  us  for  our  approbation,  that^  being  alio 
Hgreed  upon  by  this  kirk  and  kingdom  of  ScotLandi  it  may  be  in  the  name 
of  both  kingdoms  prefented  to  the  king,  for  bit  royal  condent  and  satift- 
cation ;  The  general  aJIembly  having  moft  feriooily  coi^ered,  revifed^ 
and  examined  the  Diredory  afore  ^mentioned*  after  feveral  public  read* 
ings  of  it,  after  much  deliberation^  both  publicly  and  in  private  com- 
mittees»  after  full  liberty  given  to  all  to  objedt  againft  it,  and  earned  in* 
yitations  of  all  who  have  any  feruples  about  it,  to  make  known  the  fame 
that  they  night  be  fatisfied  ;  doth  unanimoufiy,  and  MrithoiK  a  contrary 
▼oice»  agree  to,  and  approve  the  following  DrreAory,  in  all  the  heads 
thereof,  together  with  the  preface  fet  before  it :  and  doth  require,  decern* 
and  ordain.  That,  according  to  the  plain  tenor  and  meaning  thereof 
and  the  intent  of  the  preface^  it  be  carefully  and  uniformly  obferved  and 
praftifed  by  all  the  miniflers  and  others  whhia  this  kingdon^,  whom  it 
doth  concern ;  which  pradice  (hall  be  began»  upon  intimation  f^iren  to 
the  feveral  prefbyteriv,  irom  the  eommiffioners  of  this  general  a^tmbly* 
who  (hall  alfo  take  fpecial  care  for  timeous'  printing  of  this  Direiftory^p 
that  a  printed  copy  of  it  be  provided  and  kept  for  the  uCb  of  every  kiriiL 
in  this  kiogdom  ;  Alfo,  that  each  prefbytery  have  a  printed  Copy  thereof 
in  every  congregation  within  their  bounds,  and  make  known  the  fame 
to  the  provincial  or  general  aAembly,  as  there  Ihall  be  canle.  Provided 
always,  that  the  dauie  in  the  Diredory,  of  the  adminiftrttinn  df  thn 
LORD'S  fupper^  which  mentiooeth  the  commuaicaot*!  fittia|  abont  tht! 
table,  or  at  it,  be  not  interpreted,  as  if,  in  the  judgment  of  this  kirt^ 
it  were  indifferent,  and  free  for  any  of  the  communicants,  not  to  come 
to,  and  receive  at  the  table  ;  or,  as  if  we  did  approve  the  diflribming  Xit 
the  elements  by  the  minifler  to  each  communicant,  and  not  by  the  cm'' 
municants  among  themielves*  ft  is  alfo  provided^  That  this  (hail  bn 
no  prejudice  to  the  order  and  pradice  of  this  kirk,  in  fnch  particulars 
as  are  appointed  by  «he  books  of  difcipiine,  and  ads  of  general  aflemblies^ 
and  are  not  otherwife  ordered  and  appointed  in  the  Diredory. 

Finally,  The  a/Tembly  doth,'  with  much  Joy  and  thankfulnefs,  acknow 
ledge  the  rich  bleffing  and  invaluable  mercy  of  God,  in  bringing  the  fu^ 
much  wifhed-for  uniformity  in  religion  to  fuch  a  happy  period,  that  thei't? 
kingdoms  once  at  fo  great  a  didance  in  the  form  of  worfhip,  are  noW 
by  the  blefSog  of  God  brought  to  a  nearer  uniformity  than  any  ochef 
reformed  kirks :  which  is  unto  us  the  return  of  our  prayers,  arid  :* 
■gbteaing  of  our  eyes^  and  reviving  of  our  hearts  in  the  midU  of  our" 
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many  forrows  and  fofferii)|s  $  t  taking  away,  in  a  great  mcafitrei  tke 
reproach  of  the  people  of  God,  t9  the  (lopping  ^  the  mcmtht  of  malif* 
Bant  aod  difafife^ed  perfons;  and  an  opening  unto  vs  a  door  of  hope, 
that  God  hath  yet  thoughts  of  peace  towards  nt,  and  not  of  eril,  to  gne 
us  an  expefted  end :  In  the  expeAation  and  confidence  whereof,  we  do 
rejoice ;  befeeching  the  Lord  to  prefenre  thefe  kingdoms  firwin  herefiei, 
fchifms,  offences,  prdfaneaefs,  and  whatfoever  is  contrary  to  ibood 
dodrme,  and  the  poilrcr  of  godlinefs ;  and  to  Gontinue*with  us,  and  the 
generations  following,  thefe  his  pure  and  purged  ordinaiiees»  together 
with  an  increafe  of  the  power  and  life  thereof,  to  tht  gl^nry  of  his  greii 
same,  the  enlargement  of  the  kingdom  oi  his  Son,  the  conroborados 
of  peace  and  loye  between  the  kingdoms,  the  unity  and  €oaifort  of  sH 
bis  people,  and  our  edifying  one  another  in  lore. 
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The    PREFACE; 

IK  the  beg^imiDg  of  the  bleflcd  reTormatioOy  oar  wife  and  piout 
aooefiors  took  care  to  fet  forth  an  order  for  rcdrefi  of  many  things, 
whidb  they  then*  by  the  word,  difcovered  to  be  vain,  erroneons, 
foperfiitioaf»  and  idohtrous,  in  the  public  worflup  of  God»  This 
occafioocd  many  godly  and  learned  men  to  rejoice  mndi  in  the  book 
of  common-prayer,  at  that  time  let  forth ;  becauie  the  mafi  and  the 
reft  of  the  Latin  fiarvicc  being  removed,  the  public  worfiiip  was  ce- 
Idiratcd  in  onr  own  tongue :  Many  of  the  common  people  alio  re- 
cdved  benefit  by  hearing  the  fcriptures  read  in  their  own  language, 
which  fiarmerly,  were  uato  them  as  a  book  that  is  iealed. 

Howbeit,  long  and  fad  experience  hath  made  it  manifef^^  that  tba 
liturgy  ufed  in  the  church  of  England  (notwithfianding  all  the  pains  and 
religions  intentions  of  the  compilers  of  it)  bath  proved  an  ofEmce,  not 
only  to  many  of  the  godly  at  home,  but  dfo  to  the  reformed  churches 
abread.  For,  not  to  fpeak  of  urgmg  the  reading  of  all  the  prayers, 
which  very  greatly  increafed  the  burden  of  it ;  the  many  unprofitable 
and  bnrdenfome  ceremonies  contained  in  it»  have  occafioned  much 
mifchief,  as  well  by  difquicting  the  conloences  ot  many  godly  mini- 
fiers  and  people,  who  could  not  yield  unto  them,  as  by  depriving 
them  of  the  ordinances  of  God,  which  they  might  not  enjoy  without 
conforming  or  iublcribing  to  thole  ceremonies.  Sundry  good  ChrilU- 
ans  have  been,  by  means  thereof,  kept  from  the  Lord's  table;  and 
divers  able  and  faithful  miniflers  debarred  from  the  eaerdfe  of  thdr 
suniflry  (to  the  endangering  of  many  thouiaad  foobi  in  a  time  of 
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iuch  fcarcity  of  faithful  paftors)  aod  fpoiled  of  thdr  liTerihood»  to  the 
vndoiDg  pi  thtm  aod  their  families.  Prelates  aod  tl)eir  fia^Vion  havg 
)atx>ured  to  ralfe  the  edimatioa  of  it  to  f  uch  ao  height,  as  if  there  were 
no  other  worflilp,  or  way  of  woribip  of  GOD,  amongfl;  us,  bat  only 
the  ferf  iee-book ;  to  the  great  hinderaoce  of  (<he  presichiog  of  the  wordi 
9Dd  \\vk  fome  places,  eipecially  of  lare)  to  the  juftCng  of  it  out»  as  ud- 
liece(!ary ;  or  (at  beA)  as  far  inferior  to  the  reading  of  common-pray- 
er, which  was  made  no  better  than  an  idol  by  many  igooraQt  and  fo* 
perAitious  people,  who  pleafing  thcmfelves  in  their  preicoce  at  tbat 
iervice,  and  their  lipjabonr  as  bearing  a  part  in  it,  have  thereby  harden* 
cd  thcmfelves  in  their  i^iorfBoe  and  cardeflbefs  of  faviog  iaaowkd^ 
and  tiue  piety. 

In  the  mean  time,  Papifts  boafied  that  the  book  was  a  compliance 
vdtb  them  ia  agieat  part  of  their  fervice ;  and  fe  were  aoc  0  lirde  coi» 
lirmed  ia  their  iuperAitioa  and  idolatry,  expecting  rather  ote  retom 
to  them,  than  «ndeavQuriog  the  reformaxioik  of  themTelves  f  ia  which 
expectation  they  were  of  late  very  much  encouraged^  wheo*  vpoo  ihe 
pretended  warrantablenefs  of  impoflng  of  the  former  ceremonies,  new 
ones  were  daily  obtruded  upon  the  church. 

Add  hereunto  (which  was  not  forefeecu  but  fince  hath  come  to  f^^) 
that  the  liturgy  hath  beefr  a^  great  meanG>  as  on  the  one  band  to  make 
and  iocreafean  idle  aiicj  uncdifying  mioiftry,  which  contented  itltlf 
^iih  fet  krwm  made  to  their  hands  by  otders,  Wkhout  potting  foftk 
themfdves-  to  exercife  the  gift  of  prayer,  with  which  oor  Lord  M*^^ 
Chrift  picaferli  to  fomifb  aH  his  ffrvanfs  whom  he  calls  to  that  o£ce: 
ib,  (m  tbie  oHier  fide,  it  hath  been  (and  ever  wonld  be»  if  contitttted} « 
IDatter  of  cndlcfe  ftrifir  and  contention  in  the  chords,  and  a  feare  feo^ 
to  naany  godly  and  faithful  minifters,  who  have  been  perlecvtcd  ^ 
filenced  iipoa  .fliac  oceaflon)  and  to  others  of  hopeful  parts,  man/  ol 
nrhich  have  betn,  mi  ajorc  ftill  would  be,  diverted  from  all  thoogN* 
of  the  ainiflr;  to  other  flodics ;  dpcdally  in  thcfe  fetter  ttme«>  ^Axft' 
ia  God  vouchiafeth  fohit  people  more  and  better  means  for  the  difeb* 
iKry  of  efiror  a»d  fuperftitioff,  and  for  atCaiwng  of  knowledge  In  the 
Ib^yAerles  of  godlinefsv  and  gifts  ia  preachiag  and  prayer. 

.  Upon  thefr,  and  many  ^  like  weighry  confidctations  tct  referefl* 
to  the  whole  booh  m  general,  and  becaufe  of  divers  ptrticuhr*  ^^ 
taincd  in  it ;    not  from  any  love  to  novelty,  or  mtentioB  to  dilf«rage  , 
our  firft  reformers  (of  whom  we  are  perfuaded,  that,  were  they  fl<>^ 
alive,  they  woald  join  with  us  io  this  work,  aod  whom  wc  ac*uo«' 
Jcdgc  as  excrllent  inAremcnts,  mifed  by  God,  to  fcegrff  the  ^tp^ 
and  building  of  his  Kouie;  and  dcfire  they  .may  be  had  of  at  and  pe^^ 
fity  in  everbfliog  reaiembraiice,  wirii  thatrkfuloeft  and  honour;)  W 
that  vpe  may,  in  fome  meafare,  anfwer  fhe  gracious  P'^w^^^^^ 
God,  which  at  this  time  caUeih  upon  us  for  fnrther  reformation,  ^ 
l»ay  fatisfv  our  own  confcicnces,  ar.d  aofwcr  the  expeftation  of  e*^ 

iieibfw^d  chwchc?,  aad'  the  dcfires  of  maty  of  tb^  godly  s»moDg  ^^ 
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4tii9es,  iid  withal  gite  feme  public  teftiibooy  of  otir  endeavours  for 
unifoniilty  in  ditine  worlhip,  wbich  we  have  promiled  io  our  Solemn 
I-cagae  and  Coteuaat ;  we  hdve,  aftier  eameft  and  frequent  dilling  upon 
tbt  Dime  of  God,  and  ^t^ter  much  confultation,  not  with  flcfti  and 
lalood,  but  with  his  holy  word,  refolved  to  lay  afide  the  fbraser  liturgy, 
^mth  the  many  ritet  and  tet-emooies  formerly  ufed  it  the  wotlbtp  of 
Ood  ;  and  hate  agreed  upon  thia  following  Direftolry  f^^  all  the  parts 
of  public  worfiiip,  it  ordinary  and  extradirdinary  times. 

"Wherein  our  care  hath  been,  to  hold  fbrth  fuch  things  as  ar^  of  di- 
vine i&Aitntioa  in  every  ordinance ;  and  other  things  We  have  endea- 
voured to  fet  forth  tiocording  to  the  i-ules  of  Chriftian  prudeiice,  agree- 
able to  the  generil  nites  of  the  word  cf  God :  out  meaning  theiein  be- 
ing only,  thKt  the  general  heads,  the  fcnfe  and  fcope  of  the  prayers, 
and  other  parts  of  public  worftiip,  being  known  to  all,  there  may  be 
a  oonlenr  of  all  the  churches  in  thofe  things  that  contain  the  fubftance 
of  the  (ervice  tod  worfhtp  of  God ;  and  the  niaiilers  may  be  hereby 
dircAedy  in  their  adminiftrations,  to  keep  like  foundnefs  in  doftrine 
and  prayer,  and  m^y,  if  hted  be>  have  fome  help  and  furniture,  and 
yet  ib  as  xhef  becbme  nor  hereby  (loihful  ind  negligent  in  flirring  up 
the  gifts  of  Cbrift  in  theA ;  but  that  each  one,  by  medltadon,  by  tak- 
ing heed  to  Idmftlf  and  the  fibdt  of  God  coihmitted  to  him,  and  by 
wife  obierving  the  ways  of  divine  providence,  may  be  careful  to  fur- 
aifh  hii  Heart  and  tongue  with  further  or  other  itiaterials  of  prayer  and 
cxhorteicion  as  (hall  be  ne^lful  upofl  all  occafioms. 
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TTtHEN  the  tohgregafion  ts  to'  meet  for  pubtic  wor/hif),  the  people 
Y  V   (havmg  before  prepared  their  hearts  thereunto)  ought  all  to  come, 
and  join  therein ;  not  abfenting  thenifelves  from  the  public  ordinances 
through  negligence,  or  upon  pretence  of  private' n^eetings. 

Let  all  enter  the  aflembly,  not  irreverently,  but  in  a  grave  and  (eemly 
ttnnoer,  taking  their  feats  or  places  without  adoration,  or  bowing  them- 
ielves  towards  one  place  or  other. 

The  con'gregatbn  being  affembled,  the  minifter,  after  fbtemn  calling  . 
on  theoEi  to  the  worftipping  of  the  great  name  of  God,  Is  to  begin  with 
prayer. 

*  To  all  reference  and  humility  acknowledging  the  incomprehenfible 

*  gt-eatneis  and  ihajefty  of  the  Lord,  (in  whofe  prefence  they  do  theA 

*  in  a  (pedal  manner  appear)  and  their  own  vilenefs  and  unworthinefs 
*to  approach  lb  near  him,  with  their  utter  inaMllty  of  theraiclvtiS 
'  toib  great  a  work;   and  humbly  beieeching  him  for  paaduo,  aflift- 

*  ^oe,  and  acceptance  in  the  whole  ferilce  thai  to  be  performed  :    arid 
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*  for  a  blei&Dg  oo  that  particular  portion  of  his  word  then  to  be  rcftd' 
t  and  all  tn  the  name  aod  mediatioo  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrilt.' 

The  public  worftitp  being  begun,  the  people  are  wbdly  to  attend 
upon  it,  forbearing  to  read  any  thing,  except  what  the  difaiifter  b  then 
reading  or  cidng ;  and  abfiaining  much  oiore  frooi  all  private  whit 
peringSi  conferences,  fahitations,  or  doing  reverence  to  any  perlba  pre- 
sent, or  coming  in ;  as  alio  from  all^gazing,  fleepingi  and  other  inde- 
cent bebavionr,  which  may  difturb  the  minifter  or  people,  or  hinder 
fbemfclves  or  others  fai  the  fervioe  ot  God. 

If  any,  through  neceffity,  be  hindered  ftom  bang  prefent  at  the  be> 
pinning,  they  ought  not,  when  they  come  into  the  cong^^tiao,  m 
petake  themidves  to  their  private  devotions,  bnt  reverently  to  caa^ 
pofe  themfelves  to  join  with  th^  aflwbly*  io  that  ordinance  of  God 
wbisb  if  t|i^n  ii|  bifidf

READING  of  the  word  m  the  cpngregation,  being  part  of  the 
public  worfhtp  of  God,  (wherem  we  acknowledge  our  depen- 
dence upon  him,  and  fubje£lion  to  him)  and  one  means  ianflified  by 
him  for  the  ^i^iog  of  bjs  peppje,  fs  to  be  performed  by  the  paAors 
imd  teachers. 

Howb^it,  fucb  ^  intend  the  miniftry,  may  occafionally  both  read 
the  word,  and  exercife  their  gift  in  prea<iiing  iq  the  oontgr^tioQ,  if 
allowed  by  the  pre(bytery  thereunto. 

All  the  canonical  t)poks  of  the  Old  and  New  Tefiament  (bnt  Done  of 
fhofe  which  commonly  are  called  apocrypha)  (hall  be  publicly  read  in 
the  vulgar  toogqe,  oqt  of  the  beft  allowed  franflation,  difUn^y,  diat 
^  may  hear  and  uoderfiand* 

How  large  a  portion  ftiall  be  read  at  once,  is  left  to  the  wUdom  of 
ikt  minifter ;  but  it  Is  cooveoieot,  that  ordinarily  one  chapter  of  each 
TeAaipent  be  rei^d  a|  every  foeeting :  imd  ibmetimes  more,  where  the 
fdsapters  be  (hort,  or  ^e  coherence  of  matter  requireth  it. 

It  is  requifite  that  ^1}  the  canonical  books  be  read  over  in  order,  that 
the  peqplp  may  be  better  ac<)aaioted  with  the  whole  body  of  die  icrip- 
fures  i  ordinarily,  where  the  reading  {n  either  Teftameot  endetb  pa 
one  Lord's  day,  it  is  to  begin  the  next. 

Wc  {:onii|)end  alfo  the  more  frequent  reading  of  fuch  fcrtptures,  as 
|ie  that  readerb  (hal|  think  beft  for  edification  of  his  bearers,  as  die 
])0Qk  of  Pfalffls,  and  fuch  like. 

When  the  minifter,  who  readeth,  (hall  lodge  it  neceflary  to  expoaad 
liny  p^M^t  of  what  is  read*  let  it  not  be  done,  until  the  whole  chapter 
px  pi^im  be  ended  i  aod  regard  is  alwajs  to  be  bad  pntq  the  time,  diat 
peither  preaching*  nor  other  ordinance,  be  ftraiteoed*  or  rendered  te» 
^}ops*     Which  role  is  to  be  obferved  in  all  other  public  performances. 

B^fidf  puhljg  fe^(JiPg  Qf  ^te  \\9\}  fpriptur^s,  every  pcrfoi  tiiat  cm 
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xead,  b  to  be  exhorted  to  read  the  faipturet  prifacdy»  (and  all  others 
that  caonot  read,  if  not  difabkd  by  agp,  or  otberwife»  are  like^fe  to 
be  exhorted  to  karo  to  read)  aad  to  have  a  B3>le« 

Of  ptdBc  Prayer  hfoH  the  Sermm. 

AFTER  reading  of  the  Word,  (and  finging  of  the  Kalm)  the 
minifter  who  is  to  preach,  is  to  endeavour  to  get  his  own  and 
bis  hearers  hearts  to  be  rightly  adTefted  with  their  fins  that  they  may 
all  moorn  in  fenfe  thereof  before  the  Lord,  and  hanger  and  thirft  after 
the  grace  of  God  in  Jefns  Chrift,  by  proceeding  to  a  more  full  confeflioQ 
of  fin,  with  (hame  and  holy  confofion  of  face»  and  to  call  upon  the  Lord 
to  this  effeft. 

'  To  acknowledge  our  great  finfulnefs,   Firfti  by  reafon  of  original 

*  fin,  whidi  (befide  the  guilt  that  makes  us  liable  to  everlafUng  dam- 
^  ftatibn)  is  the  feed  of  all  other  fins,  hath  depraved  and  poifoned  all 
'  the  faculties  and  powers  of  foul  and  body,  doth  defile  our  beft  a£K- 
-*  on?,  (and  were  it  not  reftrained,  or  our  hearts  renewed  by  grace) 

*  would  break  forth  into  innumerable  tranigreflionsy  and  greateft  re- 
«  beUiens  againfi  the  Lord  that  ever  were  committed  by  the  vileft  of 
'  tlie  foQs  oif  men.  And,  next,  by  reafon  of  aAual  fin^»  our  own 
'  fins,  the  fins  cf  magiflrates,  of  minifters,  and  of  the  whole  nation, 
'  tiDto  which  we  are  many  ways  accefTory :  Which  fins  of  ours  receive 

*  many  fearfid.  aggravations,  we  having  broken  all  the  commandments 
^  of  the  holy,  jufl  and  good  law  of  God,  doing  that  which  is  forbid- 
'  den,  and  leavmg  undone  what  is  injoined ;  and  that  not  only  out  of 
'  ignorance  and  tofirmity,  but  alfo  more  prefumptuouflyi  againft  the 
'  light  of  our  minds,  checks  of  our  confidences,  and  modons  of  his 
'  own  holy  Spirit  to  the  contrary,  fi>  that  we  have  no  doke  for  our 
'  fins ;  yea,  not  only  defpifing  the  riches  of  God*s  goodnefs,  forbear- 
'  ance,  and  loog-fnffering,  but  ftending  out  againft  many  invitations- 
^  and  offers  of  grace  m  the  gofpel  •,  not  endeavouring,  as  we  ought,  to 
'  receive  Chrift  into  our  hearts  by  faidi,  or  to  walk  worthy  of  him  hi 
-■  Our  lives. 

*  To  bewail  our  blindnefs  of  mind,  hardnefs  of  heart,  tmbdief,  im 
'  penitency,  fecurity,  lukewarmnefs,  barrcnnefs ;  our  not  endeavouring 

*  after  mortification  and  newnefs  of  life ;  nor  after  the  exercife  of  gdd- 
^  line&  in  the  power  thereof,  and  that  the  beft  of  us  have  not  fo  fted- 

*  faflly  walked  with  God,  kept  our  garments  fo  unfpotted,  nor  been 
'  ib  zealous  of  hb  glory,  and  the  good  of  others,  as  we  ought:  And 
'  to  mourn  over  fuch  othcf  fins  as  the  congregation  is  particularly 

*  guilty  of  notwithftanding  the  manifold  and  great  mercies  of  our 

*  God,  the  love  of  Chrif^y  the  light  of  the  goipel,  and  reformation  of 
'  leFigion,  our  own  purpotes,  promifes,  vows,  folemn  ooveaant,  and 
'  other  fpedal  obligations  to  the  contrary. 

'  To  acknowledge  and  confeft^  that^  as  we  are  convinced  of  our 

«  goil , 
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guilt,  (b,  out  of  a  deep  feofe  thereof,  we  judge  ottdUvief  uivoiAf 
of  the  imalleil  beoeiits,  moft  worthy  of  God's  fiereeft  wvath,  «d 
of  ail  the  caries  of  the  hw,  and  htavieft  judgmeDls  infliAed  vpoo  tb 
mod  rebellious  fiuaers;  aud  that  he  might  moA  juflly  take  his  Ido^ 
dom  and  gofpel  frooi  us,  plague  us  with  all  forts  of  Ipiritoai  aod  ta- 
poral  judgments  in  this  life,  aod  after  call  us  into  utter  darknefs*  b  tie 
lake  that  burneth  with  fire  and  brimAoae,  where  is  weepiog  aad  giulb- 
ing  of  teeth  for  evermore. 

'  Notwithftanding  all  which,  to  draw  near  to  the  throoe  of  grao, 
encouraging  ourldves  with  hope  of  a  gracious  anfwer  of  oor  piaycrt, 
in  the  riches  and  ail-fufficiency  of  that  only  one  oblatioa^  the  iatisfac- 
tion  and  interceiTion  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Ghrifti  at  the  righf*ha&d  of 
his  Father,  and  our  Father,  and  in  confidence  of  the  exceediDg  fftii 
and  piecious  promifes  of  mercy  and  grace  in  the  new  coveoaot,  thro' 
the  fame  Mediator  thereof,  to  deprecate  the  heavy  wrath  and  curfe  of 
God»  which  we  are  not  able  to  avoid,  or  bear ;  and  humUy  and  eir- 
BeAly  to  fupplicate  for  mercy  in  the  htt  and  fuU  remiffioa  of  all  car 
fins,  and  that  only  for  the  bitter  fuifcrings  and  precious  merits  of  tbit 
our  only  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift. 

'  That  the  Lord  would  vouchfafe  to  (hed  abioad  his  Iotc  in  oxsthaatK 
by  the  Holy  GhoO;  feal  unto  us,  by  the  /ame  fpirit  of  adc^don,  the 
fall  aflurance  of  our  pardon  and  reconciliation ;  comfort  all  ihat  mowi 
in  Zion,  fpeak  peace  to  the  wounded  and  troubled  fpirit,  and  bind  rxf 
the  broken  hearted :  and  as  for  iecure  and  prefumptuovs  finaers»  tfaaC 
he  would  open  their  eyes,  convince  then:  confciencet,  aod  ram  then 
from  darkneis  onto  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  Ood, 
that  they  alfo  may  receive  forgivenefs  of  fin,  and  an  inheritance  Bm(»% 
them  that  are  ianftified  by  faith  in  Chrift  Jefus. 

•  With  remiiSon  of  fins  through  the  blood  of  Chrift/  to  pray  f^ 
fandificatioa  by  his  Spirit ;  the  mortifiaition  of  fin  dwelling  ia  soJ 
many  times  tyrannizing  over  us;  the  quickning  of  our  dead  fpirits, 
with  the  life  of  God  in  Chrift ;  grace  to  fit  and  enable  us  for  dl  dih 
ties  of  converlation  and  callings  towards  God  and  men,  ftreOgth  a* 
gainft  temptanons,  tKe  lanftified  ule  of  bieffings  and  aofTes,  and  pc^ 
fcvcrance  in  fiaidi  and  obedience  unto  the  end. 

*  To  pray  for  the  propiigation  of  the  goipel  and  kingdom  of  Chn^ 
to  all  nations;  for  the  converfion  of  the  Jews,  the  fulnefs  of  the  Geo* 
tiles,  the  fall  of  Anti-chrift,  and  thfc  ha(icning  of  the  Iccood  ^^^S 
of  our  Lord ;  for  the  deliverance  oi  the  diftrelRjd  churches  abroad 
from  the  tyranny  of  the  anti-chriftian  fa^ion,  and  from  the  cruel  op- 
prcilicns  and  blafphemies  of  the  Turk ;  for  the  blcffing  of  God  upctt 
ail  the  reformed  churches,  efpecially  upon  the  churches  and  kiog* 
doms  of  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland,  now  more  ftriftly  and  tcH' 
gioufl)  united *in'  the  Solemn  National  League  and  Covenant;  an^ 
for  our  plantations  in  the  remote  pirta  of  the  world  ;  more  particn- 
hrly  tor  that  church-  and  kingdom'  whereof  wc  arc  members,  that

meafis  of  grace ;  heal  alt  oar  rents  and  di«ifioaS|  and  preferre  us  from 
breach  of  our  Sokdio  Covenant. 

<  To  pray  for  aU  in  aathorkyi  elpedaUy  for  the  king's  majedy,  that 

God  would  make  him  rich  in  bleffings,  both  ih  his  perfon  and  go** 

vcniflieat;    eftaMi(h  his  throne  in  religbn  and  righreonftelfiy  lave 

him  from  evti  oouorei,  and  make  him  a  bleflfed  and  glprioiis  inftm- 

niesf ,  for  the  coniervatk>o  and  propagatkn  of  the  gofpel,  for  the  en- 

conragement  and  proteAioo  of  them  that  do  well,  the  terror  of  thenr 

that  do  evti,  and  the  great  good  of  the  whole  church,  and  of  all  his 

kingdoms ;  for  die  converrton  of  the  qneen,  the  rdigioiis  education 

^  of  the  prince^  and  the  rdl  of  the  royal  feed ;  for  the  oomforting  ^ 

^  afflicted  queen  of  Bohemia,  fifler  to  our  Ibvereigo,  and  for  the  refK- 

'  tntioB  and  cftabKifament  of  the  illafirions  prince  Charles,  ekAor  Pa- 

^  Ifttme  of  the  Rhine,  to  all  bis  domimoos  and  dignities;   for  a  bleffing 

^  tipon  the  high  court  of  Parliament  (when  fttting  in  any  of^thefe  king- 

^  doms  rtrpe<^ively)  .the  nobility,  the  ftibordinate  judges  and  magif- 

>  traies,  the  gentry,  and  all  the  comfponaiity ;  for  ail  pafiors  and  teach- 

'  ers.  that  God  woirld  fill  them  with  his  Spirit,  make  them  exampia- 

*  rily  holy,  fobcr,  jnAi  peaceable,  and  gracious  Hi  their  lives,  ibnnd, 
^  faithful,  wqA  powerful  in  their  mt&iitry ;  and  foHow  all  their  labours 
^  wich  abondance  of  foccefi  of  bkflSng :  and  give  unto  all  his  peopld

'  And  with  confidence  of  his  oiercy  to  his  whole  chorcb,  and  the 
'  acceptance  of  our  peribns,  through  the  merits  and  mediadod  of  omr 

*  high  prieft,  the  Lord  Jelus,  to  profefs  that  it  is  the  deiire  of  our  foals 
'  to  have  fellowHiip  with  God,  in  the  reverend  and  conidbnaUe  ufe 
Vof  fai9  holy  ordinances;  and,  to  that  purpofe,  to  pray  cameflly  for 
'  his  grace  and  cfTeOual  affiftance  to  the  lanAification  of  his  holy  fab- 

*  bath,  the  Lord's  day,  in  all  duties  thereof,  public  and  private,  both  td 
'  ourfehrcs,  and  to  all  other  congregations  of  his  people,  according  to 
'  the  riches  and  excellency  of  the  gofpel,  this  day  celebrated  and 
^  eajoyed. 

'  i^nd  becaule  we  have  been  unprofitable  hearers  in  times  pafi,  and 
^  oow  canqot  of  ourfehres  rtcdvc  as  we  /bould»  the  deep  tfaa^  of  CSod, 

*  the 
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the  myfteries  of  JeTus  Chrift^  which  reqaire  a  (piiittuil  dHbenuag ;  to 
pray»  that  the  Lord,  who  teocheth  to  profit,  would  gradoafl;  pkafc 
to  poar  oat  the  Spirit  of  gnoct  together  with  the  oofward  ncu 
thereof,  canfiog  as  to  attaio  liich  a  aieaTiure  of  the  excdlency  of  tk 
koowlejge  of  Chrift  Jefot  oor  Lord»  and,  in  him,  of  the  tfaioip  which 
beloog  40  oor  peace,  that  we  may  accooat  all  things  but  as  droftk 
comparifoa  of  him :  and,  that  we,  tafliag  the  firft-frnita  of  the  g)arj 
that  Is  to  be  revealed,  may  loog  for  a  more  foil  and  perfeft  oaDBU- 
nioQ  with  him,  thai  where  he  is,  we  may  be  alio,  and  «>joy  the  fid* 
Deis  of  thoTe  joya  and  pleafures,  which  are  at  his  right-baod  h 
evermore. 

*  More  particularly,  that  God  would  io  a  lped|^  maimer  fitniifii  his 
iervant  (now  called  to  difpeoie  the  bread  of  life  unto  his  booiboM) 
with  Wiidom,  ifidelity^  Zeal,  and  otteraoce,  that  he  may  divide  th 
word  of  God  aright,  to  every  one  hb  pordon,  in  evidence  and  de* 
mooAration  of  the  Spirit  aod  power ;   and  that  the  Lord  woold  or- 
cumdfe  the  ears  aod  hearu  of  die  hearers,  to  hear,  love,  and  leoein 
with  mef;;;nels  the  Sografted  word,  which  is  able  to  iave  their  iool^ 
make  them  as  good  groond  to  receive  in  the  good  feed  of  the  worit 
and  ftrengthen  them  agaioft  the  temptatiooaof  Satan,  the  caret  of  the 
world,  th^  hardoeis  of  their  own  hearts,  and  whatlbever  eUe  msf 
hinder  their  profitable  and  (aving  hearing;   that  fo  Chrift  may  beio 
formed  in  them,  and  live  in  tb^m,  that  all  their  thoughts  may  be 
brought  into  captivity  to  the  obedience  of  Chrift,  and  their  bearo 
cftabli(bed.in  every  good  word  and  worlc  for  ever.' 
We  judge  this  to  be  a  convenient  order,   in  the  ordinary  pohtk 
prayer ;  yet  fo,  as  the  minifter  may  defer  (as  in  prudence  he  fliall  thiolE 
meet)  jome  part  pf  tbefe  petitions  till  after  his  fermon,  or  ofter  op  (o 
God  feme  of  the  thankrgiviBgs  hereafter  appointed,  in  his  prayer  b^ 
fore  his  lermon. 

Cf  the  Preaching,  cf  the  Word, 

T)Reaching  of  the  word,  being  the  power  of  God  onto  ialvation,  ^ 
^  ooe  of  the  greatefi  and  moft  excellent  works  belongiog  to  the  loi* 
niftry  of  the  gofpeU  (hould  be  h  performed,  that  the  workman  need 
not  be  a(hamtd,  but  may  fave  himfeif,  and  thoie  that  hear  him.  . 

It  is  pr«>'uppofed  (according  to  the  rules  for  ordination)  that  the  au< 
nifler  of  Chrift  is  in  fome  good  meafure  gifted  for  (b  weighty  a  fervicep 
by  his  (kill  in  the  origiuat  languages,  aod  in  fuch  arts  aod  fcieoces^ 
are  hand-maicls  unto  divinity ;  by  his  knowledge  in  the  whole  body  ^ 
theology,  but  moil  of  all  in  the  holy  Icrlptures,  having  his  feoics  ^^ 
heart  exerciied  in  them  above  the  common  foft  of  believers ;  and  by  ^ 
illuminaiioQ  of  God's  Spirir,  and  other  gifts  of  edifications,  which  (t^ 
\  gethtr  with  reading  and  ftudyiog  of  the  word)  he  ought  flill  lof^ 

by  prayer,  and  an  huafttie  heart,  rcfolvinc  to  admit  and  receive  J^P? 
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tmth  not  yet  attained,  whenrrer  God  fhall  make  it  known  nnto  him. 
All  which  he  is  to  mdu  ufe  of,  and  improve,  in  lut  private  jpreparati- 
oos,  belbre  he  deliver  in  pubfic  what  he  hath  provided.     * 

Ordioarily,  the  iiibjeft  of  his  fermon  is  to  be  Ibme  text  of  fcriptnie/ 
boldiog  forth  ibme  principle  or  head  of  relig^>  or  fnttable  to  Jbme 
fpeoal  occafion  emei^t;  er  he  may  00  on  in  ibme  chapter,  p&lm,  or 
book  of  the  holy  fcripcnre,  as  he  ihaQ  lee  fit. 
'  JLcc  tlie  uitroda£Hon  to  his  text  be  brief  and  confpicnovs.  drawn 
froan  die  text  itl^,  or  oootexty  or  fome  paraUe!  phce,  oir  general  fentence 
of  Icriptnre. 

IP  die  text  be  kng  (a$  in  hiftories  and  parables  it  fometimes  mnft  be) 

Ice  him  ^ve  a  brief  fum  of  it;  if  Ihort,  a  paraphraie  thereof,  if  need 

be  s  in  both,  loolung  diligently  to  the  (cope  of  the  text,  and  pointiog  at 

the  chief  heads  and  grounds  €>f  the  doQrine  which  he  is  to  raile  from  it. 

lo  analyfing  and  dividing  his  text,  he  is  to  regard  more  the  order 

,of  matter  thw  of  words,  and  neither  to  burden  the  memory  of  the 

bearers  in  the  beginning  with  too  many  members  of  diidfion,  nor  to 

trooble  dicir  minds  with  obieure  terms  of  art. 

Is  raifiig  doArines  from  the  text,  lus  care  ought  to  be,  Firft,  That 
die  matter  be  the  tmtli  of  God.  Secondly,  That  it  be  a  truth  con* 
taiDcd  in,  or  grounded  on  that  text,  that  the  Iftarers  may  difcem  bow 
God  teadieth  it  from  thence*  Thirdly,  That  he  chiefly  infift  upon 
tbofe  dofirines  whidi  are  principally  intended^  and  make  moft  for  the 
edificadon  of  die  hearers. 

The  doftrine  is  to  be  exprefled  in  plain  terms;  or,  if  any  thmg  in 
It  need  explication,  it  is  to  be  opened,  and  the  confequence  alfe  from  (he 
text  declared.  The  parallel  places  of  fcripture  coolmning  the  do6irioe^ 
are  rather  to  be  pbun  and  pertinent,  than  many,  and  (if  need  be)  fome* 
what  infified  upon,  and  applied  to  the  purpofe  in  hand. 

The  arguments  or  realons  are  to  be  felid,  and  as  much  as  may  i>e 
tonvindng.  The  illulfaiitions,  of  what  land  foever,  oxs^i  to  be  fuU 
of  light,  and  fuch  as  may  convey  the  truth  mto  the  hearers  heart  widi 
ipirttual  delight. 

If  any  boubt,  obvious  from  fcripture,  reaibn,  or  prejudice  of  the  hear- 
trs,  leem  to  artfe,  it  b  very  requUite  to  remove  it,  by  re<»onciling  the 
feeming  differences,  aafwfcring  the  reafoas,  and  dtfcovering  and  taking 
tway  £e  canfes  of  prejudioe  and  mifbke-  Otherwiie,  it  is  net  fit  to  de- 
tain die  hearers  whfa  propounding  or  aafwering  vain  or  wicked  cavils, 
Which,  as  they  are  endlefs,  fo  the  propound'mg  and  anfwering  of  them 
I     dotk  more  liiiider,  than  promote  edification. 

He  is  not  to  refl  in  genera!  doftrine,  although  never  fb  mtid>  dear- 
cd  aad  confirmed,  but  to  bring  it  home  to  fpfchd  ufe,  by  applicatiaa 
to  his  hearers :  which  albeit  it  prove  a  work  of  great  difficulty  to  him- 
fAU  requiring  much  prudence,  zeal  and  meditation,  and  to  the  natu- 
nl  and  corrupt  nun  will  be  very  unpleafaat;  yet  he  is  to  endeavour  to 
perform  ir  in  fuch  a  manneri  that  his  auditors  may  feipl  the  word  of  God 

CO 
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to  be  quick  and  powerful^  and  a  dilceroer  of  the  tbonghts  and  iDleBti 
of  the  heart  i  and  thar»  if  any  aabeliever  or  igooraDt  perioo  bt  pI^ 
feDt,  he  may  have  the  fecreti  of  his  hcajrt  nwdc  BUDifeiU  aod  gm  gkxj 
to  God. 

la  the  ofe  of  ioftru£Hon  or  loformatioo  m  ihe  kmywMge  of  iboc 
truth,  which  \%  a  cooiequence  from  his  doArine,  be  may  (when  coi* 
veoient)  coofirm  it  by  a  few  firtn  arguments  from  the  tent  i&haod, 
and  other  places  q\  faipture,  or  from  the  nature  of  that  ceBunoo-piace 
in  divinity,  whereof  that  troth  is  a  branch. 

In  confutation  of  falfe  doflrines,  he  is  neither  to  raiie  an  old  hore^ 

fram  the  grave,  nor  to  mention  a  blaipbemous  ofnnioo  unngceflarily* 

Buty  ifthe  people  be  in  danger  of  an  error,  he  is  to  coafute  it  ibnndij, 

and  endeavour,  to  iatisfy  their  judgments  and  confeienccs  againft  il 

objeftions. 

In  exhorting  to  duties,  he  is,  as  he  feetb  cauie,  to  teach  alio  ik 
flMans  that  help  to  the  performance  of  them. 

. .  In  exhortation,  reprehenfion,  aod  public  admonitioQ  (which  reqoint 
fpecial  wifdom)  let  him,  as  there  fliall  be  caule,  not  only  diibover  ibe 
nature  and  greatacfs  of  the  fin,  with  the  miiery  attendtog  it,  but  alio 
(hew  the  danger  his  hearers  are  in  to  he  overtaken  aod  AirfuifiDd  bf 
it,  together  with  the  reaaedies  and  btft  way  to  avoid  it. 

In  applying  comfort,  whether  general  againft  all  temptationa.  or  lls^ 
ticular  agaunA  Ibme  fpecial  troubles  or  terrors,  he  is  carefully  to  anlWet 
fuch  objections  as  a  troubled  heart  and  affliCl^  fpirit  may  fuggeft  to  tiic 
ooDtrary. 

It  is  alio  (bmetimes  requifite  to  give  fbme  notes  of  trial  (which  ii 
very  profitable,  efpectally  when  performed  by  able  and  expericBoed  ou* 
nifteri,  with  drcumfpedioo  and  prudence^  and  the  figns  dearly  gronod- 
ed  on  the  holy  fcripture)  whereby  the  hearers  may  be  able  to  examiae 
themfelves,  whether  they  have  attained  tbo(e  graces,  and  performed  thole 
duties  to  which  be  exhorteth,  or  be  guilty  <rf  the  fin  reprebendedt  9sA 
itt  danger  of  the  judgments  threatened,  or  are  fuch  to  whom  the  coolO' 
lations  propoundoi  do  belong;  that  accordingly  they  may  be  qnidceocd 
aod  excited  to  doty,  humbled  for  their  wants  and  fins,  affoAcd  with 
thdr  danger,  and  ftrengthened  mth  comfort,  as  their  condition  upoo  cx« 
aminatioQ  (hall  require. 

And,  as  he  needeth  not  alwaya  to  proiecute  every  doClrine  wUcA 
lies  in  his  textt  fi>  is  he  wifely  to  make  dioice  of  inch  nles^  as  by  hi<  <^ 
fidenceand  converfiBg  with  his  flock,  he  fiodeth  mofi  needful  and  fea* 
fooable,  and|  amongft  thele,  fuch  as  may  moft  draw  their  ibak  to  Cbri/b 
the  Fountain  of  light,  holinefs  and  comfort. 

This  method  is  not  prefcribad  as  neceflary  for  ever/ man,  or  upoo 

every  text ;  but  only  reoommended,  as  being  found  by  experienoe  to 

be  very  much  blefled,  of  Cody  aod  very  hdpfttl  for  the  people's  unibr' 

fundings  and  memories* 

Bat 
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B«t  die  lervanc  of  Cbrift»  whatever  his  method  b^  is  to  perform  his 
whole  miniAry, 

1 .  Fainfaliy»  not  doing  the  work  of  the  Lord  negligeody. 

2.  PlaiDly,  That  the  meaneft  may  underftand ;  deliveriog  the  truth, 
not  in  the  cniiciog  words  oLman's  wifdom,  b«t  ip  demotiftrati<m  of 
tke  IfMric  and  of  power,  left  the  aols  of  Chrifl  (hould  be  made  of  oooe 
cffefi  ;  abftaioiDg  alio  from  ao  uoprofitable  afe  of  uokoowa  toagucs^ 
ftrange  phrafes^  and  cadences  of  founds  and  words ;  fparingly  citing  fea- 
tencet  of  ecdefiaAical  or  other  human  writer|»  antient  or  modem,  be 
they  oerer  fo  el^ant. 

3*  Faithfully »  looking  at  the  honour  of  Chrift,  the  converiioa,  edi- 
fication and  lalvation  of  the  people^  not  at  his  own  gain  or  (^y; 
keeping  nothing  back  which  may  promote  tbele  holy  ends,  giving  to 
every  one  his  own  portion,  and  bearing  indifferent  refpeA  unto  ^U, 
iyithootneg]e£king  the  meanefli  or  fparing  the  greateft  in  their  fins.. 

4.  Wifely,  framing  ail  his  doftrines,  exhorutioos,  and  eipecially  his 
reproofs*  in  fuch  a  manner  as  may  be  moft  likely  to  prevail;  (hewing 
all  doe  reTpeCl  to  each  man's  perfon  and  place,  and  not  mixing  his  own 
paflsoQ  or  bitternefs. 

5.  Gravely,  as  bccometb  the  word  of  God;  (hnnaingall  fuch  get 
tnrc»  voice  and  cxpreiSoos,  as  may  occafioa  the  corruptioos  of  men  to 
deljpiie  him  and  bis  miniAry* 

6.  With  loving  afie&ion,  that  the  people  may  iec  ail  coming  from 
his  godly  zeal^  and  hearty  defire  to  do  them  good.    And, 

[  f.  As  aught  of  God,  and  perfuaded  in  his  own  heart,  that  all« 
that  he  teacheth  is  the  truth  of  Chrift ;  and  walking  before  his  flock« 
as  an  example  to  them  in  it;  earnefily,  both  in  private  and  public, 

,  recommaiding  his  labours  to  the  bie/Cng  of  God,  and  watchfully 
koking  to  himfelf,  and  the  flock  wher»^  the  Lord  hath  made  him 

/  oveHca*;  fo  fliall  the  doArine  of  uuth  be  preferved  uncorrupt,  many 
Ibnls  converted  and  built  up,  himicif  receive  manifold  comforts  of  his 
labours  even  in  this  life,  and  afterward  the  crown  of  glory  laid  up  for 

!  Mm  in  the  world  to  come. 

AVhere  there  are  more  minifters  in  a  congregation  than  one,  and  they 
of  difl^ent  gifts^  each  may  more  efpedally  apply  himfelf  to  doflrintf  or 
exhortation,  according  to  the  gift  wherein  he  moft  excelleth,  and  as  they 
fliall  agree  between  themlelves«

Of  Trayer  after  Sermon^ 

I   'T*H£  lermoa  being  ended,  the  minifier  is  *  To^ve  thaakt  for  the 
'  *  great  love  of  God*,  in  iending  his  Son  Jefus  Chrtft  unto  us ;  for 

'  the  commiHiiGation  of  his  holy  •  Spirit :  fpr  the  Kght  and  liberty  of 

*  the  gkirious  gofpel,  and  the  rich  and  heavenly  bicffiqgs  revealed 

*  therdn;  as  namelji  election,  vocation,  adoption,  juftification,  ianc* 

*  titicatioo. 
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•  tificatioQ  and  hope  of  glory ;  for  die  adminble  goodoeft  of  Goi 
«  \m  freeing  tbe  land  from  and-chriftian  darkneft  and  tjnsmjt  and  for 
«  all  other  national  dernrerances ;  for  the  reformatioo  of  reHgioa ;  ftr 
<  the  covenant ;  and  for  many  temporal  bleflinga. 

<  To  pray  for  tbe'continuanoe  of  the  golpel,  «nd  aB  ordtonxa 
^  thereof,  in  their  pority,  power  and  liberty :  To  turn  tbe  chief  ud 
'  moft  niefxil  beads  of  the  fermoa  into  ibme  few  petidona ;  and  to  prt; 
^  that  it  may  abide  in  the  heart  and  brhg  forth  fruit. 

«  To  pray  for  preparation  for  death  and  jadgment»  and  a  watduog 
«  for  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chriftt  To  iotreftt  of  God  diefeh 

*  giveneft  of  the  iniquities  of  our  holy  tfaings»  and  the  acceptatioo  i 
'  our  fpiritaal  iaaifice,  through  the  merit  and  mediation  of  oor  p^Si 
«  high  Prieft  and  Saviour  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrifl/ 

.And  becaufe  the  prayer  which  Chrift  taught  bis  difciples»  is  not  al- 
ly a  |Nittern  of  prayer,  but  itfelf  a  moA  comprehenfit^e  prayer,  we  tt' 
commend  it  alio  to  be  uied  in  the  prayers  of  the  church. 

And  whereas,  at  the  adminiftration  of  the  facraments,  the  hclSaf 
public  fafis  and  days  of  thank^ving,  and  other  ipedal  occafioD^ 
which  may  afford  matter  of  fpedal  petitions  and  thank%ivings ;  it  n 
requifite  to  exprefs  fomewhat  in  our  public  prayers  (as  at  tUs  nm  t 
is  our  duty  to  pray  for  a  bleflbg  upon  the  aflembly  of  dbinei,  the 
armies  by  fea  and  land,  for  the  defence  of  the  king,  und  parliaoxflti 
and  kingdom)  every  minifter  is  herein  to  apply  himfelf  in  bis  prayer, 
before  or  after  lermon,  to  thofe  occafions :  but,  for  tlie  fbaimcri  k 
is  left  to  his  liberty  as  God  (hall  direA  and  enable  him,  in  )»ety  vd 
wifdom  to  difcharge  his  duty. 

The  prayer  ended,  let  a  pfalm  be  fung,  if  with  conveniency  it  ^1 
be  done.  After  whkh  (unlefs  Ibme  other  ordinance  of  Chrift,  ^ 
concemeth  the  congregation  «t  that  time,  be  to  follow)  let  tbe  vaiaiikx 
difini&  the  congregation  with  a  fblemn  bleifing. 

Of  the  Adminiflration  of  the  SacraxneQts: 

And  fir  ft,  Of  Bapttfm. 

BAptifm,  as  it  b  not  unnecefTarily  to  be  dehyed,  fo  it  ts  not  to  be 
adminilhred  m  any  cafe  by  any  private  perfin,  but  by  <  oubh^ 
of  Chrifl,  called  to  be  the  fleward  of  the  myfteries  of  God.  . 

Nor  is  it  to  be  adminiftred  in  private  places,  or  privatriyi  bff^  ^ 
the  place  of  public  worAup,  and  in  the  face  of  tne  ^^^^ 
where  the  people  may  moft  conveniently  fee  and  bear;  and  ooi  |0  '^  ^ 
places  where  fonts  in  the  time  of  Ppperyi  were  unfidy  and  fiipcrffi^^' 
Plac«l.  ^, 
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The  child  to  be  baptized,  after  notice  g»veD  to  the  mini/ler  the  day 
before,  is  to  be  prefented  by  the  father,  or  (in  cafe  of  his  nece(rary  ab- 
fence)  by  (btne  Chriftian  friend  in  hit  place,  profiiling  bis  earneil  de- 
lire  th^t  the  child  may  be  baptized. 

Before  baptifm,  the  miuiiiei  is  to  ufe  (bme  words  of  Indrutflion.  touch- 
log  the  inftitution^  nature,  ufe,  and  ends  of  this  facrament :   fhcruing, 

•  That  it  is  infUtuted  by  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  ;  That  it  is  a  ibnl  of 
the  covenant  of  grace,  ot  our  ingrafting  into  Chri(l,  and  of  our  uni- 
OQ  with  hi 01,  of  remii&on  of  fins',  regeneration,  adoption,  and  Jifc 
eternal:  That  the  water,  in  baptilm,  repreienteth  and  fignificth» 
both  the  blood  of  Chrid,  which  taketh  away  all  guilt  of  fm,  origi- 
nal and  actual;  and  the  (anflifying  vertue  of  the  Ipirit  of  Chrid  a- 
gainft  the  dominion  of  fin,  and  the  corruption  of  our  finful  nature  : 
That  baptizing,  or  fprinkling  and  walhing  with  water,  fignifieth 
the  cleanfing  from  fin  by  the  blood  and  for  the  merit  of  Chrift,  ic- 
gether  with  the  mortification  of  fin,  and  rifiag  from  fin  to  newncls 
of  life,  by  vertue  of  the  death  and  refurreftion  of  Chrifl :  That  tl^e 
promiie  is  made  to  believers  and  their  (eed;  and  that  the  feed  and 
poflerity  of  the  faithful,  bom  within  the  church,  have,  by  the  birth, 
iDterefl  io  the  covenant,  and  right  to  the  fcal  of  it,  and  to  the  out- 
ward privileges  of  the  church,  under  the  gofpel.  no  lets  than  the 
children  of  Abraham  in  the  time  of  the  Old  Tciiament ;  the  covenant 
of  grace,  for  fubftance*  being  the  fame ;  and  the  grace  of  God,  and 
the  coniblation  of  believers,  more  plentiful  than  before :  That  the 
Son  of  CTod  admitted  little  children  into  his  prefence,  embracing  and 
bleflSng  them,  faying,  For  of  fueh  is  the  kingdom  of  Cod :  That  chil- 
dren, by  baptifm,  are  fblemnly  received  into  the  bofom  of  the  vlfible 
church  diflinguiflied  from  the  world,  and  them  that  are  without, 
and  united  with  believers ;  and  that  all  who  are  baptized  in  the  name 
of  Chrift,  do  renounce,  and  by  their  baptifm  are  bound  to  fight  a- 
gainft  the  devih  the  world,  and  the  f]e(h  :  That  they  are  Chriflinns, 
and  foederally  holy  before  baptifm,  and  therefore  are  they  baptized ; 
that  the  inward  grace  and  vertue  of  baptifm  is  not  tied  to  that  very 
moment  of  time  wherein  it  is  adminiftered^  and  that  the  fruit  and 
power  thereot  reacheth  to  the  whole  courle  of  our  life ;  and  that  out 
ward  baptifm  is  not  fo  nccefTary,  that  through  the  want  thereof  the 
infant  is  in  danger  of  damnation,  or  the  parents  guilty,  if  they  do 
not  contemn  or  oeglefl  the  ordinance  of  Chrift,  when  and  where  it 
may  be  had.' 

In  thefe  or  the  like  inftruAions,  the  minifter  is  to  ufe  his  own  liberty 
and  godly  wifdom,  as  the  ignorance  or  errors  in  the  dodlrine  of  bap- 
tifm, and  the  edification  of  the  people,  fhall  require. 

He  is  alfo  to  admonifti  all  that  arc  prefent, 

*  To  look  back  to  their  baptifm;  to  repent  of  their  fins  agalnft  their 

*  covenant  with  God;   to  ftir  up  their  faith;   to  improve  and   make 

*  right  ufe  of  their  baptilm,  and  of  the  covenant  feaUd  thereby  betwixt 
\'  God  and  their  fouls.'  .  I  i  '  1  o 
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He  is  to  exhort  the  par«Dt, 

*  To  confidcr  the  great  mercy  of  God  to  hhn  aod  his  diild;  to  bring 
'  up  the  child  in  the  knowledge  of  the  grounds  of  the  Chtiftuo  reB(^ 

*  OQ,  and  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord;  and  to  kt  him 
'  know  the  danger  of  God*s  wrath  to  himielf  and  chUd,  if  he  be  negB- 

*  gent :  requiring  his  iblemn  promile  for  the  performance  of  his  duty.' 

This  being  done,  prayer  is  alio  to  be  joined  with  the  word  of  inffi* 
tution,  for  lanAifying  the  water  to  this  (pirituai  u(e ;  aod  the  jninifler 
is  to  pray  to  this,  or  the  like  cfFcft  ; 

*  That  the  Lord  who  hath  not  left  us  as  ftrangers  without  the  coir* 
^  nant  of  ptomife*  but  called  us  to  the  privileges  of  his  ordmanoet, 

*  would  gracioufly  vouchfafe  to  fanftify  and  blefe  his  own  ordinance  of 

*  baptilin  at  this  time  :  That  he  would  join  the  inward  baptifm  of  his 
'  Spirit  with  the  outward  baptifm  of  water;  make  this  baptilm  to  the 
'  infant  a  ieal  of  adoption,  remiflion  of  fin,  regeneration  and  eteroil 

*  lite,  and  all  other  promifes  of  the  covenant  of  grace :   That  die  child 

*  may  be  planted  into  the  likenefs  of  the  death  and  reforrefHoo  of 

*  ChriA ;  and  that,  the  body  of  fin  being  dedibyed  in  him,  he  insy 

*  ferve  God  in  newnefs  of  life  all  his  days/ 

Then  the  minidcr  is  to  demand  the  name  of  the  child,  which  bdflg 
told  him^  he  is  to  fay,  (calling  the  child  by  his  name.) 

/  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father^  and  of  the  Son,  anJef  tie 
Holy  Ghoft. 

As  he  pronounceth  theie  words,  he  is  to  baptize  the  child  with 
water :  whict>  tor  the  manner  of  doing  of  it,  is  not  only  lawful  hot 
fufficient  and  moft  expedient  to  be,  by  pouring  or  fprinklin'g  of  the 
water  on  the  face  of  the  child,  without  adding  any  other  ceremony. 

This  done,  he  is  to  give  thanks  and  pray,  to  this  or  the  fike  por* 
pofe; 

^  Acknowledging  with  all  thankfulnefi,  that  the  Lord  is  true  aDo 
'  faithful  in  keeping  covenant  and  mercy ;  That  he  is  good  and  grao* 
'  ous,  not  only  in  that  he  numbereth  us  among  his  faints,  but  is  plealed 
'  alio  to  beftow  upon  our  children  this  fingular  token  and  badge  oi  h'S 

*  love  in  Chrift :  That,  in  his  ti  uth  and  fpecial  providence*  be  daily 

*  briogeth  fome  into  the  bolbm  of  his  church,  to  be  partakers  of  h* 

<  ineftimable  benefits,  purchafed  by  the  blood  of  his  dear  Son,  for  the 
'  continuance  and  increafe  of  hi?  church. 

*  And  praying,  Thnt  the  Lord  would  ftill  continue,  dnd  daily  con- 

*  firm  more  and  more  this  his  un/peakable  favour ;  That  he  would  rc- 
'  ceive  the  infant,  now  baptized,  and  foleninly  entered  into  the  \iOoDyxM' 

<  of  faith,  into  bis  fatherly  tuition  and  defence,  and  remember  bio 

*  with  the  favour  that  he  ibeweth  to  his  peofde:  Tlxat,  if  he  fhall  be 

*  taken  out  of  this  life  in  his  infancy,  the  Lord,  who  is  rich  in  ■'^^' 

*  would  be  pleafed  to  receive  him  up  into  glory ;  and  if  he  live,  *oa 

*  nttnla  the  years  of  difcretion,  that  the  Lord  would  fo  teach  hi©  by 
'  his  word  and  Spirit,  and  make  his  baptifin  efieftual  to  Ud,  >&'  |^ 
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'  uphold  htm  by  his  divine  power  aod  grace,  that  by  fkith  he  may  pre- 
'  vail  againft  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the  flefh,  tiU  in  the  end  he  ob- 

*  taiQ  a  full  aod  fioal  victory,  aod  (b  b^  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
^  throagh  faith  uato  lalvatioOi  through  Jefus  Chnft  our  Lord/ 

Of  the  Celebration   of  the  Communion,  or  Sacrament  of  the 

LorcTs  Supper* 

TH  £  commaQioDi  or  fopper  of  th.:  Lord  is  frequently  to  be  ce^ 
lebrated  :  but  how  often  may  be  coufideied,  aod  determined  by 
the  mioiderSy  and  other  church-governors  of  each  Con^^regatioo,  as 
they  fhail  find  convenient  for  the  comfort  aod  edification  of  the  people 
committed  to  their  charge.  And^  when  it  (lyill  be  adminiilered^  we 
jodge  it  convenicot  to  be  done  aher  the  morning  fermon- 

The  ignorant  and  the  fcandalous  are  pot  fit  to  receive^  the  facrament 
of  the  Lord's  fupper. 

Where  this  facrament  cannot  \?ith  Convenience  be  frequently  admi'* 
Diflered,  it  is  requifite  that  public  warning  be  given  the  labbath-day 
before  the  adminiftration  thereof:  And  that  either  then,  or  on  (om^ 
day  of  that  week^  ibmething  concerning  that  ordinance  thereuntO|  and 
participation  thereof,  be  taught ;  <  that  by  the  diHgent  ule  of  all  means 
lanAificd  of  God  to  that  end.  both  in  public  and  private,  all  may  come 
better  prepared  to  that  heavenly  feaft. 

When  the  day  is  come  for  adminiftration,  the  mintfler,  having  end* 
ed  bis  fermon  and  prayer.  Ihall  make  a  (hort  exhortation. 

'  Expreffiog  the  ineftimabie  benefit  we  have  by  this  facrament ;   to* 
'  gether  with  the  ends  and  ufe  thereof:    fetdng  forth  the  great  necef^ 
'  fity  of  having  our  comforts  and  Hrength  renewed  thereby,  in  this    1 
f.  our  pilgrimage  and  warfare :  how  neceflary  it  is  that  we  come  unto  i 
'  it  with  knowledge,  faith,  repentance,  love,  and  with  hungering  aod  j 

*  thirfiiog  fonis  after  Chrift  and»  his  benefits  :  how  great  the  danger^ 
■  to  eat  and  drink  unworthily.  ^ 

*  Nezti  be  is,  in  the  name  of  Chrift,  on  the  one  part,  to  warn  nil* 

<  fuch  as  are  ignorant^  icandalouSi  profane,  or  that  live  in  any  fin  01' 

<  offence  agaioft  their  knowledge  or  conrdence^  that  they  prefume  not 

*  to  come  to  that  holy  table;    (hewing  them,  thnt  he  that  eateth  and* 

*  drinketh  uoworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh  judgment  unto  himfeifi 

*  And^  on  the  other  part,  he  is  in  efpecial  manner  to  invite  and  en-* 
'  courage  all  that  labour  Under  the  (cnfe  of  the  burden  of  their  fins, 

*  and  fear  of  wrath,  and  defire  to  reach  out  unto  a  greater  progrefs  in 
'  gfaee  than  yet  they  can  attain  unto,"^  to  come  to  the  Lords  table  % 

*  aiTuring  them,  in^  the  fame  name,  of  ea(e,  refrelbiog  aod  firength  io 

*  their  weak  aod  wearied  (bolr«*  ^  ^

fere  decently  covered,  and  io  conveniently  placed,  that  the  commnniJ 

lis  cirf^ 
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cants  may  orderly  fit  about  it,  or  at  it.  The  minifter  is  to  begjn  the 
achon  with  iandlilying  and  blciBog  the  clement  of  bread  and  wine  fet 
before  him  (the  bread  in  comely  and  convenient  TcfleJs,  Q>  prepared, 
that  being  broken  by  him,  and  given,  it  may  be  di(Vributed  amongft 
the  communicants:  the^ine  alfo  in  large  cups)  having  firft  inafev 
words  (hewed)  that  thofe  elements,  oiherwile  common,  are  aow  ict 
apart  and  ian£lified  to  this  holy  uie,  by  the  word  of  ioAitatioa  and 
prayer.  ^ 

Let  the  words  of  inftitntion  be  read  out  of  the  evangelifts,  or  out 
of  the  firft  epiftlcof  Paul  to  the  Corinthians,  chap.  xi.  23.  /  have  re- 
ceived of  the  Lord,  &c.  to  the  27 ih  vcrfe,  which  the  miniirer  may, 
when  he  feeth  requifite,  explain  and  apply-

•  With  humble  and  hearty  acknowledgment  of  the  grcdtnefe  of  our

*  give  thanks  to  God  for  all  his  benefits,  and  efpedally  for  that  great 
'  benefit  of  our  redemption,  the  love  of  God  the  Father,  the  fnffknuff 

*  and  merits  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  the  Son  of  God,  by  which  wc 
'  ure  delivered  ;  and  for  all  means  of  grace,  the  word  and  facraments ; 

*  and  for  this  facrament  in  particular,  by  which  Chrift,  and  all  his 
''  benefits,  are  applied  and  fealcd  up  unto  us,  notwithftaodiDg  the  de- 

*  nial  .of  them  unto  others,  are  in  great  mercy  continued  unto  us,  ^fcr 
^  fo  much  and  long  abnfe  of  them  all.

The  mioifler  is  to  give  folemn  thanks  to  God,

'  in  that  faaameot;  and  to  iooreat  for  pardon  for  the  defedls  of  the 
'  whole  fervice,  and  for  the  gracious  affiftance  of  his  good  Spirit, 
'  whereby  they  may  be  enabled  to  walk  in  the  ftrength  of  that  grace, 
'  as  becometh  thofe  who  have  received  lb  great  pledges  of  lalvation.' 

The  coUeAion  for  the  poor,  is  io  to  be  ordered,  that  no  part  of 
Ac  poUic  wor(bip  be  thereby  tiiqdered. 


Of  the  San6lification  of  the  LorcPs  Day. 

• 

THE  Lord's  Day  ought  to  be  fo  remembered  before  hand,  as  that 
all  worldly  budnels  of  our  ordinary  callings  may  be  fo  ordered 
and  fo  timely  and  feafonably  laid  afide,  as  they  may  not  be  impedi* 
ments  to  the  due  (anAifying  of  the  day  when  it  comes. 

The  whole  day  is  to  be  celebrated  as  holy  to  the  Lord,  both  in 
public  and  private,  as  being  the  Chriilian  fabbath*  To  which  cod, 
it  is  requifite,  that  there  be  a  holy  ceflation,  or  retting  all  that  day, 
from  all  unneceflary  labours ;  and  an  abAaining,  not  only  from  all 
fports  and  paftimes,  but  alio  from  all  worldly  words  and  thoughts. 

Thai  the  diet  on  that  day  be  io  ordered,  as  that  neither  fervaots 
be  unneceflarily  detained  from  the  public  worfliip  of  God,  nor  any 
other  peribn  hindered  from  the  fanflitying  that  day. 

That  there  be  private  preparations  of  every  pcrfbn  and  family,  by 
prayer  for  themfclves,  and  for  God*s  afliftance  of  the  miniAer,  and 
forablcfGng  upon  bis  miniAry;  and  by  fuch  other  holy  exercifes,  a$ 
fnay  further  diipofe  them  to  a  more  comfortable  ccmmunion  with 
Cod  in  his  public  ordinances. 


I  i  3  That 
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Tliat  all  the  people  meet  fo  timdy  for  public  worfliip,  that  the 
"whole  coDgregatioQ  may  be  prefeot  at  the  begJODiog,  and  with  ooe 
heart  folemuly  join  together  in  all  parts  of  the  public  \irorfhip,  and 
pot  depart  till  after  the  bie/nog.  . 

That  what  time  is  vacuut,  between,  or  after  the  ibleinn  meetings  of 
the  congregation  in  publlic,  be  fpent  in  reading,  mediratioo^  repeti- 
tion of  fcrmons)  eipedaliy  by  calling  their  families  to  an  account  of 
what  they  have  heard,  snd  catechiflDg  of  them,  holy  confereoccsi 
prayer  for  a  bleffing  upon  the  public  ordinances,  finging  of  pfalms, 
vifiting  the  fick,  relieving  the  poor,  and*  fuch  like  duties  of  piety, 
charity^  ^d  mercy,  accounting  the  fabbath  a  delight. 

STjc  SQlemnization  of  Marriage* 

ALthough  marriage  be  no  faaament,  nor  peculiar  to  the  churcb  of 
God«  but  common  to  mankind*  and  of  public  tfitereil  io  every 
coo^monvwealth ;  yet,  becaufe  fuch  as  marry  are  to  marry  io  the  Lord, 
ana  have  ipccial  need  of  inftruAiont  dire^ion  and  exhortation^  from 
the  word  of  God,  at  their  entering  into  fuch  a  new  conditioD  ;  and  of 
the  bleffing  of  God  upon  them  therein ;  we  judge  it  cxpedieoty  that 
marriage  be  fblemnized  by  a  lawful  minifler  of  the  word,  that  he  may 
accordingly  counfcl  them,  and  pray  for  a  blefling  upon  tfaem. 

M  irriage  is  to  be  betwixt  one  man  and  one  woman  only ;  and  they, 
fuch  as  are  not  within  the  degrees  of  coofanguinity  or  affinity  pro^'; 
bleed  by  the  word  of  God  ;  and  the  parties  are  to  be  of  years  of  dil* 
eretioa,  fit  to  make  their  own  choicOf  or,  npon  good  grounds,  to 
give  their  mutual  eonfent. 

Before  the  folemnizin^  of  marriage  between  any  peHbas,  their  pur* 
pofeof  marriage  Ihall  be  pnblifhed  by  the  minifler  three  fcTeraJ  («b> 
bath-days,  in  the  congregation,  at  the  place. or  places  of  thrir  mod: 
nfual  and  conftant  abode,  refpeftively.  And  of  this  pnblicattoD,  the 
minifler  who  is  to  join  them  it)  marriage  fhall  have  fuflicient  teftiffio- 
sy,  before  he  proceed  ta  folemnize  the  marriage. 

Before  that  publicatioa  of  fuch  their  purpofe  (if  the  parties  be  un« 
der  age)  the  eonfent  of  the  parents,  or  others  under  whofe  power 
they  are  (in  cafe  the  parents  be  dead)  is  to  be  made  knows  to  the 
diurch-officers  of  that  congregation,  to  be  recorded. 

The  like  is  to  be  obferved  in  the  proceedings  of  all  others,  althoagb 
t£  age,  whofe  parents  are  living,  for  their  firfl  marriage. 

And,  in  after-marriages  of  either  ,of  thofe  parties,  they  fhall  beex- 
)iorted  not  to  contra^  marriage  without  firit  acquainting  their  parents 
Uitli  it  (if  with  copvepiencyit  may  be  done)  endeavouring  to  obtain 
Oicir  eonfent. 

Parents  ought  not  to  force  their  chilc^ren  to  marry  without  theif 
fife  eonfent,  nof  deny  thw  owo  eonfent  \\ithout  juft  caufc. 

After 
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After  the  purpofe  or  eoDtraft  of  marriage  hath  been  tbas  pablUhed, 
the  marriage  is  not  long  to  be  deferred.  Therefore  the  minifter,  having 
bad  conTehient  warning,  and  nothing  been  objected  to  hinder  it.  is 
publickly  to  folemnize  it  in  the  place  appointed  by  authority  for  pub- 
lic worihip,  before  a  competent  numbier  of  credible  witne(Ics»  at 
ibme  convenient  hoar  of  the  day»  at  any  time  of  the  year,  except  on  a 
day  of  public  humiliation*  And  we  adviie  that  it  be  not  on  the  Lord's 
day* 

And,  becauie  alt  relations  are  fanflified  by  the  word  and  prayer,  the 
miaiftdr  is  to  pray  for  11  bleffing  upon  them  to  this  efFeA; 

'  Acknowledging  our  flns,  whereby  we  have  made  ourfelves  lefs  than 

*  theleaft  of  all  the  mercies  of  God  and  provoked  him  to  imbitter  all 

*  our  comforts,  eamefUy,  in  the  name  of  Chrift,  to  intreat  the  Lord 
'  (whole  prefence  aod  favour  is  the  happinefs  of  every  conditioo,  and 
^  fwcetens  every  relation)  to  be  their  portion,  and  to  own  and  accept 
^  them  in  Chrift,  who  are  now  td  be  joined  in  the  honourable  eftate  of 
^  marriage,  the  covenant  of  their  God  :  And  that,  as  he  hath  brought 

*  them  together  by  his  providence,  he  would  fauftify  them  by  his  Spi- 

*  rit,  giving  them  a  frame  of  heart,  fit  for  their  new  eflate ;  enrichiug 

*  them  with  all  graces  whereby  they  may  perform  the  duties,  enjoy  the 
'  comforts,  undergo  the  cares,  and  refift  the  temptations  which  accom- 

*  pany  that  condition,  as  becometh  ChriAians.' 

The  prayer  being  ended,  it  is  convenient  that  the  miniAer  do  briefly 
declare  unto  them,  out  of  die  fcripture. 

'  The  inftitutiony  ufe*  and  ends  of  marriage,  with  the  conjugal  duties, 
'  which,  in  all  faithfulnefs,  they  are  to  perform  each  other :  exhorting 
^  tbem  to  Audy  the  holy  word  of  God,  that  they  may  learn  to  live  by 
'  faith»  and  to  be  content  in  the  midft  of  all  marriage  cares  and  troubles, 
'  fan^lifying  God's  name,  in  a  thankful,  fober,  and  holy  ufc  of  all  cunju- 
'  gal  comforts;  praying  much  with  and  for  one  another:  watching  o- 

*  ver,  and  provoking  each  other  to  love  and  good  works:  and  to  live  to^ 

*  gether  as  the  heirs  of  the  grace  of  life.' 

After  (blemn  charging  of  the  perfons  to  be  married,  before  the  great 
God  who  fearcheth  ail  hearts,  and  to  whom  they  muft  give  a  Orift 
account  at  the  laft  day,  that  if  either  of  them  know  any  cau(e,  by  precon* 
traft,  or  otherwifej  why  they  may  not  lawfully  proceed  to  marriage, 
that  they  now  difcover  it ;  The  minifter  (if  no  impediment  be  acknow* 
ledged)  (hall  caufe  firft  the  man  take  the  woman  by  the  right-hand,  iky- 
ing theie  words. 

/  N.  db  taki  thee  N.  to  be  my  married  ^t/e,  and  do,  in  the  pre^ 
fence  rf  CoA^  and  before  this  C9ngregatiori^  prwufe  and  covenant  to  be  a 
loving  and  fMihful  hit/hand  unto  thee,  until  Cod  fba/l  feparate  us  by 
death. 

Then  the  woman  ihall  take  the  man  by  the  right-hand,  and  fay  tfaefe 
words. 

I  i  4  ^  N. 
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/  N,  do  take  thee  14,  to  be  my  niarried  buJhanJ,  and  I  A,  in  the 
prefence  ^  Cod,  and  bejore  this  ccrtgregatien,  promi/e  and  covenant  /« 
be  a  loving,  faithful  and  obedient  'wife  unto  thee,  untU  Cod  Jball  Jepargte 
us  by  death. 

Then,  without  aoy  further  ccremany,  the  minifter  ftiall  in  the 
face  of  the  coogregatioo,  pronounce  them  to  be  hufband  aod  wife» 
according  ro  God's  ^ordinance ;  and  fo  conclude  the  a^Hon  with  pray- 
er to  this  efFedV ; 

'  That  the  Lord  would  be  pleaied  to  accompany  his  evm  ordinaoce 

*  with  his  bltiHug,  befecch'mg  htm  to  enrich  the  perfons  now  married, 
^  as  with  other  pledges  of  his  love>  lo  particularly  with  the  comforts 

*  and  fruits  of  marriage,  to  the  praife  of  bis  abundaat  merq^,  ia  and 

*  through  Chrift  Jeius.* 

A  regifter  is  to  be  carefully  kept,  wherein  the  names  of  the  fwrtie 
fo  married,  with  the  lime  of  their  mariage,  are  fiwtbwith  to  be  fai/Jf 
recorded  in  a  book  pro?idcd,  for  that  purpofe^  for  the  peraial  of  aii 
whom  It  may  concern. 

Concerning  Vifitation  of  the  SicL 

IT  »s  the  duty  of  the  minifter  not  only  to  teach  the  people  commif- 
tfd  10  his  charge  in  public  but  privately,  and  particularly  to  ad- 
inoniili.  exhort,  reptove  and  comfort  them,  upon  all  feafooable  aces' 
fions,  fo  far  as  his  time,  flrength,  and  perlbnal  fafety  will  permit. 

He  is  to  admooifh  them,  in  time  of  health,  to  prepare  for  death  j 
and,  for  that  purpofe,  they  are  often  to  confer  with  their  minifler,  a- 
bout  the  eftate  of  their  fouls,  and,  in  times  of  ficknefs,  to  dcfirc  his  ad- 
vice and  help,  timely  and  (eafonably,  before  their  Arengtb  and  nndcr- 
landing  fail  them. 

Times  of  ficknefs  and  aiBiflion  are  fpecial  opportunities  put  loto 
his  hand  by  God,  to  mipifter  a  word  in  ieafon  to  weary  fouls ;  becanlc 
then  the  confcienccs  of  men  are,  or  ftiould  be,  more  awakened  to  be- 
think themfelves  of  their  fpiritual  eftate  for  eternity;  and  Satan  alio 
takes  advantage  then,  to  load  them  more  with  fore  and  heavy  tefflpw- 
tions :  therefore  the  minifter,  being  fent  for,  and  repairing  to  the  fick, 
is  to  app^y  himfeU  with  all  rendernefs  and  love,  to  adminifter  fomcfpt* 
ritual  good  to  his  foul,  to  this  efTeft. 

He  may,  from  the  confideration  of  the  prefent  ficknefs,  inflruft  him 
out  of  fcripture,  that  difeafes  come  not  by  chance,  or  by  diflemper^ 
of  body  only,  but  by  the  wife  and  orderly  guidance  of  the  good  band 
of  God,  to  every  particular  perfbn  fmitten  by  them.  And  that,  whe- 
ther it  be  laid  upon  him  out  of  difpleaiure  for  fm,  for  his  corvc&ioa 
and  amendent,  or  for  trial  and  exercife  of  his  graces,  or  for  odier 
fpec'nl  and  excellent  ends,  all  his  fufferlngs  fhall  turn  lo  his  profit,  and 
work  together  for  bis  good,  if  he  linccrely  labour  to  make  a  imd]^^^ 
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a(e  of  God*s  vifitarion,  neither  defpiling  his  chaftcning,  nor  waxing 
Mfcary  of  his  corrcAion. 

If  he  fufpcfl  him  of  ignorance,  he  /hall  examine  him  in  the  princi- 
ple? c>f  religion,  eipccially  touching  repentance  and  faith;  an<},  as  he 
feeth  caufc,  inftruft  him  in  the  natun-,  ufe,  excellency  and  ncceffity 
ot  thotcgiaces;  as  alfo  touching  the  covenant  ot  grace;  and  Chrift 
the  Son  of  God,  the  mediator  o^  it,  and,  concerning  rcmiffion  of  Ims 
by  faith  in  him 

He  fh^ll  exhort  the  fick  pcrfon  to  examine  him feW,  to  fearch  and 
try  his  tormer  ways,  and  his  e(*atc  towards  God. 

And  if  the  fick  perion  (hall  declare  any  fcinp^e,  doubt  or  temptati- 
f  on  that  are  upon  him,  innruAions  and  retoiuiions  (hall  be  giren  to 
^*latisfy  and  fettle  him. 

If  It  appear  that  he  hath  not  a  due  fenfe  of  his  (ins,  endeavours 
ought  to  be  uii?d  to  convince  him  of  his^  fins,  of  the  guilt  and  defert 
of  them  :  of  the  filth  and  pollution,  which  the  foul  contra^s  by  them; 
and  of  the  curfe  of  the  law,  and  wrath  of  God,  due  to  them  :  that  he 
may  be  truly  afTe^ed  with,  and  humbled  for  them  :  and  withal  make 
known  the  danger  of  deferring  repentance, ^j^nd  of  neglefting  falvation 
at  any  time  offered ;  to  awaken  his  confcience,  and  rouzc  him  up  out 
ot  a  Aupid  and  iecure  condition,  to  apprehend  the  juftice  and  wrath 
of  God,  before  whom  none  can  fiand,  but  he  that,  loft  in  himfelf, 
layeth  hold  upon  Chrift  by  faith. 

If  he  have  endeavoured  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  kolinei^i  and  to  ferve 
God  in  uprightnefs,  although  not  wi  hout  many  failings  and  Infirmi- 
ties ;  or  if  hie  Ipirit  be*broken  with  the  fcnie  of  fin,  or  caft  down  through 
WdUt  of  the  lenie  of  God's  favour ;  then  it  will  be  fit  to  raiic  him  np, 
by  letting  before  him  the  freenefs  and  fulnefs  of  God's  grace*  the  fuf- 
^  ficiency  of  righteoufneis  in  Chrift,  the  gracious  offers  in  the  gofpel^ 
that  all  who  repent,  and  believe  with  all  their  heart  in  God's  mercy 
through  Chrift,  renouncing  their  *own  righteoufneis,  fliall  have  life 
and  falvation  in  him ;  it  may  be  alfo  uief ul  to  (hew  him*  that  death 
hath  in  it  no  fpiritual  evil  to  be  feared  by  thofe  that  are  in  Chrift,  be- 
cauie  fln,  the  fting  of  death  is  taken  away  by  Chrift,  who  hath  deliver- 
ed  all  that  are  his,  from  the  bondage  of  the  fear  of  deaths  triumphed 
over  the  grave,  given  us  viftory,  is  himfelf  entered  into  glory,  to  pre- 
pare a  place  for  his  people:  fo  that  neither ^Ijfe  nor  death  ftiall  be  able 
to  feparate  them  from  God's  love  in  Chrift,  in  whom  fuch  are  fure, 
though  now  they  muft  be  laid  in  the  duft,  to  obtain  a  joyful  and  glo- 
rious rcfurreftion  to  eternal  life. 

Advice  alio  may  be  given,  as  to  beware  of  an  ill-grounded  perfua- 
fion  on  mercy,  or  on  the  goodnds  of  his  condition  for  heaven,  fo  to 
diidaim  all  merit  in  himfelf,  and  to  caft  himfelf  wholly  upon  God  for 
mercy,  in  the  fole  merits  and  mediation  of  Jefus  Chrift,  who  hath  en- 
gaged  himfelf  never  to  caft  off  them,  who  in  tmth  and  fincerity  come 
UQto  him.    Ojt  alfo  muft  be  taken,  that  the  fick  perfon  be  nor  oft 

down 
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down  into  defpairi  by  fiich  a  fevere  rcprefentation  of  the  vntb  cfGo 
due  to  him  for  his  fins,  as  is  oot  mollified  by  a  fcnCble  propoondiif  i 
Chrifl  aod  his  ment  by  a  door  of  hope  to  every  peoitent  bdiever. 

Wheo  the  Tick  perlbn  is  beA  compofed>  may  be  lead  diAorbed,  « 
other  necefTdry  offaces  about  him  leaft  hindered,  the  miuiAcr,  if  d^ 
(hall  pray  with  him^  and  for  him,  to  this  e^feft. 

*  CoBfelTing  and  bewailing  of  fm  original  atd  aAoaU  the  miierabkca 
dition  of  all  by  nature,  as  being  children  of  wrath^  aod  uoiicr  tbecmii 
acknowledging  that  all  difeaies,  ficknefles,  death,  asd  bell  itfcK  > 
the  proper  iifues  and  efie£ls.  thereof;  impkiriog  God*s  mercy  i 
the  lick  perfon,  through  the  blood  of  Chnft ;  befeechiog  chat  Ck 
would  open  bis  eyes^  difcover  unto  him  his  {lns»  caufe  him  to  iee  bii 
felf  loft  in  himfclf*  make  known  to  him  the  canfe  why  God  faim 
him,  reveal  Jefus  Cbrift  to  his  foul  for  righteonfoeis  and  life,  givcni 
to  him  his  holy  Spirit  to  aeate  and  ftrengthen  fisich^  to  lay  hold  npa 
Chrin,  to  work  in  htm  comfortable  evidences  of  his  IOTe»  to  arm  Ui 
agatnft  temptadons,  to  take  off  his  heart  from  the  world^  to  bnlSii 
his  prefent  vifitation,  to  fumifh  him  with  padcoce  and  fireogth  to  bd 
it»  and  to  give  him  perfeveunce  in  faith  to  the  end. 
<  That,  \i  God  (hall  pleafe  to  add  to  his  days,  be  woold  voad^ 
to  blefs  and  lanf^ify  all  means  of  his  recovery,  to  remove  the  dilcafc 
renew  his  ftrength,  and  enable  him  to  walk  worthy  of  God^  by  a  fud- 
ful  remembrance,  and  diligent  obferving  of  fuch  vows  and  promife  a 
holinefs  and  obedience^  as  men  are  apt  to  make  ia  times  of  ijdDx& 
that  he  may 'glorify  God  in  the  remaining  part  of  his  life* 

*  And,  if  God  have  determined  to  finifti  his  days  by  the  prefent  wfifr 
tioni  he  may  find  fuch  evidence  of  the  pardon  of  all  his  fins,  of  » 
intereft  ^l  Chjrift,  and  eternal  life  by  Chrift,  as  may  canfe  his  inviri 
man  to  be  renewed,  while  hts  outward  man  decayeth ;  that  he  maf 
behold  death  without  fear,  caft  himfclf  wholly  upon  Chrift  withont 
doubting,  dcfire  to  be  diflblved  and  to  be  with  ChriA^  and  fo  recciw 
the  end  of  his  faith»  the  falvation  of  his  fouU  through  the  only  mcnfi 
and  interceffion  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift>  our  elooc  Saviour  and  all- 
fufficieot  Redeemer.  - 

The  minifter  (hall  admontfh  him  alfo,  (as  there  fliall  be  canfe)  to  » 
bis  houfe  in  order,  thereby  to  prevent  inconveniences ;  to  take  care  ror 
payment  of  his  debts,  and  to  make  refVitution  or  fatisfaftion  where  w 
hath  done  any  wrong:  to  be  reconciled  to  thofe  with  whom  fc«  ^^ 
been  at  variance,  and  fully  to  forgive  all  men  their  trcfpafTcs  againft  w^» 
IS  he  cxpefts  forgivenefs  at  the  hand  of  God,  v 

LafHy,  the  minifter  may  improve  the  prefent  occafion  to  exhort  tl) 
about  the  fick  perfon,  to  confider  their  ovi/n  mortality,  to  ^^^^]!^^?\l 
Lord,  and  make  peace  with  him  ;  in  health  to  prepare  for  fickncfs,  o^*  » 
and  judgment ;  and  all  the  days  of  their  appointed  time  fo  io  ^*'^"- 
til  their  change  come,  that  when  Chrift,  who  is  our  life,  (hall  appeafi  ^  w 
may  appear  with  him  ia  glory.  -  ^^

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Concerning  Burial  #/*  the  Dead. 

^HEN  any  pcrfon  departeth  this  life,  let  the  dead  body,  upon  the 
day  of  baria],  be  deceotly  attended  from  the  hooie  to  the  place 
appoiotcd  for  public  burial,  and  there  immediately  iaterred,  without  any 

ceremony. 

And  becaufe  the  cuftoms  of  kneeling  down,  and  praying  by»  or  to- 
v^ards  the  dead  corps»  and  other  foch  nfages,  in  die  place  where  it  lies 
before  ic  be  carried  to  burial,  are  fuperftitious ;  and  for  that,  praying, 
reading,  and  finging  both  in  going  to,  and  at  the  grave,  have  beea 
grofly  abfiird,  are  no  way  beneficial  to  the  dead,  and  have  proved  ma- 
ny ways  huitful  to  the  living;  therefore  let  all  fuefa  things  be  laid 
aiide. 

Howbeit,  wc  judge  it  very  convenient^  that  the  chriftian  friends, 
which  accompany  the  dead  body  to  the  place  appointed  for  public  bursal, 
do  »pply  themfelves  to  meditations  and  conferences  fuitable  to  the  occa- 
liOQ  ;  and  that  the  minifter,  as  upon  other  occailons,  to  at  this  timei  if 
he  be  prefeot,  may  put  in  remembrance  of  their  duty. 

That  this  (hall  not  extend  to  deny  any  dvil  refpefls  or  deferences  at 
the  burial,  fuitable  to  the  rank  s^id  condition  ot  the  party  decealed  whiles 
he  was  living. 

Concerning  Public  Solemn  Fafting. 

WH  E  N  fome  great  and  notable  judgments  are  either  inffliAed  up- 
on a  people,  or  appaready  imminent,  or  by  ibme  extraordinary 
provocations  notorioufly  deferved;  as  alfo  when  ibme  fpedal  blefling 
is  to  be  fought  and  obtained*  public  ibicmn  fading  (which  is  to  conti- 
nue the  whole  day)  is  a  duty  that  God  ezpeAeth  from  that  nation,  or 
.  people. 

A  religious  faft  requires  total  abftinence,  not  only  from  all  food  cun- 
lefs  bodtiy  weaknefs  do  manifeftly  difable  from  holding  out  till  the  faft 
be  ended,  in  which  cafe  fomewhat  may  be  taken,  yet  very  fparingly, 
to  iupport  nature,  when  ready  to  faint)  but  alfo  from  all  worldly  la- 
bour, difcourfes  and  thoughts,  and  from  all  bodily  delights,  and  fuch 
Jike,  (although  at  other  times  lawful)  rich  apparel,  ornaments  and  fuch 
like,  during  the  faft ;  and  much  more  from  whatever  is  in  the  nature^ 
or  ufe,  fcandalous  and  ofienfive,  as  gaudUb  attire*  lafdmus  habits  and 
gefturcs,  and  other  vanities  of  either  fex ;  which  we  recommend  to  all 
miniflers,  in  their  places,  diligently  and  zeakufly  to  reprove,  as  at  other 
times,  fo  efpedally  at  a  faft,  without  refpeA  of  perfons,  as  there  ftiail 
be  occafion. 

Before  the  public  meeting,  each  family  and  perfon  apart  are  privately 
to  ufe  all  religious  care  to  prepare  their  hearu  to  fuch  a  folemn  work, 
dod  to  be  early  at  the  coogrcgation.

So  large  a  portion  of  the  day^  as  conveoieotly  may  be,  is  to  be  fsett 
in  public  reading  and  preaching  of  the  word^  wirh  fjogiag  of  pfiumii 
lit  to  quicken  affef^ions  fuitable  to  fuch  a  duty  :  but  efpecially  in  pny* 
cr,  to  this  or  tnc  like  sCffeft ; 

'  Giving  glory  to  the  great  majefly  of  God,  tlie  Creator,  Prcfcnw, 

<  and  fupreme^  Ruler  of  all  the  world,  the  better  to  affc<5l  os.  therrif 

*  with  an  holy  rererence  and  awe  of  him.  Acknowledging  his  im^ 
^  fold,  great  and  tender  mercies,  efpecially  to  the  church  and  natjoi, 

*  the  more  efTeftually  to  Ibften  and  abafe  our  hearts  before  him.  Hois' 
«  bly  confelTing  oS  (ins  of  all  forts,  with  their  feveral  aggravadoos; 
'  judifying  God's  righteous  judgments,  as  being  far  lefs  than  our  /itis 
^  do  delerve ;  yet  humbly  and  earneUly  imploring  his  mercy  and  grioe 

*  foi^ourielves,  the  church  and  nation^  for  our  king -and  all  in  aotj}^! 

*  rjiy,  and  for  aH  others  for  whom  we  are  bound  to  pray  (accordii^s 

*  the  prefent'exigent  rcquireth)  with  more  fpecial  importupity  andefr 

*  largcmcnt  than  at  other  times ;  applying,  by  faith  ;  'the  promiies  aai 

*  goodncls  of  God,  for  pardon,  help,  and  deliverance  from  the  enk 

*  felt,  feared,  or  dcferved;   and  for  obtaining  the  bleflings  which  «e  I 

*  need  and  expeft,  together  with  a  giving  up  <jf  ourfelves  wholly  isi 

<  for  ever  unto  the  Loixl/  ' 

In  all  thefe,  the  miniflers,  who  are  the  mouths  of  the  people  uii»  j 
God,  ought  fo  to  fpeak  from  their  hearts,  upon  ferious  and  thoro'^  \ 
premeditation  of  them,  that  both  themfelves  and  their  people  may  be 
much  aiFc€fed,  and  even  melted  thereby,  efpecially  with  forrow  w 
their  fins,  that  it  may  be  indeed  a  day  of  deep  humiliation  and  affiic* 
ting  of  the  loul. 

Special  choice  is  to  be  made  of  fuch  fcriptures  to  be  read,  and «  , 
fuch  texts  for  preaching,  as  may  beft  work  tlie  hearts  of  the  hearer  to 
the  fpecial  bufinefs  of  the  day,  and  moft  dilpolc  them  to  humifoooc 
and  repentance :  infifting  mofl  oii  thofc  particuUs,  which  each  auDi- 
flers  oblcrvation  and  experience  tells  him  are  mofl  conducing  xoibt^ 
diHcation  and  reformation  of  that  congregation  to  which  he  preachctn. 

Before  the  clofe  of  the  public  duties,  the  miniftcr  is,  in  his  owB 
and  the  people's  names,  to  engage  his  and  their  hearts  to  be  the  \^^ 
with  profefled  puipoie  and  rclblution  to  reform  whatever  is,ami&*" 
moDg  them,  and  more  particularly  fuch  fins  as  they  have  been  more  te* 
mfl(kably  guilty  of;  and  to  draw  near  unto  God,  and  to  walk  DM»^ 
clofcly  and  faithfully  with  liim  in  new  obedience,  than  ever  before. 

He  is  alio  to  admonifli  the  people  with  all  importunity,  that  the 
work  of  that  day  doih  not  end  with  the  public  duties  of  it,  bo^'*^^ 
they  are  fo  to  improve  the  remainder  of  the  day,  and  of  their  whole  1"^ 
in  reinforcing  upon  tlxmfelvcs  and  their  families  in  private,  all  tboJc 
godiy  afKftions  and  refblutions  which  they  profefied  in  public,  « 
that  they  may  be  fettled  in  their  hearts  for  ever,  and  thcmielvcs  ID*; 
more  fenfibly  find  that  God  hath  fmelt  a  fweet  favour  in  Chrift  "^ 
their  peifarmances,  and  is  pacified  towards  them,  by  anfwcrs  of  P"'"^ 
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I  t\ardooiogof  fm^  inreioioviog  of  judgments,  in  afertiog  or  jprevenuDg 
F  plagues,  and  la  conferring  of  bleffings/fuitable  to  the  condicion  and 
rayers  of  bis  people,  bjr  Jclus  Chrift. 

Bcfides  folemii  and  general  fafls  injoined  by  authority,  we  judge  tbat» 
c  other  times,  congregations  may  keep  days  of  fafting>  as  divine  pro- 
ideoce  fhall  adminifter  unto  them  fpecial  occafion ;  and  alio'  that  fami- 
les  may  do  the  fame,  io  it  be  not  on  days  wherein  the  congregation  to 
irhich  they  do  belong  is  to  meet  for  faAtag«  or  other  public  duties  of 
iror(hip. 

"^oncertting  the .  Obfervation  of  Days  of  public  Thank/giving. 

WHEM  any  fuch  day  is  to  be  kept,  let  notice  be  given  of  it,  and 
of  the  occafion  diereof,  fome  convenient  time  befor.e,  that  the 
people  may  the  better  prepare  tfaemfelves  thereunto* 

The  day  being  come,  and  the  congregation  (after  private  preparati- 
ons) being  ailembled,  the  miniller  is  to  begin  with  a  word  cf  exhorta- 
6oD,  to  ftir  up  the  people  to  the  duty  for  whiph.  they  are  met,  and 
with  a  (hort  prayer  for  God's  aiCftance  and  blcffing,  (as  at  other  con- 
ventions for  public  worlhip)  according  to  the  particular  occafion  of  their 
jrieeting. 

Let  him  then  make  ibme  pithy  narration  of  the  deliverance  obtained 
6r  mercy  received,  or  of  whatever  hath  occafioned  that  aftcmbling  of 
the  congregation,  that  all  may  better  underfland  it,  or  be  minded  of  it, 
and  more  afieAed  with  it. 

And,  becaufe  finging  of  pfalms  is  of  all  other  the  mod  proper  or- 
.dioance  for  exprefQng  of  joy  and  thanfgiving,  let  fome  pertinent  pfalm 
or  piatms  be  fung  for  that  purpoie,  before  or  after  the  reading  of  fome 
portion  of  the  word  fuitable  to  the  prefent  bufinefs. 

Then  let  the  minlAer,  who  is  to  preach,  proceed  to  further  exhor 
tationand  prayer  before  his  (ermon,  with  fpecial  reference  to  the  prefent 
^ork:  after  which,  let  him  preach  upon  fome  text  of  (cripture  perti- 
.neDt  to  the  occafion. 

The  fermon  ended,  let  him  not  only  pray,  as  at  other  times  after 
preaching  is  direfled,  with  remembrance  of  the  neceifities  of  the  church* 
kiug,  aad  fhte  (if  before  the  fermon  they  were  omitted)  but  inlarge 
^himfelf  in  due  and  foiehin  thanfgiviog  for  former  mercies  and  deliver - 
aoccs,  but  more  efpe'cially  for  that  which  at  the  prefent  calls  them  to- 
Igether  to  give  thanks :  with  humble  petition  tor  the  conthiuance  ard 
lenewing  of  God*s  wonted  mercies,  as  need  fliall  be«  and  for  iandi- 
ying  grace  to  make  a  right  uie  thereof.  And  fo,  haviag  fung  ano- 
ther pUlai  fuitable  to  the  meicy,.  let  him  difmifs  the  congregation  wi^h 
bleffiog,.that  they  may  have  loma  ceovenicot  time  for  their  repaft  acd 
'cfrefhiog. 

But  the  roiQiAer  (b.fore  their  difmiffi^n)  is  fblemaly  to  admonlfh 
them,  to  beware  of  all  excefi  apd  riot,  tending  to  gluttony  or  drunk- 

'         cnneT?. 
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tanefti  a&d  much  more  ot  thel'e  Tins  themielves»  m  their  eati^ 
refrcfhiDg,  and  xq  take  care  ihat  their  mirth  and  rtjoioDg  be  not  car  i 
but  fpiritttaly  which  may  m^ike  God's  praife  to  be  giorioos^  and  thi 
ietves  hoftiblc  and  iobcr ;  and  that  both  their  feeding  and  rejoicii^  ii 
render  them  more  cbearful  and  enlarged,  further  to  celebrate  bis  pni 
in  ths  midft  of  the  congregation,  when  they  return  unto  it^  ia  diei 
toaining  part  ot  that  day. 

When  the  congregation  fhall  be  again  afltmbled»  the  like  oonrfe 
praying,  reading,  preaching,  floging  of  pfalms,  and  offering  up  of  on 
praiie  and  thanlcfgiviog  that  is  before  direfled  for  the  moroiog,  is  to 
renewed  and  continued  ib  far  as  the  time  will  give  leave.    . 

.At  one  or  both  of  the  public  meetings  that  day,  a  collcAion  is  to) 
made  for  the  \yoot  (and  in  the  like  manner  upon  the  day  of  publkll 
filiation)  that  their  loins  may  bleis  us»  and  rejoice  the  more  ^th  i 
And  the  people  are  to  be  exhorted,  at  tbe  end  of  the  latter  mectiDg,  fo/fiai 
the  refidue  of  that  day  in  holy  duties,  and  tediBcatioDs  of  chriftiaa  loi 
and  charity  one  towards  another,  and  of  rejoicing  more  and  more  k  ik 
Lord ;  as  becometh  thofc  who  make  the  joy  of  the  Lord  thdr  ftreog^ 

Of  Singing  of  2 f alms.  , 

IT  is  the  duty  of  chriftians  to  praiie  God  publickly,  by  finglflg  i 
pfalms  together  in  the  congregation,  and  alfp  privately  in  the  i^V 

In  (ingiag  of  pfalms,  the  voice  is  to  be  tuneable  and  gra;vely  ordered; 
but  the  chief  care  muft  be,  to  fingwith  underftandlng,  aad  widigra^ 
in  the  heart,  making  melody  unto  the  Lord. 

That  the  whole  congregation  may  join  herein,  every  one  that  ca 
read  is  to  have  a  plalm  book ;  and  ail  others,  not  difabled  by  ^geor^i 
therwife,  are  to  be  exhorted  to  learn  to  read.  But  for  the  prcfent,  what! 
many  in  the  congregation  cannot  read,  it  is  convenient  that  the  t^ 
fter,  or  fome  other  fit  perfon  appointed  by  him  and  the  other  raling  w 
cers,  do  read  the  piaim,  line  by  line«  before  tbe  Tinging  thereof.

ritflers. 

THE  genera!  afHrnbly  being  moft  defirons  and  fbircitous  not  oal| 
of  the  eflab)i(hment  and  prefervation -ot  the  form  of  kirk-goveri' 
meat  in  this  kingdom,  according  to  the  Word  of  God,  .books  of  difd* 
pline,  a^s  of  general  alTcmbhes,  and  national  covenant,  bat  aUb  oi  ani' 
mformity  in  kirk-government  betwixt  theie  kingdoms,    now  more  ftrsir* 
\j  and  ilrongiy  united  by  the  late  folemn  league  and  covenant :    and  coi* 
iidering>  that  as  m  former  times  there  did,  lb  hereafter  there  may  arifc 
through  the  nearnefs  of  contagion,  maniiold  raiichiefs   to  this  kirk  fron 
a  corrupt  form  of  government  in  the  kirk  of  England  :    like  as,  the  ftt* 
cious  opportunity  of  bringing  the  kirks  oi  Chrifl  in  ail   the    three  king* 
doms  to  an  uniformity  in   kirk  government,  being  the  happioeLS  of  tlie 
prefent  times  above  the  former ;   which  may  alfo,  by  the  bleffisg  of  G«<)i 
prove  an  efiPe^ual  mean,  and  a  good  foundation  to  prepare  for  a  iA 
and  well  grounded  paci6cation,  by  removing  the  caufe    from  which  tk  j 
prefent  preffures  and  bloody  wars  did  originally  proceed  :    And  now  ib« 
affembly  having  thrice  read,  and    diligently  examined   the    propofiritffl< 
(hereunto  ani^exed)  concerning  the  officers,  jiflemblieS'  and  goveramest 
of  the  kirk,   and  concerning  the  ordination  of  miniflers,   brought  asti 
us,  as  the  refults  of  the  long  and  learned  debates  af  the  afTembiy  of  d^ 
▼ines  fitting  at  Wertminfter,  and  of  the   treaty  of  ciniformity  with  the 
commiffioners  of  this  kirk  there  redding;   after  mature  deliberation*  ^^ 
after  timeoUs  calling  upon  and  warning  of  all,  who  have  any  excepti- 
ons againft  the  fame,  to  make  them  known,  that  they  might  receive  ia* 
tisfadlion;   doth  agree  to  and  approve  the  proportions  aforementionetii 
touching  kirk-government,  and  ordination ;   and  doth  hereby  autbonze 
the  commiffioners  ot  this  aflcmbly,  who  -are  to  mec\  at  Edinburgfci  w 
agree  to,  and  conclude  in  the  name  of  this  aflferoblyt  an  uniformity  be* 
twixt  the  kirks  in  both  kingdoms,  in  the  aforementioned  particolarii  ^ 
foon  as  the  fame  (hall  be  ratified,  without  any  fubflantial  alteration,  bf 
an  ordinance  of  the  honourable  houfes  of  the  parliament  of  England 
which  ratification  fhall  be  timely  intimate  and  made  known  by  tJie  co<s 
miffioners  of  this  kirk  refiding  at  London.     Provided  always  that  tni 
aft  be  no  wa^s  prejudicial  to  the  further  difcnflioo  and  examination  " 
that  article  which  holds  forth,  that  the  dodor  or  teach<r  hath  power  ol 
the  adminil) ration  of  the  facraments  as  well  as  the  paftor :  as  alio  of  tbtj 
diftind  rights  and  intercRs  of  prefbyceries  and  people,  in  the  calh'og  ^ 
minifters  :   but  that  it  (hall  be  free  to  debate  and  difcufs  thefe  poio^St 
a«  Cod  fliall  be  pleafe.d  to  give  further  li|{ht. 
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fembly  of  the  Church'  of  Scotland^  &c.

When  believers  multiply  to  fudi  a  nam<* 
l^er*  chat  they  caonot  coaveoieDtly  meet  in  one  place^  it  is  lawful  aad 
ncpcdi«Qt  that  they  ihould  be  divided  into  difiioA  and  fixed  congrega- 
tions} for  the  better  adouniflration  of  (och  ordinances  as  belong  unto 
tfaecn^  and  the  dilijiarge  of  mutual  duties/.

and  moft  expedient  for  edification^  is  by  the  refpeftive  bounds  of  their 
dwellings.

DIRECTIONS  of  the  General  Assembly,  concerning 
Secret  and  Private  Worfliip,  and  mutual  Edification;  for 
cherilhing  Pietjr,  for  maintaining  Unity,  and  avoiding 
Schifm  and  piyi^on. 

BESIDES  the  poblk  worOup  la  cMgregatioos.  taerdfolly  A- 
bli(hedin  this  Icod,  in  great  purity ;  U  is  expedient  and  iwcefl^ 
ry,  that  feaet  worfliip  of  each  perlon  alone,  and  private  wonhrp  ot 
families,  be  prefltd  and  fet  up:  That,  wiih  national  refotaiaticw,  tnc 
profeffion  and  power  of  godlioefs,  both  pertonal  and  domcftjc,  be 
skdvaaced. 

I.  And  Firft,  For  fecret  worfliip,  it  is  moll  neceflTary.  that  e«ry  one 
apart,  and  by  themfelves,  be  given  to  prayer,  and  meditatton,  the  on- 
i|peaka|)!e  benefit  whereof  ia'beft  known  to  them  who  ace  moll  exer- 
dfed  therein ;  this  being  the  mean  whereby,  in  a  fpcaal  way.  cm- 
nuniOD  with  God  is  entertained,  and  right  preparation  for  all  «>»« 
duties  obtained:  and  therefore  ft  becometh  a«  on^  ^"•'.7'T 
their  fcveral  charges,  to  prcfs  perfons  of  all  forts  to  perform  this  ob- 
«y,  oioroing  and  eteniag,  add  at  ©tUer  ocufioMj  *«  alio  u  u  nicom- 
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bent  Co  the  heads  of  every  family  to  have  a  care  that  both  tfaemfeives^ 
■od  tir  withiQ  their  charge,  be  daily  diligeat  herela. 

11.  rhe  ordioary  duties  comprdieoded  ooder  the  exerdie  of  piety,

V.  Let  no  idler  who  hath  no  particular  calling,  or  vagrant  perfco 
under  pretence  of  a  calliog,  be  fuffered  to  perform  worship  in  dai- 
lies, to,  or  from  the  fame  ;  feeing  peWons  taiuted  with  error?,  or  aiu- 
ing  at  divifion,  may  be  ready  { tittrt  that  manner)  to  ae^  ioto  hooks, 
and  lead  optive  fiily  and  unftabc  Ibuls. 

Vi.  At  tamiiy  worlhip,  a  locial  care  is  to  be  had  ^that  each  tamlf 
keep  by  themfelvcs.     Neither  requiring,    inviting,  nor  admitdog  per- 
foDS  from  diveric  femilies,   unisfs  it  be  thole  who  arc  lodged  wio 
.  them,  or  at  meals  or  otherwile  with  them  upon  Ibme  lawtul  occafioo 

VII.  Whatioever  have  been  the  cff.as  and  fruits  of  meetings  <t 
perfonsof  diverfe  families,  in  the  rimes  of  corriiption  pr  tioublcf" 
which  cafes  many  things  are  cocnmenJable,  which  otherwise  arc  vt 
tolerable)  yet,  when  God  hath  bleOed  us  with  peace  and  purity  of  ik 
gofpel,  fuch  meetings  of  pcrfons  of  divers  families  (cxcepi  la  cafes  men 
tinned  in  thefe  direOions)  are  to  be  diiapproved,  as  tending  to  the  hifr 
dcrancc  of  the  religious  exercife  of  each  family  by  itfeUp  to  the  prgo-

And  that  they  like- 
wife  take  heed  that  no  corrnpc  communication  proceed  out  of  their 
rooaths,  but  that  which  is  good,  to  the  ufe  of  edifying)  that  it  nay  itti- 
nifter  grace  to  the  hearers. 

The  drift  and  fcope  of  all  thele  directions  is  no  other,  but  that  o|S 
on  the  one  part,  the  power  and  pradlice  of  godtineis  amongft  ait  the 
minitlers,  and  members  of  this  kirk,  according  to  their  faverai  places 
and  vocations,  may  be  cheri(hed  and  advanced,  and  all  in>piety  aed 
mtKkiDi^  of  religious  exercifes,  fuppreflled :  and  upon  the  other  pan 
\h\i  nodcr  the  name  and  pretext  of  religious  exercilcs,  no  iudi  meet- 
itigs  or  practices  be  allowed,  as  are  apt  to  breed  error,  fcandal,  fchifm* 
contempt,  or  mifregard  of  the  public  ordinances  and  minifters,  or  ne- 
f»lc<^  of  the  duties  of  particular  callings,  or  fuch  other  evils  as  ace  the 
work  not'of  the  Spirit,  but  of  the  flcfti,  and  aic  contrary  to  truth  asd 
peace*
